Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  James  J.  Finn  made  a  few 
short  remarks  regarding  Resolution  No,  68-0003,  Revocable  Permit  to 
Lee  and  Praszker,  Consulting  Civil  Engineers,     The  purpose  of  the 
permit  is  to  enter  a  portion  of  the  former  Glen  Park  Reservoir  site 
to  take  test  borings  and  engineering  analyses  in  connection  with  the 
proposed  Diamond  Heights  Senior  High  School. 

Mr,  Finn  explained  the  site  is  owned  by  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  at 
the  present  time  is  under  lease  to  a  golf  driving  range.     The  Board 
of  Education  has  requested  that  the  property  be  transferred  to  the 
Board  of  Education  at  its  historic  cost.     Upon  consultation  by  staff 
with  Mr.  Carr  and  the  Commission  it  was  determined  that  this  request 
would  be  held  in  abeyance  until  definite  plans  for  construction  of 
the  high  school  have  been  received  from  the  Board  of  Education.  The 
transfer  will  not  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Education  until  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  is  absolutely  sure  that  the  high  school  is  going 
to  be  built. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  whether  a  provision  could  be  made  in  the 
transfer  agreement  to  provide  that  in  the  event  the  School  Department 
does  not  use  the  land  for  the  stated  purpose  that  the  property  revert 
back  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  advised  that  there  was  no 
provision  in  the  City  Code  for  such  a  reservation. 

Commissioner  White  said  that  the  amount  of  money  paid  by  the  con- 
cessionaire of  the  driving  range  to  the  City  runs  between  $9,000  and 
$11,000  annually.     More  important  than  the  monetary  return,  however, 
is  the  fact  that  it  provides  the  only  recreational  facility  to  the 
City  of  this  type  outside  of  one  other  driving  range  on  Clarendon 
Road.     Because  of  the  uncertainty  of  the  disposition  of  this  property. 
Commissioner  White  said,  the  School  Department  has  had  the  operator 
of  the  facility  on  a  30-day    cancellation  notice  for  a  long  period 
of  time.     As  a  result  the  property  has  deteriorated.     The  operator 
being  on  a  30-day  cancellation  notice  could  not  justify  the  amount 
of  money  to  repair.  He  has  made  several  requests  for  relief. 

Commissioner  White  asked  whether  or  not  there  is  any  possibility  of 
getting  at  least  a  90  to  120-day  cancellation  clause  in  the  operator's 
contract,  and  whether  or  not  any  consideration  has  been  given  to 
providing  a  replacement  site. 

Mr.  Finn  said  the  only  site  available  for  relocation  of  the  golf 
driving  range  is  one  on  Geneva  Avenue;  this  has  been  approved  by  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Department  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 
It  would  be  moved  just  as  soon  as  practicable. 


****** 
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Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  gave  a  short  explanation 
of  AD  Contract  No.  441,  Parking  Garage  Signs,  approved  for  bid  call 
under  Resolution  No.  68-0007.     This  contract  will  revise  the  direc- 
tional signing  on  the  approach  road  and  in  the  garage  to  reflect 
the  knowledge  gained  by  experience  in  operating  the  parking  structure. 
Inside  the  garage  the  important  change  being  made  is  to  direct  people 
by  names  of  air  lines  rather  than  by  terminal  buildings,  he  said. 

Commissioner  Kelly  asked  whether  the  signing  under  this  contract  has 
been  coordinated  with  the  architectural -engineering  group  planning 
for  the  extension  of  the  garage  under  the  Bond  Issue.     Mr.  Hansen 
said  the  results  of  this  program  will  form  the  criteria  for  signing 
in  the  program  for  expansion  of  the  parking  garage. 

Commissioner  Stack  suggested  improvement  be  made  by  enlargement  of 
the  signs  suspended  from  the  facades  of  the  terminals  designating 
the  respective  air  lines  in  order  that  they  may  be  recognized  in 
time  for  the  automobile  driver  to  pull  to  the  curb. 

Commissioner  White  commented  on  the  possible  damage  to  the  signs 
within  the  parking  garage  that  could  be  done  by  a  vehicle  like  a 
camper  with  a  boat  on  the  top  unless  sufficient  clearance  is  provided 
or  the  sign  bends.     He  asked  the  Airport  General  Manager  to  consider 
this  aspect.     (While  there  are  restrictions  against  these  types  of 
vehicles  entering  the  lower  levels  of  the  garage,  there  may  be  in- 
stances where  violations  could  occur.) 


In  discussing  Resolution  No,  68-0008,  with  regard  to  award  of  AD 
Contract  No.  417,  Mr.  Finn  said  that  in  answer  to  a  request  for 
opinion  from  the  City  Attorney  in  this  matter.  Public  Utilities 
Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  advised  that  allowing  the  withdrawal  of 
the  low  bid,  because  of  errors  in  its  estimate,  by  Civic  Electric, 
Inc.  was  mandatory,  and  award  to  the  second  low  bidder,  Brayer 
Electric  Company,  discretionary. 

Mr.  Finn  explained  that  eight  bids  had  been  received.  In  staff's 
opinion  this  represented  a  good  competitive  situation.  The  price 
of  the  second  bidder  was  realistic.  However,  he  pointed  out,  the 
Commission  had  complete  discretion  in  accepting  the  second  bid  or 
rejecting  all  bids. 

Commissioner  Stack  moved  rejection  of  all  bids  on  the  theory  that 
perhaps  the  City  could  do  better. 

Commissioner  Kelly  seconded  the  motion. 

Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  said 
it  was  staff's  opinion  there  was  little  to  gain  by  readvertising . 
It  was  felt  there  was  a  good  cross-section  of  bidders  represented 
in  the  eight  bids  received  and  call  for  new  bids  would  result  in 
loss  of  six-weeks '  construction  time  for  this  urgently-needed  facil- 
ity at  the  Airport. 

He  further  explained  the  difference  between  the  department  estimate 
of  $114,000  and  the  bid  prices  received  was  attributed  to  the  fact 
the  department  estimate  reflected  the  appropriation  to  the  job, 
made  over  a  year  ago  at  the  time  of  the  annual  budget,  and  which  is 
now  considered  to  be  low. 
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After  further  discussion  Commissioner  Stack  withdrew  his  motion  with 
permission  of  the  second. 


****** 


Mr.  A,  J.  Kaiser,  Regional  Manager  of  Properties,  United  Air  Lines, 
explained  to  the  Commission  the  expansion  plan  of  United 's  maintenance 
facilities  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  handle  the  new 
and  larger  aircraft. 

The  schematic  plans  for  the  initial  construction,  particularly  de- 
signed to  handle  the  Boeing  747,  were  before  the  Commission  for 
approval.    The  work  consists  of  a  $5,000,000  project  to  include  a 
new  one-aircraft-position  hangar  and  the  first  and  second  floors  of 
a  shop  and  office  building.    Mr.  Kaiser  said  United  estimates  that 
approximately  1,000  workers  will  be  required  to  man  the  new  facili- 
ties . 

Later  construction  to  be  built  around  the  first  phase  will  eventually 
accommodate  a  total  of  four  aircraft,  and  will  add  floors  to  the 
shop  and  office  building,  as  needed.

Commissioner  Stack  asked  Mr.  Finn  for  a  report  next  week  on  the 
pending  matter  of  providing  a  scale  model  of  the  Airport  complex  as 
requested  by  the  Commissioners  for  use  during  Commission  meetings .

Commissioner  White  requested  that  a  Water  Department  work  order 
issued  for  landscaping  work  at  Stanford  Reservoir  be  investigated 
to  ascertain  whether  or  not  it  contained  the  clause  relative  to 
payment  of  prevailing  wages,  as  provided  in  Section  98  of  the  Charter. 

Mr.  Finn  said  award  for  this  work,  which  is  under  a  Purchaser's  De- 
partment contract,  has  not  been  officially  made.    The  contract  is 
being  held  up  pending  review  by  the  City  Attorney  and  Purchaser.

WATER  QUALITY 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  water  in  Peninsula  reser- 
voirs remained  essentially  unchanged  during  the  month  of  November. 
No  change  in  chlorine  dosage  was  required  during  the  month.  All 
treated  water  remained  well  within  the  quality  limits  set  by  the 
U.  S.  Public  Health  Service, 

Due  to  the  established  hazard  of  backflow  from  the  piping 
systems  of  contractors  engaged  in  BARTD  construction^  all  services 
to  these  contractors  were  required  to  be  equipped  with  accepted 
backflow  prevention  devices,    A  total  of  21  installations  have 
been  made  by  contractors  concerned. 

Area  flushing  of  water  mains  in  the  Sunset  pressure  zone 
continued^  with  74^000  feet  of  4-inch  through  8- inch  diameter 
mains  being  flushed  during  November  in  the  inner  Richmond  and  outer 
Western  Addition  areas.    A  total  of  ll?  line  and  blowoff  valves 
were  operated  and/or  checked  during  this  operation.     In  addition^ 
17  individual  flushing  operations  were  performed  to  overcome  or 
prevent  dirty  water  conditions. 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Rainfall  during  the  current  water  year  ranged  from  k3%  to 
53^  normal  at  key  gaging  stations  on  December  1,     Rainfall  this 
month  to  date^  falling  on  dry  ground ^  has  produced  little  runoff 
into  reservoirs.     The  effect  of  weather  on  consumption  resulted 
in  (dry)  November  I967  consumption  being  21.7^  higher  than  during 
(wet)  November  I966. 

Due  to  the  shutdown  of  Pulgas  Tunnel.,  the  importation  of 
Hetch  Hetchy  water  was  limited  to  47.1  MGD  and  from  Calaveras  to 
19 "4  MGD3  this  quantity  of  water  being  consumed  from  the  Bay 
Division  pipelines  ahead  of  Pulgas  Tunnel. 

During  the  month  of  December  the  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct  is 
being  operated  at  maximum  capacity  to  build  up  local  storage  for 
use  during  the  planned  shutdown  of  this  aqueduct  for  construction 
work  during  January  and  February.

STANFORD  HEIGHTS  RESERVOIR 

Due  to  recurrence  of  leakage 3  the  east  basin  of  Stanford 
Heights  Reservoir  was  isolated  from  the  system  and  the  water  level 
is  being  lowered  in  one-foot  increments  in  an  effort  to  determine 
the  height  at  which  leakage  ceases. 

BAY  BRIDGE  MAIN  TO  YERBA  BUENA 

The  10- inch  diameter  main  that  supplies  Treasure  Island 
hangs  under  the  upper  deck  of  the  Bay  Bridge  with  expansion  loops 
to  compensate  for  changes  of  length  in  the  bridge  and  pipeline  with 
temperature  changes.    A  program  of  replacing  suspension  brackets, 
blowoff  and  drain  lines  weakened  by  corrosion  is  now  about  70% 
complete 5  the  main  itself  having  previously  been  rehabilitated.

Air  travelers  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during 
November  totaled  977i96l,  an  increase  of  13.^  per  cent  over  the  corresponding 
month  of  1966,    The  figure  brought  the  11-month  calendar  year  total  to  11,6^6,705 
passengers  which  is  ahead  of  the  projection  a  year  ago  for  a  12-million  total 
for  all  of  1967. 

U,  S,  mail  shipments  by  air  increased  by  17.9  pei"  cent  to  21,^33»539 
pounds;  air  express  recorded  a  minute  ,k  per  cent  gain  to  1,387»101  pounds,  and 
air  freight  volume  vi/as  up  3«9  per  cent  to  ^0,285,993  pounds. 

The  growth  rate  of  air  cargo  has  been  noticeably  slow  in  recent  months 
and  this  is  due  in  part  to  cancellation  of  military  contracts  for  airlifting 
of  freight  to  the  Far  East,    Also,  there  has  been  a  general  "softness"  nationally 
in  air  freight  movements.    However,  the  major  airlines  express  confidence  that

Presentation  of  a  work  status  report  regarding  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit 
District,  Municipal  Railway,  and  related  activities,  by  the  Director 
of  the  Market  Street  Task  Force,  Edward  I.  Murphy. 

Mr.  Murpny  briefly  outlined  tne  progress  by  the  Market  Street  Task 
Force  since  its  last  presentation  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
in  NoveroDer  19b7,  at  wnich  time  the  schematic  plans  for  the  surface 
treatment  of  Market  Street  and  the  Powell  Street  Station  and  Civic 
Center  Plaza  Station  were  shown  discussed. 

The  Commission  at  the  time  gave  conditional  approval  of  the  schematic 
plans  for  the  Market  Street  surface.     They  are  now  before  the  joint 
committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  consisting  of  the  Planning  & 
Development  and  Streets  &  Transportation  committees.     Hopefully,  said 
Mr.  Murpny,  the  Board's  approval  in  some  form  will  be  secured  in  a 
montn'G  time.     Tne  next  phase,  after  the  Board's  approval,  is  the 
preliminary  planning  stage.     Contracts  are  being  drawn.     This  will 
take  approximately  six  months. 

Concurrently,  the  Transit  Task  Force,  is  submitting  a  bond  issue  of 
24  1/2  million  dollars  to  implement  schematic  plans  of  the  surface 
treatment  of  Market  Street,  to  the  electorate  in  1968  June.  The 
Capital  Improvement  Advisory  Committee  has  approved;  the  City 
Attorney's  Office  is  now  drawing  up  the  necessary  legislation. 

Mr.  Murphy  said  tnat  some  of  the  major  questions  raised  during  the 
schematic  plan  review  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  regarding 
utility  relocation,  cable  car  turntable,  bus  shelters,  trees,  etc. 
will  be  ansv/ered  in  the  preliminary  plan  stage. 

Discussing  Federal  grants  -  Mr.  Murphy  stated  approximately  20  million 
dollars  was  received  from  the  Federal  Government  for  the  mezzanine 
extensions  and  two  plazas.     The  first  requisition  of  $1,150,000  was 
receivea  in  December.     The  preliminary  engineering  and  cost  estimates 
are  Deing  done  by  3ARTD  engineers  from  these  funds. 

Mr.  Murphy  tnen  asked  Mr.  Jack  Barron,  Transit  Task  Force  Operations 
Engineer,  to  review  BARTD's  construction  schedule  and  its  relation 
to  the  Market  Street  planning, 

Mr.  Barron  with  the  use  of  a  wall  map  then  explained  each  stage  of 
the  tunnel  construction  and  the  stations  over  the  entire  system,  and 
the  beginning  construction  date  of  each  segment.     The  Commissioners 
txien  discussed  the  schedule  and  asked  several  questions, 

Comiaissioner  White  was  interested  in  the  Glen  Park  Station  with 
respect  to  the  traffic  routes  in  the  area  and  asked  for  an  explana- 
tion of  its  location. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Stack's  question,  Mr.  Barron  said  in  order 
to  coordinate  the  Market  Street  reconstruction  with  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  street  over  the  stations   (Market  &  Powell,  and  Civic 
Center)  the  Task  Force  will  have  to  begin  its  work,  in  order  to  give 
Rapia  Transit  its  designs  about  July  1969  so  as  to  permit  Rapid 
Transit  to  reconstruct  in  accordance  with  City's  desires  rather  than 
to  reconstruct    to  its  existing  condition.     Mr.  Murphy  said  this, 
tnen,  is  a  key  period  for  the  Task  Force. 

As  far  as  the  stations  themselves  are  concerned.  Rapid  Transit  designs 
tne  stations.     They  will  present  the  Civic  Center  Station  to  their 
design  committee  this  month  for  approval.     Commissioner  Stack  asked 
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if  this  included  both  the  Rapid  Transit  levels  and  City's.     Mr.  Barron 
said  both  -  BARTD's  Station  and  City's  two  levels.     It  may  be  construed 
that  Rapid  Transit  owns  both  the  iVIunicipal  Railway  operating  level  and 
BARTD's  lower  level. 

Mr.  Murphy  then  said  there  were  certain  other  areas  of  interest  the 
Coimnission  should  be  aware  ofs 

1)  Embarcadero  Station.     Financing  for  the  design  of  the  basic  box 
structure  has  been  secured  from  private  sources , 

2)  Municipal  Railway  turnaround  at  Davis  Street.     The  crossover 
structure  is  being  designed  by  BARTD  so  it  would  accommodate 
either  an  underground  or  surface  turnaround.     Mr.  Murphy  said  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  has  stated  a  surface  turnaround  is 
unacceptable . 

3)  Municipal  Railway  equipment.     How  is  BARTD  going  to  design  the 
Municipal  Railway  level?    Mr.  Murphy  said  presently  BARTD  designs 
are  proceeding  on  the  basis  of  PCC  car  operation.     Any  decision  by 
the  Commission  on  another  type  of  Municipal  Railway  equipment  that 
would  raise  the  height  of  the  platform  level  should  be  made  as 
soon  as  possible  so  that  costs  could  be  kept  to  a  minimum. 

BARTD  has  stated  the  construction  of  the  three  stations  on  Market 
Street,  a  decision  on  Muni  equipment  in  the  next  several  months 
would  enable  changes  in  the  present  contract  thereby  cutting  down 
considerably  in  the  cost.     The  present  BARTD  contract  at  the 
Powell  and  Civic  Center  Stations  includes  a  provision  for  the 
platform  at  the  Muni  level,  but  as  a  separate  item  in  the  contract, 
and  it  will  only  be  done  under  authorization  of  the  District 
Engineer.     So,  if  the  Commission  wished  to  defer  at  this  time 
proceeding  with  the  low  level  platforra,  it  could  request  BARTD  to 
defer  a  decision  on  construction  of  that  platform.     BARTD  could 
take  it  out  of  the  contract  without  too  much  interference  with 
the  schedule.     The  Commission  would  have  until  the  end  of  the  year, 
possibly,  for  this  determination.     In  other  words,  said  Mr.  Murphy, 
a  decision  as  soon  as  possible  on  the  type  of  equipment  would  be 
to  the  advantage  of  all  concerned. 

Commissioner  Stack  wished  to  know  on  what  authorization  BARTD 
was  proceeding  in  establishing  the  platform  height  to  meet  the 
capabilities  of  the  PCC  streetcar.     Mr.  Murphy  said  he  believed 
this  was  on  the  authorization  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
management  some  time  back. 

Mr.  Finn  explained  this  resulted  from  the  basic  composite  report 
on  which  the  BARTD  bond  issue  was  based.     It  was  assumed  at  that 
time  PCC  cars  would  be  operated  at  City's  level  because  it  was 
the  only  equipment  City  had  at  that  time ,     BARTD  has  continued 
to  proceed  on  this  assumption  until  the  early  part  of  this  year. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  how  much  time  the  Commission  had  to 
make  the  decision  on  equipment  insofar  as  the  schedule  for  build- 
ing of  station  stairways  and  escalators  to  conform  with  platform 
loading  was  concerned. 

Mr.  Murphy  said  he  was  told  the  decision  on  escalators  would  be 
made  toward  the  end  of  this  year. 

Commissioner  Stack  asked  if  there  were  any  changes  to  be  made  who 
would  pay  for  them.  City  or  BARTD? 
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Mr,  Murphy  said,  in  his  opinion,  if  a  change  was  caused  by  the 
indecision  of  City,  probably  City  would  have  to  pay  for  the 
modi  f  ication , 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked  what  the  status  was  on  the  recom- 
mendation as  to  what  type  of  rolling  stock  City  should  use  on 
the  tracks.     He  wished  to  determine  how  critical  the  question 
was,  regardless  of  how  City  was  going  to  pay  for  the  stock.  He 
asked  what  choice  there  was  in  cars — how  much  of  a  variance. 

Mr.  Finn  explained  the  matter  of  the  type  of  equipment  was  part 
of  the  Simpson  &  Curtin  report  which  has  just  recently  been 
completed,  and  that  staff  was  presently  working  on  the  problem. 

Mr.  Anderson  said  there  are  three  types  of  cars  that  could  be 
operated  in  the  subway. 

1)  The  PCC  cars  could  be  operated  in  the  subway, 

2)  Another  type  would  be  a  modern  double-end  subway-surface 
car,  which  could  operate  efficiently  in  the  subway  with 
possibly  high  platform  loading  and  be  so  designed  to  operate 
on  a  bramch,  N  for  example,  in  the  avenues. 

3)  High  platform  subway  train;  this  is  type  generally  operated 
in  rapid  transit  in  such  cities  as  New  York,  Chicago,  etc. 

Mr.  Anderson  said  there  was  a  difference  in  the  turn-around  facility 
required.     PCC  car  or  subway-surface  car  could  negotiate  a  loop  at 
the  terminal,  but  the  high  platform  transit  car  has  a  longer  turn- 
ing radius  and  could  not  negotiate  the  loop  and  would  require  a 
crossover  at  the  terminal, 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  had  ten  months  in  which 
to  make  the  decision. 

Commissioner  Goldm.an  asked  how  long  it  would  take  to  prepare  a  proposal 
of  the  three  choices,  with  the  pro's  and  con's  of  each. 

Mr.  Murphy  said  that  last  week,  thinking  in  terms  of  possibly  a  bond 
issue  in  November  1968,  he  discussed  on  an  informal  basis  with  BARTD 
engineers  the  outside  date  City  might  have  on  making  this  decision 
on  equipment.     He  said  the  informal  staff  opinion  (one  which  he 
thought  was  informed)  was  that  if  a  decision  were  made  in  November 
1968  it  would  take  about  three  years  from  that  date  to  complete 
construction.     So  that  meant  it  would  go  to  November  1971,  which  was 
"within  the  ball  park"  of  BARTD 's  schedule.     BARTD  is  doing  for 
late  1970  and  Municipal  Railway  for  1972,  according  to  Mr.  Murphy. 

Mr.  Murphy  said  he  discussed  the  problem  in  terras  of  a  bond  issue,  but 
said  he  would  not  put  all  his  reliance  on  this.     He  thought  other 
forms  of  financing  should  be  explored. 

Mr.  Carr  said  there  was  another  item  to  be  decided,  which  he  felt  much 
more  critical  at  this  time.     As  a  result  of  proposed  construction  by 
BARTD  of  its  Balboa  Station,  relocation  of  the  Ocean  Avenue  shops 
and  yards,  and  the  matter  of  reimbursement  of  costs  by  BARTD,  must  be 
given  immediate  priority. 

He  said  he  forwarded  to  the  Commission  a  memorandum  giving  the  steps 
to  be  taken  in  the  Commission's  reaching  the  policy  decision  scheduled 
for  the  January  30  meeting.     He  said  he  would  arrange  for  the  BARTD 
architects  and  models  of  the  area  to  be  present  to  answer  any  questions 
by  the  Commission. 
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Mr.  Carr  said  he  had  administratively  requested  that  John  M.  Woods, 
an  experienced    engineer  in  Municipal  Railway  affairs,  be  assigned 
by  Oral  L.  Moore  to  make  a  report  of  the  alternatives  available  to 
the  Commission,  and  that  Accounts  Bureau  Director  William  J.  Dwyer 
had  been  conferring  with  the  Controller  on  the  financial  aspects. 
These  would  be  submitted  to  the  Commission  at  the  January  30th 
meeting. 

The  Commission  expressed  its  awareness  of  the  urgency  of  the  matter 
of  decision  regarding  equipment,  and  resolution  of  the  Elkton  Shop 
matter.     They  thanked  Mr.  Murphy  and  his  staff  for  the  intelligent 
presentation,  which  made  them  more  fully  congnizant  of  the  many 
problems  faced  by  the  Market  Street  Task  Force  and  the  Municipal 
Railway .

Highlights 

Violent  wind  and  snow  storms  hit  the  Sierra  in  the  early  part  of  December  depositing 
some  snow  on  the  City's  mountain  watershed  in  Tuolumne  Coimty,    However,  precipita- 
tion to  date  is  only  60%  of  normal,  and  water  carried  over  in  storage  from  last 
year's  excellent  runoff  is  becoming  more  important  to  normal  water  and  power  pro- 
duction this  year.

tion  and  replacement  program  to  replace  obsolete  clamps  with  new  clamps.  Estimated 
cost  of  the  work  is  $25,000, 

Plans  and  Specifications  Completed 

Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No,  UOO,  Improvements  to  Gaging  Station  below  O'Shaughnessy 
Dam,  and  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No,  ^07,  Underground  Distribution,  O'Shaughnessy  Dam, 
were  completed  and  transmitted  to  the  National  Park  Service  for  comment  and  approval

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING 

Federal  Aviation  Administration 

Approval  is  pending  from  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  to  award  Airport  Con- 
tract A-J+86,  Pavement  for  Taxivay  G  and  Taxiway  F  Reconstruction^ to  the  low  bidder, 
Lowrie  Paving  Co.,  in  the  amount  of  $587,550.00,    This  approval  has  been  delayed 
due  to  the  current  restrictions  on  Federal  spending. 

Industrial  Waste  Program 

Eight  years  ago,  the  State  Regional  Water  Quality  Control  Board  was  informed  that 
Airport  waste  waters  discharged  during  rain  storms  were  so  diluted  that  the  combined 
effluent  was  well  within  the  compliance  requirements.    This  was  accepted  by  the 
Board  without  requiring  any  supporting  data.    This  winter,  staff  will  collect 
samples  during  rain  storms  to  assure  the  Board  that  this  is  still  applicable. 
One  sample  collected  during  the  last  storm  of  2-1/2  inches  of  rain  gave  excellent 
chemical  analysis  and  bio-assay  results.    When  this  report  is  completed,  it  will 
demonstrate  to  the  Board  that  the  Airport  is  in  full  compliance  with  their  require- 
ments for  both  wet  and  dry  weather  flows. 

Uniform  Design  Standards  and  Regxilations  Covering  Tenant  Construction 
The  manual  setting  forth  uniform  design  standards  and  regulations  governing  tenant 
construction  and  alterations  at  the  Airport  has  been  submitted  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  is  awaiting  approval  and  adoption.    It  is  planned  to  have 
the  above  regulations  become  effective  February  1,  1968,

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  Mr.  Carr  to  explain  the  current  status 
of  the  wunipero  Serra  Freeway  matter. 

ilr.  Carr  said  the  next  step  is  for  San  Francisco  to  reply  to  the 
State's  proposal  which  was  received  about  three  v;eeks  ago.  In 
the  ordinary  course  of  events  the  Mayor  is  the  one  who  would  make 
the  reply.    Mayor  Alioto  has  said  that  he,  as  an  attorney,  has 
always  made  a  practice  to  go  over  the  groiind  before  he  makes  a 
decision  like  this;  therefore,  he  wished  to  personally  visit 
the  area. 

After  tne  iiayor  expresses  his  viev/s  to  the  State,  Mr.  Carr  said, 
the  next  step  would  be  for  the  Commission  to  establish  policy 
with  regard  to  the  State's  proposal. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  City  has  what  is  in  effect  a  counter-offer. 
The  Federal  Highway  Administrator  stated  if  the  City  makes  a 
generous  enough  offer,  he  will  consider  the  middle  route  which 
the  City    -was  originally  denied.    State  has  now  come  back  v/ith 
another  route  which  is  not  quite  as  high  up  as  the  City's 
middle-route. 
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Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  people  with  whom  the  Mayor  will 
be  corresponding  are  the  same  people  with  whom  the  General 
Manager  and  former  Mayor  have  been  communicating.    The  State 
is  adamant  as  they  have  always  been.     They  are  coming  to  a 
crucial  moment.     If  they  do  not  give,  the  City  will  have  to 
consider  whether  to  accept  their  proposal  or  go  to  Court.  He 
cautioned  that  the  City  will  have  to  be  very  careful  at  this 
point;     that  what  the  State  will  do  is  emasculate  the  area, 
and  what  the  City  is  trying  to  do  is  protect  it  as  a  recreational 
area .

Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  Kelly,  on  roll  call,  thanked  the  Commission  for 
electing  him  Vice  President  and  pledged  his  best  efforts.  He 
also  welcomed  the  two  new  Commissioners. 

Commissioner  Goldman  added  his  good  wishes. 

***** 

Referring  to  Mr.  Carr's  recent  letter  to  Mayor  Alioto  concerning 
air  rights  over  the  City's  properties.  Commissioner  Kelly 
asked  whether  an  architectural  firm  has  been  hired. 

Mr.  Carr  said  two  architectural  firms  have  submitted  proposals — 
one,  generally  stated;  the  other,  more  detailed — and  presently 
Accounts  Bureau  Director  William  J.  Dwyer  is  studying  the 
financial  aspect. 

On  the  matter  of  conflict  of  interest.  Commissioner  Kelly  asked 
if  it  might  not  be  wise  to  have  the  firm  eventually  hired 
agree  not  to  represent  any  future  developer. 

***** 

Commissioner  Kelly  then  commented  on  the  recent  article  in  the 
"Oakland  Tril.une"  to  the  effect  that  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
has  hired  architects  to  plan  the  design  of  Yerba  Buena  Center 
and  the  position  is  to  include  an  airline  terminal.    He  asked 
if  there  has  been  any  coordination  between  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  staff  and  M.  Justin  Herman,  Redevelopment  Agency 
Executive  Director. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  has  been  under  the  personal  attention  of  Mayor 
Alioto  and  John  H.  Tolan,  Jr.,  his  Deputy  for  Development.  A 
meeting  was  held  in  the  Mayor's  office  recently  at  which  time 
Mr.  Herman  was  told  he  could  proceed  with  his  studies  with  that 
in  mind,  but  with  no  commitment  or  decision  as  to  where  the 
airline  terminal  would  be.     This  is  a  matter  the  Commission  will 
eventually  have  some  voice  in,  Mr.  Carr  said. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  whether  it  would  be  helpful  at  this 
time  for  the  Commission  to  enter  into  a  study  as  to  what  would 
be  a  most  practical  location  for  the  airline  terminal. 
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Mr,  Carr  said  the  subject  was  broader  than  that.     It  involved 
the  work  of  the  City  Planning  Commission,  The  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  Chief  Administrative  Office  are  involved, 
and  Mr.  Tolan  under  the  Mayor's  direction  is  responsible  for 
keeping  everyone  posted.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  thought  it  a  little 
too  early  for  this  kind  of  study  by  the  Commission  at  this 
point.    He  said  the  Wilbur  Smith  traffic  study  at  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  has  just  been  released  and 
its  findings  will  be  helpful. 

***** 

Commissioner  Goldman  spoke  of  his  concern  relative  to  determina- 
tion as  to  the  equipment  of  the  Municipal  Railway  to  go  under- 
ground in  connection  with  BARTD,  which  will  probably  be  related 
to  what  is  done  on  the  surface. 

He  said  the  Commission  was  told  at  the  last  meeting  this  decision 
wasn  t  needed  for  ten  months.     He  said  he  was  muddled  as  to  the 
basic  concept—that  is,  whether  a  subway  car  type  of  structure  or 
unit  like  New  York  City's  which  stays  only  underground?  or  whethe 
It  should  be  a  flexible  type  which  can  go  under  and  also  on  the 
surface. 

Mr.  Carr  said  there  were  three  types  of  cars — namely,  1)PCC, 
2)  Sub-way  surface,  and  3)  Subway--and  that  Mr,  Dwyer  was  working 
with  the  Mayor's  office  in  terms  of  money  to  determine  what  those 
cars  would  cost,  what  the  trolley  coaches  would  cost,  and  what 
the  number  of  equipment  pieces  would  be  under  Plan  #4  (Taraval 
and  Judah  lines  under  Market  Street)  of  the  six  alternate 
transit  plans,  and  under  Plan  #5  (only  Judah  line  under  Market 
Street) .    A  recommendation  will  have  to  be  made  to  the  Commission 
on  the  general  type  of  car. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  reason  he  brought  the  matter  up 
was  he  considered  the  financing  secondary  to  the  choice  of 
equipment.    He  was  of  the  opinion  if  a  decision  was  not  reached 
soon,  the  BARTD  construction  would  leave  the  Municipal  Railway 
high  and  dry . 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  was  getting  the  answer  as  to  the  type  of 
equipment  and  number  of  pieces  all  in  one  package  to  see  what 
the  Commission  could  aim  for. 

Commissioner  Goldman  felt  the  basic  decision  was  whether  to  have 
a  car  that  would  only  go  through  the  subway  or  whether  to  have  a 
sub-way-surface  car.     This  was  more  important  than  financing. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  if  the  difference  in  price  of  cars 
means  a  big  difference  in  financing. 

Mr.  Carr  said  no  -  that  the  decision  is  equipment.    Which  will 
remain  subface  in  part,  which  will  remain  subway,  and  which  will 
continue  trolley  coach;  and  how  many  buses  and  trolley  coaches 
will  be  needed;     also  if  mini  buses  could  be  used  in  congested 
areas . 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  had  been  told  that  as  far  back  as 
1962  BARTD  had  approached  the  PUC  relative  to  this  basic  question 
Sooner  or  later  this  will  have  to  be  settled.    He  asked  if  it 
were  possible  for  a  general  type  piece  of  equipment  to  serve 
all  needs  of  the  Community. 

Vernon  W,  Anderson,  General  Manager,  Municipal  Railway,  said 
that  in  1962,  when  the  BARTD  project  was  voted  by  the  people, 
the  amount  of  money  involved  all  that  could  be  financed  at 
the  time.    Although  the  composite  report  does  show  pictures  of 
the  PCC  type  of  car  in  the  sxibway,  that  was  not  necessarily  all 
the  selection,  he  said.  The  road  was  left  open  for  improvements 
to  the  Municipal  Railway  at  a  later  date  when  financing  could 
be  arranged. 
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Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  B.  R.  Stokes,  General  Manager, 
Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District,  at  some  juncture  offered  to 
supply  expertise  to  the  Municipal  Railway  to  make  that  decision. 

Mr.  Anderson  replied  that  to  his  knowledge  the  answer  was  no. 
He  said  on  the  question  as  to  whether  one  type  of  equipment 
could  be  used,  the  answer  was  yes,  but  this  depended  upon  a 
policy  decision  as  to  what  was  best  for  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco.     There  were  disadvantages  and  advantages 
to  each  type;  the  matter  of  carrying  capacity,  the  matter  of 
one  ride-without  transfer,  etc. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  Mr.  Anderson,  as  General  Manager  of 
the  Municipal  Railway  and  having  had  this  problem  before  him 
a  number  of  years,  if  he  in  his  own  mind  has  any  thought  as  to 
which  would  be  the  most  practical  solution  to  this  problem. 

Mr.  Anderson  said  he  had  thoughts  which  he  felt  he  should 
review  with  Mr.  Carr  and  staff. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  wondered  if  an  opinion  of  this  nature 
now  would  actually  be  considered  Mr.  Anderson's  policy  in  the 
future.    He  asked  if  there  were  any  dates  set  as  to  when  the 
alternatives  would  be  ready  for  the  Commission  to  make  policy 
decision  as  to  the  type  of  equipment  and  type  of  transit  San 
Francisco  is  going  to  have. 

Mr.  Anderson  replied  yes,  there  were  dates — the  construction 
schedule  when  the  various  parts  of  the  subway  will  be  available. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  then  said  he  felt  the  Commission  should 

wait  for  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities '  report  before 

discussing  this  matter.    He  said  he  agreed  that  Commissioner 

Goldman  was  anxious  to  settle  this  but  felt  it  better  to  wait 

to  receive  the  report  from  the  General  Manager  on  his  recommendation. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  was  not  suggesting  otherwise,  that  he 
was  simply  trying  to  make  order  out  of  a  chaotic  condition.  He 
said  he,  personally,  felt  this  more  important  than  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Shop  relocation. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  the  Geneva  Carbarn -Ocean  shops  relocation 
concerns  more  than  just  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.  The 
Market  Street  Task  Force  and  BARTD  are  involved.     The  matter 
should  be  settled  as  soon  as  possible;  deadlines  have  to  be  met. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  when,  generally  speaking,  the  Commission 
would  receive  Mr.  Carr's  recommendation  on  the  basic  question  of 
the  type  of  equipment.     He  said  if  we  don't  have  the  staff,  maybe 
it  would  behoove  us  to  get  outside  assistance.     If  it  is  a  matter 
of  available  time,  let  the  Commission  know  and  they  should 
determine  in  their  own  minds  whether  outside  help  should  be 
sought . 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  type  of  car  has  to  be  determined  before  Mr. 
Dwyer  can  give  his  report — the  type  of  financing  is  the  Controller's 
decision.     If  the  Commission  wishes  some  particular  date,  then 
one  can  be  set . 
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Commissioner  Goldman  said  a  survey  was  conducted  by  Simpson 
and  Curtin  in  which  $800,000  was  invested — what  was  its 
recommendation  in  regard  to  this  particular  problem?    Did  they  come 
up  \/ith  a  positive  recommendation?     If  so,  what  was  it? 

I4ro  Carr  said  they  made  some  recommendations  but  not  necessarily 
what  we  agree  with.     They  had  a  much  stronger  subway  system 
than  we  think  practical  in  San  Francisco. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  that  here  was  a  million  dollar  study 
and  now  you  say  they  make  a  recommendation  which  you  say  does 
not  fit  into  our  needs— why  make  the  study? 

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  asked  Mr.  Carr  if  he  could  give 
some  idea  when  he  would  present  the  entire  package  so  that 
the  Commission  could  be  looking  forward  to  and  actually  voting 
on  a  specific  proposal. 

Mr.  Carr  said  in  order  to  get  it  to  the  Commission  in  advance, 
so  they  could  review  it,  he  thought  it  would  be  wise  to  set 
it  for  February  13.    He  said  he  would  like  to  make  it  clear  he 
would  not  have  the  detailed  specifications  but  will  certainly 
make  a  recommendation  as  to  the  kind  of  car,  the  number  of 
pieces  of  equipment,  the  money  and  financing.

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REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES  — 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  six  months  of  fiscal  year  1967-1968 
was  0.96%  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.    Total  revenues  for 
the  period  from  July  1,  1967,  through  December  31,  1967,  were  $266,420  more  than 
budget  estimates,  and  total  expenditures  during  the  same  period  were  approximately 
$14,612  less  than  budget  estimates. 


IMPROVEMENTS  TO  WNl  PROPERTY  ■ 
Work  is  continuing  on  improvements  to  Municipal  Railway  property. 
Contract  516 

Large  sections  of  the  new  concrete  surface  of  the  ground  floor  of  the 
Cable  Car  Barn  are  being  redone  at  the  contractor's  expense,  as  the  orig- 
inal material  did  not  adhere  to  the  base. 

Contract  519 

Exterior  painting  projects  have  been  completed  at  24th  d,  Utah  Maintenance 
Shop,  Stevenson  Street  Substation,  and  Bryant  Street  Substation  and  Ware- 
house. The  Potrero  Division  Office  Building  painting  project  has  not,  as 
yet,  been  completed. 

Contract  524 

The  exterior  and  interior  painting  project  at  the  8th  Avenue  Substation 
is  approaching  conviction. 

TWO-WAY  COACH  PADIOS 

The  installation  of  fifteen  new  radios  on  Municipal  Railway  motor  coaches  is 
nearing  completion.    Two  new  base  stations  have  been  provided,  and  tests  are 
now  being  made  of  the  system.    The  installation  work  is  being  done  by  the  Motor- 
ola Communications  ^  Electronics  Company.    The  original  ten  coach  radios  are 
temporarily  being  retained  through  the  cooperation  of  Motorola. 

TROLLEY  LINES 

Market  Street  trolley  coach  lines  have  been  overhauled  between  Tenth  Street  and 
Fremont  Street  as  a  part  of  the  "preventive  maintenance"  program. 

With  the  completion  of  the  North  Point  Sewer  Project  in  the  vicinity  of  Market 
^  Sansome  required  by  subway  construction,  trolley  lines  have  been  restored  to 
their  normal  position  on  Sansome  between  Sutter  S  Bush  and  temporary  trolley 
wires  have  been  removed  at  Market  §  Sansome.    This  work  was  done  at  BART's  ex- 
pense.

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TRACK  PROJECT 

Approximately  100  feet  of  rail  has  been  replaced  on  the  outbound  track  in  Twin 
Peaks  Tunnel  near  Eureka  Station, 


LINE  FENCE  PROJECT 

Material  has  been  received  for  a  new  fence  on  the  "M"  line  right-of-way  in  the 
vicinity  of  St.  Francis  Circle,  and  preliminary  work  has  started  on  the  install- 
ation. 


STORM  DAMAGE 

Recent  heavy  storms  caused  the  waiting  station  at  Geary  §  Masonic  to  be  blown 
over.    The  wooden  structure  was  repaired  and  firmly  anchored  to  its  original 
foundation.    Also,  a  eucalyptus  tree  was  damaged  at  the  Cable  Car  Barn  and  was 
replaced. 

MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  GENERAL  OFFICE  BUILDING 

On  January  1,  1968,  one  section  of  the  heating  system  for  the  General  Office 
Building  became  seriously  damaged  when  the  controls  did  not  function  properly. 
Em.ergency  crews  were  summoned.    Also,  an  emergency  order  was  obtained  through 
the  City  Purchaser  and  a  contract  let  to  the  Ocean  Shore  Iron  Works  to  do  the 
necessary  repair  work  and  install  new  automatic  controls  to  comply  with  the 
latest  recommendations  of  the  State  Industrial  Accident  Corairdssion  and  the  City 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  for  Control  of  Boilers.    The  heating  system  was 
partially  restored  on  January  3.    Portable  electric  heaters  were  rented  and 
placed  in  offices  where  the  regular  heating  system  was  not  functioning.  The 
repair  project  is  scheduled  for  completion  on  or  about  January  12. 

SHRINE  EAST- WEST  FOOTBALL  GAME 

The  annual  East-West  Game,  previously  held  at  Kezar  Stadium,  was  played  this 
year  at  Candlestick  Park  on  Saturday,  December  30,  1967.    Of  the  48,000  patrons 
who  attended  the  game,  approximately  4500  used  the  Municipal  Railway  service. 
The  Municipal  Railway  furnished  "Local"  and  "Express"  motor  coach  service  for 
patrons  attending  the  game  at  Candlestick  Park  on  a  basis  similar  to  that  used 
for  Giants  baseball  games. 

At  dismissal  62  extra  coaches  were  required.

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NEW  YEAR'S  EVE  CELEBRATION 

Travel  on  Market  Street  was  light  this  year,  apparently  due  to  the  BART  con- 
struction.   The  streetcars  were  turned  back  from  11th  Street  between  11*02  p.m. 
and  12:47  a.m.    Motor  coach  "shuttle"  service  was  used  to  transport  patrons 
who  wished  to  go  to  destinations  east  of  11th  Street.    Market  Street  buses 
were  rerouted  via  Mission  Street  between  11:00  p.m.  and  12:32  a.m. 

Motor  coaches  were  substituted  for  trolley  coaches  on  the  No.  41  line.     Due  to 
large  crowds  and  traffic  congestion  in  the  vicinity  of  Broadway  ^  Columbus, 
Lines  No.  15  and  No.  41  were  rerouted  via  Stockton  Street  in  both  directions, 
between  11:00  p.m.  and  1:00  a.m. 

SERVICE  ADJUSTMENTS  AND  SIGN -UP 

An  additional  trip  was  scheduled  on  Line  No.  26  because  of  an  increase  in  patron- 
age from  Balboa  High  School  and  Denman  Junior  High  School  at  dismissal  time. 

Schedules  on  Line  No.  31  were  adjusted  to  improve  load  distribution  at  dis- 
missal time  for  Washington  High  School. 

A  sign-UD  was  conducted  at  Ocean  Division  and  became  effective  January  7,  1968, 
to  incorporate  changes  brought  about  by  new  schedules  for  Line  No.  82  (Mission 
shuttle),  and  other  changes.    The  shuttle  service  commenced  operation  on  Dec- 
ember 1,  1967. 


MUNI  MAN  OF  THE  MONTH 

Operator  Denie  M.  Plante,  Cap  1473,  became  the  198th  Muni  Man  of  the  Month  at 
ceremonies  conducted  at  Kirkland  Division  on  December  28,  1967.    Mr.  Thomas  P. 
V/hite,  President  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  presented  the  Certificate 
of  Merit  to  Operator  Plante.    A  special  guest  of  honor  was  Supervisor-elect 
Ronald  Pelosi.     Mr.  James  J.  Finn,  Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities, 
represented  Mr.  James  K.  Carr.    Joining  in  the  celebration  were  Mrs.  Plante  and 
their  seven  sons  and  daughters. 
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PITTSBURGH,  PA.  -  An  intense  campaign  of  surveillance  of  Port  Authority  streetcars 
and  buses  at  all  layover  stops  and  twenty-four  hour  observation  of  vehicles  in 
service,  has  been  promised  by  Pittsburgh's  Police  Bureau  In  an  effort  to  curtail 
the  robberies.    This  program  began  after  PAT  called  for  a  meeting  with  Police 
Superintendent  James  Slusser.     In  calling  for  protection,  John  Dameron,  executive 
director  and  general  manager,  noted,  "So  far  this  year  we  have  had  77  armed  hold-ups, 
66  in  the  city,  against  63,  last  year." 

DENVER,  COLORADO  -  A  move  to  bring  what  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  world's  three 
best  transportation  museums  to  Denver  has  been  started  by  a  group  of  railroad  and 
transportation  fans,  headed  by  Dr.  James  Arneill,  Denver  surgeon  and  railroad  buff. 
If  successful,  the  project  would  see  the  Forney  Historic  Transportation  Museum, 
now  located  in  Fort  Collins,  Colorado,  moved  to  the  old  powerhouse  of  the  Denver 
Tramway  Co. 

HARRIS BURG,  PA.  -  Gov.  Raymond  P.  Shafer's  committee  for  transportation  has  endorsed 
a  recommendation  to  establish  a  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Transportation.  The 
committee  of  top-level  business,  government  and  academic  transportation  experts 
approved  the  report  of  a  special  subcommittee  that  made  the  proposal  to  establish 
the  new  department.    Shafer,  who  attended  the  meeting,  said  he  would  do  everything 
in  his  power  to  get  a  new  department  established  by  the  general  assembly  next  year. 

■  SEATTLE,  WASH.  -  As  a  result  of  the  recent  bus  drivers'  wage  contract,  which  will 
cost  Seattle  Transit  System  $925,000  more  In  the  12-month  period  that  began  November 
1967,  the  system  could  be  "flat  broke"  before  the  end  of  1969  if  new  revenue  is  not 
found,  according  to  Lloyd  Graber,  general  manager.    Don  Smith,  research  director, 
has  projected  that  the  system's  net  losses  will  run  to  $840,000  by  the  end  of  1967 
and  to  $1,765,000  by  the  end  of  1968. 

NEW  YORK,  N.Y.  -    Advertising  volume  In  New  York  subways,  the  transit  ad  industry's 
largest  single  unit,  rose  10^  in  1967,  New  York  Subways  Advertising  Co.  reported  in 
a  year-end-statement.    NYSA,  ad  management  firm  for  the  6,600-vehicle,  477-station 
medium,  does  not  reveal  dollar  volume  figures.    However,  the  New  York  subway  medium 
is  "by  far  the  largest  single  unit  with  the  Transit  advertising  industry." 

KALAMAZOO,  MICH.  -  Two  weeks  of  free  bus  rides  every  evening  were  sponsored  for 
Christmas  shoppers  by  the  Downtown  Kalamazoo  Association  which  leased  the  service 
from  the  Kalamazoo  Metro  Transit  System  for  $3,600.    The  free  bus  rides  were  scheduled 
between  6  and  9:30  p.m.  from  any  point  In  the  city  passed  by  Metro  Transit  buses. 

AKRON,  OHIO  -  The  city  council  has  agreed  to  a  five  cent  fare  increase,  to  40  cents 
cash,  sought  by  the  Akron  Transportation  Co.,  to  go  into  effect  shortly  after  the 
first  of  this  year.     In  addition  to  the  increase  in  the  basic  cash  fare,  the  new 
schedule  calls  for  raising  the  token  rate  from  five  for  $1.65  to  five  for  $1.75. 

NEW  YORK,  NEW  YORK  -  New  York's  second  language  —  Spanish  —  is  rapidly  becoming 
advertising's  second  voice  in  the  nation's  number  one  market.    A  variety  of  products 
and  services  are  being  promoted  in  Spanish  to  reach  New  York's  market-within-a-market: 
the  1-1/2  million  Spanish-speaking  people.    Bi-lingual  or  all-Spanish  subway  adver- 
tising is  becoming  a  trend.     In  1967,  a  dozen  advertisers  used  Spanish  language  in 
al I  or  part  of  their  campaigns  in  the  6,600-vehicle  477-station  subway  system. 

NEW  YORK,  N.Y.  -  The  pleasant  problem  of  deciding  how  to  spend  some  $1.3  billion  for 
improvements  over  the  next  five  years  Is  the  task  of  the  Metropolitan  Commutter 
Transportation  Authority.    The  money,  made  available  from  state  and  city  funds,  might 
be  joined  by  Federal  funds,  the  Authority  hopes.    The  recently  voted  bond  issue 
should  provide  $600  million  for  the  transit  system  and  the  city  would  provide  $200 
million  to  match  the  bond  money.    Added  to  the  $100  million  a  year  the  city's  transit 
Authority  has  been  spending  from  the  capital  budget,  this  would  make  up  the  $1.3  billion 
The  bond  money  might  be  used  for  such  projects  as  a  third  track  for  the  BMT  Jamaica 
line,  a  new  East  Side  subway,  and  subway  connections  at  the  Manhattan  and  Queens  ends 
of  the  tunnel  to  be  built  under  the  East  River  at  63rd  Street. 
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BEDFORD,  MASS.  -  The  first  automatic  car  Identification  system  to  be  placed  in 
operational  use  on  a  rapid  transit  system  will  be  installed  by  Sylvania  Electric 
Products,  Inc.  for  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Transit  Authority.    The  system  will  be 
used  by  the  MBTA  for  improvement  of  route  selection  of  commuter  cars  and  scheduling. 
The  system  also  will  be  used  to  collect  car  mileage  and  maintenance  information 
as  well  as  car  and  train  location  and  dispatching.    The  scanner  employed  by  the 
system  picks  up  information  from  a  special   label  on  the  side  of  the  car.     It  can 
identify  vehicles  traveling  as  fast  as  100  miles  per  hour.    The  scanner  is  weather, 
shock  and  vandal  proof. 

OSAKA,  JAPAN  -  Osaka  City's  Transportation  Bureau  decided  to  move  against  the  women 
who  are  making  private  business  out  of  selling  the  subway  tickets.    There  are  about 
200  women,  mostly  widows  and  middle-aged  women,  selling  subway  tickets  privately 
at  the  subway's  Umeda,  Yokobashi,  Nama  Tennoji  and  several  other  stations.  Coupons 
are  available  at  subway  offices  in  20-pIece  sheets  at  a  price  five  percent  lower 
than  the  same  number  of  tickets  bought  one  by  one.    The  women  are  earning  this 
five  percent  margin. 

According  to  an  estimation  by  the  transportation  bureau,  the  women  are  selling  the 
tickets  amounting  to  $392  million  annually  and  making  profits  of  about  SI9.2  million. 
The  bureau  claims  that  because  of  the  women,  Osaka  City  Is  losing  $19.2  million  revenue 
every  year. 

JOHNSTOWN,  PA.  -  One  of  the  last  outposts  for  the  trackless  trol ley,  the  Johnstown 
Traction  Co.  has  retired  Its  24  vehicles  of  that  type.    They  are  being  replaced  by 
new  diesel  buses.    Ten  new  buses  costing  $170,000  have  been  bought  from  General 
Motors  and  they  are  supplementing  the  eight  similar  vehicles  purchased  a  year  ago. 
Older  buses  round  out  the  fleet  during  peak  periods. 

SAN  DIEGO,  CALIF.  -  San  Diego  Transit  Corp.  Is  replacing  half  of  Its  buses  with  new 
ones  eguipped  with  catalytic  mufflers.    Tom  Prior,  general  manager  of  the  system, 
said  that  85  of  the  200  buses  now  in  service  will  be  replaced  during  the  next  two 
months  with  new  vehicles,  plus  15  extra  for  extended  service.    The  new  type  of 
muffler  greatly  reduces  the  characteristic  diesel  odor  and  produces  a  cleaner  exhaust.

. . .It  includes  the  money  to  operate  the  4th  largest  airport  in 
the  world  in  terms  of  passengers;  3rd  largest,  ahead  of  Los 
Angeles,  in  cargo  -  management  of  some  75,000  acres  of  Hetch 
Hetchy  and  Water  Department  properties  -  a  power  system  of 

...300,000  kilowatts  -  a  transit  system  servicing  200  million 
persons  per  year  and  employing  over  4,000  employees. 

...It  represents,  particularly  this  year  with  the  work  to  be  done 
at  the  Airport  and  items  for  new  Municipal  Railway  equipment, 
roughly  1/5  of  the  total  City  budget. 

...It  is  an  increase  of  $18  million  round  figures, 

...Of  the  total  budget  all  but  17%  is  paid  for  from  revenues  of 
the  utilities.

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  invited  comments  or  questions  from 
the  audience. 


Mr.  Joseph  Mazzola  representing  the  Plumbers  and  Steamfitters  Union, 
spoke  in  behalf  of  the  establishment    of  a  plumbing  and  steamfitting 
maintenance  shop  at  the  Airport,  provided  with  the  necessary  personnel, 
tools,  and  equipment  to  do  an  efficient  job  of  maintenance  and  " 
repair  of  all  the  different  types  of  systems  at  the  Airport.

In  view  of  the  urgency  of 
the  matter  because  of  budget  approval  deadlines,  a  meeting  was 
set  up  with  Mr.  Mazzola,  the  Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager 
James  J.  Finn,  Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen,  and  Personnel 
and  Safety  Bureau  Director  William  A,  McRobbie  on  January  15,  to 
review  the  proposal.    Mr.  Hansen  is  checking  with  his  Operations 
Assistant  General  Manager  and  is  to  prepare  an  immediate  report 
to  Mr.  Carr.

The  Coiranission  then  ordered  that  consideration  as  to  addition 
of  this  item  in  the  airport  budget  be  put  over  two  weeks,  pending 
receipt  of  Mr.  Carr's  recommendation.    They  requested  that  Mr. 
Mazzola  be  notified  of  the  date  on  which  it  will  be  before  the 
Commission . 

Miss  Marguerite  Warren,  of  1746-32nd  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  asked 
for  further  explanation  of  several  items;  namely:  1)  Funding  of 
improvements  at  the  Airport  in  regard  to  the  expansion  of  the 
Airport  garage.

3)  Were  the  funds  for  100  new  buses  the  limitation  for  financing 
new  equipment? 

Mr.  Carr  answered  that  the  staff  is  still  exploring  possibilities  of 
lease  purchases  as  well  as  replacement    of  the  100  buses.  The 
Controller  recommended  it  be  put  in  this  way.     It  can  be  used 
either  way.    The  projection  is  for  more  buses — about  400  and  Mr, 
Anderson  is  thinking  of  a  program  whereby  continuous  replacement 
may  be  made  over  the  years. 

The  Commissioners  had  no  questions,  and  on  roll  call  the  budget 
as  proposed  was  unanimously  approved  (Commissioner  Diviny  absent) .

Mr.  Carr  said  this  was  the  preliminary  work  necessary  for  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  to  begin  negotiations  on  the  power  contracts 
which  all  expire  in  1972. 

Mr.  Carr  said  if  there  were  no  objections,  he  would  like  to  proceed 
with  the  recommended  program  with  regard  to  contract  extension 
and  establishment  of  new  rates  for  Turlock  and  Modesto  Irrigation 
Districts  (approximately  10%  higher  than  the  existing  rates), 
and  that  Mr.  Moore  be  authorized  to  commence  informal  discussions 
with  Turlock  and  Modesto  and  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  and  others 
involved  in  the  City's  power  marketing  program,  to  arrive  at  a 
mutually  acceptable  form  of  contract  extension  for  Mr,  Carr's

In  discussing  Resolution  No.  68-0063-MR,  Commissioner  Rousseau 
in  the  interest  of  accident  prevention,  recommended  that  the 
Municipal  Railway  operators  receive  more  training  instructions 
on  not  putting  the  bus  into  motion  while  a  passenger  is  retrieving 
a  dropped  coin  after  boarding. 

At  Commissioner  Goldman's  request,  Mr.  Dwyer  and  Public  Utilities 
Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  reviewed  the  budgetary  procedures  for 
Passenger  Damage  Claims  appropriations.    They  explained  that  if 
the  amount  of  claims  runs  over  the  funds  available,  a  Supplemental 
Appropriation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  requested.

On  the  matter  of  the  routing  of  Municipal  Railway  Line  No.  10 — 
Golden  Gate  Park  (Resolution  No.  68-0083)  Mr.  Anderson  explained  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  is  considering  closing  Tea  Garden 
Drive,  Golden  Gate  Park,  to  make  the  road  area  available  for 
pedestrian  and  bicycles  only.     Since  this  interferes  with  the 
present  routing  of  the  NOo  10  line  coach  through  Golden  Gate  Park, 
that  Commission  has  proposed  a  possible  rerouting. 

Mr.  Anderson,  with  the  aid  of  maps  and  bar  track  graphs  illustrating 
the  patronage  on  the  No.  10  line,  explained  to  the  Commission  the 
disadvantages  to  the  suggested  rerouting.     It  increases  the  trip 
distance  3/4  mile   (54%  increase)  and  the  additional  running  time 
would  require  an  extra  coach  or  run  in  the  schedule,  he  said.  The 
transit  patrons  are  much  better  served  by  the  present  route. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  how  much  it  would  cost  the  City  to 
operate  the  suggested  route.     Mr.  Anderson  estimated  one  more  coach 
would  cost  about  $30 , 000-$35 , 000  per  year  to  operate  and  would 
require  an  additional  investment  cost  of  about  $30,000-$35,000. 

Mr.  Anderson  said  the  item  had  not  been  formally  resolved  by  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  and  they  would  be  receptive  to 
further  discussion. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  this  involved  two  separate  Commissions 
and  both  are  trying  to  accommodate  the  public.     He  felt  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  certainly  wou|d    have  to  cooperate  with  them, 
but  if  Mr.  Anderson's  figures  were  correct,  he  was  prepared  to 
endorse  the  Municipal  Railway's  position. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  it  has  been  somewhat  the  policy  of  the 
Recreation  and  Park  Commission  that  they  would  like  to  close  the 
entire  area  forever  as  far  as  automobiles  and  any  transit  was  con- 
cerned.    They  have  discussed  many  times  rerouting  of  buses  but  as 
soon  as  widening  of  roads  is  mentioned,  they  seem  to  be  against  it. 
Commissioner  McDonnell  said  his  opinion  was  tre  line  should  be  kept 
on  the  present  schedule  and  road  until  they  provide  another  road. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  hoped  this  matter  could  be  resolved 
by  both  staffs  without  making  it  a  Commission  matter. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  be  glad  to  take  the  matter  up  with  Recreation 
and  Park  management  to  see  if  there  was  a  way  to  resolve  it  other 
than  this  way. 

Mr.  Finn  explained  this  matter  came  to  his  attention  during  Mr. 
Carr's  absence  last  week.     Mr.  Anderson  stated  that  in  his  con- 
versations with  the  Recreation  and  Park  they  had  reached  an  impasse. 
He  felt  this  matter  would  have  to  be  brought  to  both  Commissions. 

Commissioner  Kelly  questioned  Mr.  Anderson  as  to  whether  the 
suggested  detour  routing  would  result  in  vehicular  congestion 
other  than  buses  and  result  in  still  further  delay  to  the  Municipal 
Railway  patrons.

This  memorandum  is  to  outline  the  principal  features  of  the 
proposed  budget  covering  Public  Utilities  Commission  activities 
for  tliS  fiscal  year  1968-1969  for  Commission  recommendation  to 
Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto. 

The  Public  Utilities  budget  represents  the  cost  of  projected 
Transit,  Airport,  Water  and  Power  activities  for  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.     These  proposals  involve  operation, 
maintaining  and  expansion  of  the  fourth  largest  Airport  in  the 
nation;  retail  water  service  in  San  Francisco,  wholesale  water 
supply  as  far  south  as  San  Jose,  management  of  some  7  5,000  acres 
outside  the  City  in  the  various  departments  and  hydroelectric 
plants  on  the  Tuolumne  River  with  a  capacity  of  approximately 
300,000  kilowatts;  and  the  Muni  which  carries  over  200,000,000 
passengers  per  year.     These  services  are  provided  by  approximately 
U,100  City  employees. 

The  Utilities  Commission  budget  represents  about  1/5  of  the 
total  City  budget  and  of  this  Utilities  budget  approximately 
17%  is  tax  chargeable  to  the  property  owners. 

Mayor  Alioto  will  review  the  Commission's  recommendations  and 
they  will  submit  his  budget  recommendation  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.

The  members  of  the  Commission  have  participated  in  a  series  of 
departmental  budget  reviews  beginning  on  November  14,  1967. 

The  recommended  budget  for  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
for  the  fiscal  year  1968-1969  totals  $108,571,000,  an  increase 
of  $18,555,000  over  the  1967-1968  budget.  1/ 

Revenues  required  to  finance  utilities  operations  are  estimated 

at  $110 , 154- , 283  .     The  major  source  of  these  funds,   85  per  cent 

or  $91,595,000  will  be  derived  from  revenue  producing  departments. 

On  the  expenditure  side  of  the  proposed  budget  only  17  per  cent 
or  $18,578,000  of  the  total  financing  is  supported  by  property 
taxes.     That  percentage  would  be  less  if  utilities  contributions 
to  tax  reduction  through  reduced  cost  of  water  and  power  to 
other  departments  is  considered. 

Savings  thus  made  to  the  general  fund  by  water  and  power 
utilities  last  year  amounted  to  $3,485,000,  a  breakdown  of 
which  is  as  follows:

This  memorandum  transmits  for  your  consideration  the  recently-completed  study 
of  Electric  Rates  and  Cost  of  Service  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  prepared  by 
the  firm  of  R.  W,  Beck  and  Associates,  Seattle,  Washington,  together  with 
recommendations  of  Oral  L»  Moore  with  respect  to  specific  recommendations 
made  in  that  report. 

As  noted  in  the  enclosed,  the  average  rate  of  return  to  the  City  from  Hetch 
Hetchy  power  sales  in  fiscal  1964,  1965,  and  1966,  was  6.67%;  however,  the 
rate  of  return  to  the  City  under  present  contracts  with  the  Modesto  and 
Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  was  less  than  6%, 

Mr,  Jesse  Grigsby,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District,  has 
informally  requested  a  proposal  from  the  City  to  extend  the  current  power 
purchase  contract  with  Modesto  from  its  present  termination  date  of  August  1, 
1972,  to  a  new  termination  date,  August  1,  1975,    Mr.  Moore  requests  that  he 
be  authorized  to  initiate  informal  discussions w ith  the  District  and  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Company  which  will  enable  the  City  to  make  such  formal 
proposal  to  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District. 

In  light  of  the  circumstances,  such  discussions  would  be  timely,  and  I  there- 
fore request  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  authorize  staff  to  meet  with 
the  representatives  of  Modesto  Irrigation  District  and  the  Pacific  Gas  and 
Electric  Company  and  submit  to  me  a  specific  proposal  for  contract  extension 
for  my  review  and  reconmiendation  to  you.

Enclosed  are  ten  copies  of  the  final  report  on  Electric  Rates  and  Cost  of  Service 
for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  prepared  by  R.  W.  Beck  and  Associates  of  Seattle. 
In  summary  the  report  recommends  as  follows :

The  City  establish  new  rates  for  Turlock  and  Modesto  Irrigation 
Districts  approximately  10%  higher  than  the  existing  rates. 


As  you  are  aware,  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  is  currently  selling  power  to  the 
Turlock  and  Modesto  Irrigation  Districts  under  contracts  executed  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  in  1960,  which  expire  on  August  1,  1972,  or  on 
completion  of  the  New  Don  Pedro  Project,  estimated  for  1971. 


At  a  meeting  in  your  office  on  December  13  attended  by  Mr.  Herbert  C,  Westfall, 
R.  W,  Beck  and  Associates,  Mr,  Jesse  M,  Grigsby,  Chief  Engineer,  Modesto 
Irrigation  District,  and  me,  Mr,  Grigsby  asked  for  an  extension  of  the  Modesto 
contract  to  August  1,  1975.    We  advised  Mr.  Grigsby  that  the  enclosed  Beck 
report  was  in  the  process  of  final  submission  and  would  indicate  that  current 
rates  to  the  district  should  be  increased  some  10%  now  to  provide  a  6%  rate  of 
return  under  District  contracts. 

Although  current  contract  rates  to  the  Irrigation  Districts  return  less  than  6% 
on  net  investment,  the  report  shows  that  the  average  rate  of  return  for  all 
Hetch  Hetchy  power  sales  to  Municipal,  Irrigation  District,  and  commercial 
customers,  was  6.67%  for  fiscal  years  1964,  1965,  and  1966.  As  Irrigation 
District  loads  increase,  less  power  will  be  available  for  sale  to  the  more 
profitable  commercial  accounts,  and  thus  it  is  necessary  to  increase  rates 
to  the  Irrigation  Districts  to  maintain  the  desirable  rate  of  return.

For  your  background  information,  the  Irrigation  Districts  have  been  power 
customers  of  Hetch  Hetchy  since  1945.    Under  Section  9-L  of  the  Raker  Act, 
ten  copies  of  which  are  enclosed,  San  Francisco  is  obligated  to  sell  power  to 
both  the  Districts,  upon  request,  "for  pumping  sub-surface  water  for  drainage, 
irrigation,  or  for  the  actual  municipal  public  purposes,"  when  the  City  generates 
such  power  in  excess  of  its  own  pumping  or  municipal  requirements.    In  fiscal 
year  1966-67,  Modesto  purchased  33.8%  of  Hetch  Hetchy  generation,  for  which  it 
paid  the  City  $2,730,595.18.    Modesto 's  annual  load  growth  rate  is  about  8%. 

I  believe  that  negotiation  for  extension  of  the  Modesto  contract  now  is  in  the 
City's  interest,  since  it  provides  an  opportunity  to  increase  rates  to  Modesto 
prior  to  teinnination  of  the  present  contract ,    It  will  also  better  the  City 's 
bargaining  position  for  future  contract  negotiation,  in  that  it  will  provide 
the  "lead  time"  necessary  for  acquiring  more  complete  data  on  additional  Hetch 
Hetchy  development  possibilities  and  marketing  arrangements. 

It  is  requested  that  I  be  authorized  to  prepare  an  informal  proposal  for  contract 
extension  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  consultant,  R.  W.  Beck 
and  Associates,  to  be  submitted  to  Mr.  Grigsby  as  the  initial  step  in  negotiating 
a  contract  extension,  and  that  I  be  authorized  to  proceed  with  necessary  con- 
ditional negotiations  to  arrive  at  a  mutually  acceptable  form  of  contract 
extension  for  your  approval. 

It  is  further  requested  that  I  be  authorized  to  negotiate  conditionally  with  the 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  to  arrive  at  a  mutually  acceptable  extension 
of  our  contract  with  ihem  to  obtain  the  supplemental  power  and  energy  required 
for  the  practical  operation  of  the  Modesto  contract,  as  the  position  of  the 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  will  affect  any  final  agreement  with  Modesto.

A  proposal  has  originated  in  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  which  would  in- 
volve the  rerouting  of  Line  No.  10  coaches  where  they  operate  across  Golden  Gate 
Park.    The  route  they  propose  is  circuitous  and  would  require  additional  running 
time.    The  apparent  objective  of  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  is  to  close 
the  Concourse  area  to  all  traffic  including  Hunicipal  Railway  buses. 

This  report  is  submitted  to  you  to  convey  essential  information  and  to  recommend 
your  support  of  staff  recommendations  and,  if  required,  obtaining  the  approval  of 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

It  is  believed  that  the  points  which  follow  justify  the  continued  operation  of 
Line  No.  10  coaches  via  Tea  Garden  Drive  in  front  of  the  DeYounq  Museum. 

Presently,  Line  No.  10  coaches  enter  Golden  Gate  Park  at  8th  ^  Fulton  and  run  via 
8th  Avenue,  John  F.  Kennedy  Drive ^  Tea  Garden  Drive,  South  Drive  and  9th  Avenue 
to  9th  ^  Lincoln  May.    Return  trips  folloiv  the  reverse  of  that  route.    The  one-way 
distance  is  .69  miles. 

The  route  proposed  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department  from  8th  5  Fulton  is  via 
8th  Avenue,  John  F.  Kennedy  Drive,  Middle  Drive,  South  Drive  and  9th  Avenue  to 
9th  ^  Lincoln  Way- -the  return  trip  being  the  reverse  of  that  route.    The  one-way 
distance  is  1.06  miles.    The  increase  would  be  approximately  3/4  mile    per  round 
trip  or  about  54%  within  this  area. 

A  drawing  is  attached  showing  the  present  route  as  well  as  the  route  suggested  by 
the  Recreation  and  Park  Department. 

Tlie  Municipal  Railway  Traffic  Department  made  the  checks  to  determine  the  average 
elapsed  time  crossing  Golden  Gate  Park  on  the  present  and  suggested  routes  on  a 
weekday  as  well  as  on  a  Sunday.    It  was,  of  course,  necessary  to  use  an  automobile 
over  the  proposed  route  and  the  time  was  adjusted  to  include  passenger  loading 
time.     Briefly  summarized,  the  additional  time  required  on  v;eekdays  is  about  2  to 
2-1/2  minutes  southbound  and  about  1  to  1-1/2  minutes  northbound.    On  Sundays ^  the 
additional  time  required  was  about  2-1/2  minutes  in  each  direction.    However,  from 
approximately  2:00  p.m.  to  4:00  p.m.  southbound,  the  additional  time  required  was 
about  6  minutes .

The  strongest  point  in  recommending  action  to  retain  the  present  route  is  the 
requirement  for  rendering  good  and  convenient  service  to  the  public. 

On  the  day  the  Sunday  check  was  taken,  1,390  transit  patrons  out  of  a  total  of 
2,735,  or  about  51%,  boarded  or  alighted  at  the  stop  on  Tea  Garden  Drive  in  front 
of  the  museum.    Many  of  these  patrons  are  elderly,  some  are  handicapped,  and  some 
are  people  with  small  children.    For  them,  the  continuance  of  the  Sunday  service 
is  deemed  essential. 

On  weekdays  an  entirely  different  situation  exists  when  only  185  out  of  a  total 
of  2,463,  or  about  7%,  boarded  or  alighted  at  the  museum  stop.    In  other  words, 
the  great  majority  of  transit  patrons  on  weekdays  are  not  going  to  points  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  and  it  would  not  be  proper  to  cause  these  patrons  unnecessary 
delay  in  crossing  the  park  to  get  to  their  desired  destinations.    In  his  policy 
statement,  T'ayor  Alioto  indicates  strong  support  for  public  transit  and  moving 
people  in  transit  vehicles.    Tlie  current  proposal  involves  a  time-consuming 
detour  and  does  not  seem  to  be  in  harmony  with  encouraging  the  use  of  transit. 

While  the  major  factor  involves  rendering  good  service  to  the  public,  the  addi- 
tional running-time  would  require  one  more  coach  for  Line  No.  10,  the  operating 
expense  of  which  would  be  approximately  $30,000  to  $35,000  per  year. 

With  the  present  aging  motor  coach  fleet  and  the  deferred  maintenance  situation, 
it  is  questionable  if  the  additional  coach  can  presently  be  provided.  Certainly, 
in  the  long  range,  it  will  require  the  investment  of  approximately  $35,000  to 
$40,000  for  the  extra  coach  involved. 

The  investigation  by  the  Municipal  Railway  Traffic  Department  also  raises  objec- 
tions to  the  proposed  route  for  the  following  reasons: 


1.  Vehicular  traffic  is  slow  because  of  the  width  of  the 
roadway  and  the  fact  that  the  automobile  drivers  are 
looking  for  parking  places.    This  could  mean  considerable 
delay  to  coaches  on  nice  days  and  particularly  during 
the  summer  months . 

2.  East  of  the  junction  of  Middle  Drive  and  Bowling  Green 
the  road  curves  north  toward  the  tennis  courts  and  it 
has  been  noticed  that  there  are  places  where  two  coaches 
v.'ould  not  be  able  to  pass  each  other.    As  there  is  very 
little  sight  distance,  if  they  met  on  the  turn,  one 
coach  could  be  required  to  back  up. 

3.  The  left  turns  from  Middle  Drive  to  John  F.  Kennedy 
Drive  and  8th  Avenue  to  John  F.  Kennedy  Drive  are  very 
difficult  because  of  conflicting  traffic  movements.

In  view  of  this  investigation,  it  is  recommended  that  appropriate  action  be 
taken  to  retain  the  use  of  Tea  Garden  Drive  for  Line  No.  10  coaches.

WATER  QUALITY  :  - 

During  the  month  of  December  1967^  both  Calaveras  and  San 
Antonio  reservoirs  were  treated  with  copper  sulfate  for  algae 
control. 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  water  in  the  Peninsula 
reservoirs  remained  essentially  unchanged^  with  no  change  in 
chlorine  dosage.    All  dechlorination  stations  remained  in  operation 
throughout  the  month.     Bacteriological  quality  of  all  treated  water 
remained  well  within  the  limits  of  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service 
Drinking  Water  Standards. 

Inspection  of  double  check  valve  assemblies  on  services 
along  the  waterfront  was  completed  during  the  month.    A  reinspec- 
tion  will  be  made  of  those  installations  that  were  found  defective 
and  ordered  repaired  or  replaced. 

During  the  month  of  December^  sixteen  individual  flushing 
operations  were  carried  out  to  prevent  or  overcome  dirty  water 
conditions.     The  area  flushing  program  was  temporarily  suspended 
due  to  illness  of  the  gateman  assigned  to  this  program. 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Rainfall  during  the  current  water  year  has  ranged  from  57^ 
to  77^  of  normal  at  key  gaging  stations  by  January  15th.  This 
rainfall  came  in  widely  separated  storms  that  produced  only  moder- 
ate runoff. 

On  January  2^  1968^  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was  shut  down 
for  construction  vjork  at  Tesla  Portal  of  the  Coast  Range  tunnel  and 
at  Oakdale  Portal  of  the  Foothill  tunnel.     This  shutdown  Is  sched- 
uled to  continue  not  more  than  60  days.     During  the  shutdown  all 
consumption  must  come  from  local  reservoirs  which  contained  52^019 
million  gallons  on  January  15th.     Upon  completion  of  this  construc- 
tion work  the  maximum  capacity  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  will  be  approxi- 
mately 296  million  gallons  per  day  as  compared  to  the  present 
capacity  of  220  million  gallons  per  day.     The  additional  capacity 
will  permit  recovery  of  local  storage  even  should  the  current  water 
year  prove  disappointing.

Mayor  Alioto  spoke  a  few  words  at  the  opening  of  the  meeting.  He 
said  that  he  and  Supervisor  Blake  had  had  conversations  with  repre- 
sentatives of  American  Airlines  Friday  morning  in  the  East.    George  C. 
Spater,  President  of  American  Airlines,  informed  them  he  is  planning 
for  a  jet  engine  overhaul  base  and  has  the  site  selection  down  to 
three  cities;  namely,  Los  Angeles,  San  Fremcisco  and  Dallas.  With 
the  American  Airlines  competitive  factor  of  the  Dallas/Fort  Worth 
home  base,  San  Francisco  is  in  the  running.    This  will  require  40 
acres  at  the  Airport?  4,400  employees;  a  $44  million  payroll.    He  said 
he  would  urge  the  Commission  to  make  every  effort  to  have  these  40 
acres  available.    He  said  it  would  be  a  great  thing  in  terms  of 
development  in  San  Francisco. 

Mayor  Alioto  congratulated  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates,  Dreyfuss 
and  Blackford,  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  bringing  forth 
the  concepts  for  the  Airpo^^t  expansion.    He  said  he  had  an  opportunity 
to  go  over  the  plans  and  models  and  found  them  very  exciting.  One 
thing  makes  them  outstanding  he  said.    Most  international  airports 
have  segregated  buildings  at  great  distances  for  each  of  the  airlines, 
but  in  the  final  planning  San  Francisco  is  going  to  have  everything 
integrated  so  the  passenger  won't  have  to  go  outside  of  the  building 
to  get  to  the  different  airlines. 

He  reminded  the  Commission  of  one  commitment  made  to  the  presidents 
of  the  various  airlines  —  that  commitment  was  we  would  give  these 
airlines  an  opportunity  to  see  the  plans  before  they  are  finally 
jelled,  and  to  give  the  airlines  a  chance  to  make  comments  regarding 
the  approach  to  the  ultimate  financing. 

He  said  he  thought  the  architects  were  going  to  give  the  kind  of 
airport  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  with  its  reputation,  deserves. 


Mr.  Carr  complimented  George  F.  Hansen,  Airport  General  Manager; 
especially  the  Assistant  Airport  General  Manager,  Planning  and  Devel- 
opment, Dale  H.  Fearn;  Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Wesley  F.  Getts, 
Stanley  Fuller  Davis,  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  for  their 
work.

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Mr.  Hansen  then  explained  the  presentation  would  be  made  by  the  joint 
venture  architects,  John  Carl  Wamecke  and  Associates,  and  Dreyfuss 
and  Blackford,    He  said  that  would  be  explained  was  a  general  concept 
and  criteria  to  take  a  person  from  the  Bayshore  Boulevard  to  the 
terminal  complex,  functions  within  the  terminal,  cuid  final  delivery 
of  the  passenger  to  the  aircraft. 

He  pointed  out  that  others  have  been  extremely  helpful  in  the  devel- 
opment of  the  plans?  namely:

The  Airline  Technical  Committee,  composed  of  members  of  the 
several  airlines  at  the  Airport, 

Wilbur  Smith  and  Associates,  with  regard  to  internal  roadway 
system  and  requirements  for  parking. 

Mr.  Hansen  commended  particularly  Dale  H,  Fearn  for  his  part  in  the 
planning . 

Mr.  Hansen  said  they  were  confident  that  what  has  been  planned  can  be 
accomplished  with  available  funds.    However,  they  are  still  working 
on  the  details  and  will  submit  the  complete  plans  for  financing  at 
the  time  the  final  recommendation  is  made  to  the  Commission.

One  of  the  guide  lines,  stated  Mr.  Wamecke,  was  to  build  and  design 
a  frame  work  to  take  care  of  changes  occurring  at  the  Airport  —  to 
take  an  airport  that  has  12  million  passengers  and  build  up  to  25 
million  passengers.     To  take  an  Airport  v?ith  45  gate  positions  and 
design  for  a  maximum  of  90  gate  positions  and  planes  that  will  carry 
3  or  4  times  the  number  of  people  the  present  planes  carry. 
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James  T.  Ream  then  explained  in  detail  the  design  of  the  new  San 
Frcuicisco  Airport, 

He  first  went  through  the  thinking  and  the  background,  and  then 
explained  the  drawings  step  by  step. 

1,  An  airport  that  can  be  built  within  the  funds  available. 

2 .  What  comes  next  after  that . 

Albert  Dreyfuss  closed  the  presentation.    He  pointed  out  that 
convenience  and  comfort  of  passengers  is  the  ultimate  reason  for 
existence  of  an  airport.    San  Francisco's  Airport  actually  becOTies 
a  world  gateway  —  the  world  is  passing  through  San  Framcisco.  One 
fact  they  kept  in  mind  is  this  is  a  visual  part  of  the  exciting  City 
of  San  Francisco  and  must  reflect  the  significance  of  the  City. 
Mr.  Blackford,  too,  complimented  Mr.  Fearn.    He  said  the  concepts 
that  exist  in  the  program  presented  are  a  product  in  great  psirt  of 
Mr.  Fearn *s  experience  and  knowledge  of  aviation. 

Commissioner  Diviny  then  asked  if  an  additional  pier  could  be  built 
on  the  left  side  of  the  complex  to  match  the  one  on  the  south  side 
now  used  for  international  planes. 

Mr,  Ream  replied  yes,  that  this  was  a  possibility  for  the  future. 
He  said  presently  the  United  Air  Lines  leases  the  property,  and  if 
United  was  feeling  the  pressure  of  the  Airport's  need  for  additional 
gates  it  would  be  even  more  possible.    After  the  present  number  is 
achieved,  the  airport  will  continue  to  grow  as  the  airplane  size 
increases . 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  what  the  architectural  team  estimated  as 
the  maximum  number  of  people  that  could  be  served  by  this  facility 
at  its  total  development. 

Mr.  Ream  said  one  thing  they  have  learned  in  the  airport  business  — 
there  are  no  maximums.    The  numbers  continue  to  increase.    He  said 
they  could  only  speak  in  terms  of  design  levels.    After  that  if  still 
more  people  keep  going  to  the  facility,  the  convenience  factor  begins 
to  change,  peaks  increase.    He  said  there  seemed  to  be  no  fixed  limit. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  what  was  the  maximum,  airwise,  the  facility 
could  accommodate. 

Mr.  Warnecke  said  under  the  proposal  the  Airport  would  take  up  to 
12  1/2  to  25  million  passengers. 

Mr.  Fearn  said  it  was  assumed  that  the  Airport  could  handle  same 
numbers  in  operations  of  aircraft,  and  as  aircraft  continue  to  grow 
they  can  handle  more  and  more  people.    As  Mr.  Ream  indicated  it  is 
the  level  of  acceptable  congestion  which  determines  the  total  number 
of  people  that  can  be  put  through  the  terminal  building. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  there  was  an  estimate  of  the  cost  for 
the  maximum  development. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  cost  projections  were  not  made  on  the  further 
extensions.    What  they  have  made  extensions  on  is  what  can  be  accom- 
plished on  available  funds  for  an  operable  Airport  for  25  million 
passengers.    The  entire  $98  million  bond  issue  money  is  not  being 
spent  on  the  terminal  facilities  alone,  only  part  —  perhaps  60%. 
The  balance  will  be  for  a  cargo  center,  roadway  system,  operational 
facilities,  etc. 
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He  said  their  objective  was  a  design  for  25  million  passengers.  This 
is  going  to  happen  and  there  are  forecasts  of  the  dates .  Because 
of  the  inability  to  forecast  further  it  has  seemed  important  in 
every  area  possible  to  have  escape  routes  —  ways  that  you  can  vary. 
This  represents  the  area  in  which  the  Commission  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  make  future  judgments  with  regard  to  problems  it  is  known 
will  arise  but  at  this  particular  point  are  difficult  to  forecast. 
What  is  important  at  this  time  is  to  have  a  framework  for  going 
beyond  the  present  forecasts. 

Mr,  Ream  said  they  had  talked  about  getting  people  to  the  Airport 
and  out.  Serious  study  was  given  to  the  possibility  of  some  form 
of  public  transit  to  the  Airport. 

Newsman  Mike  Harris  asked  if  it  were  possible  to  have  a  rapid  transit 
station  beneath  the  garage. 

Mr.  Ream  said  a  station  beneath  seemed  less  likely  than  a  station 
on  a  higher  level.    The  less  the  necessity  to  move  people  vertically 
in  this  complex,  the  better  it  is. 

Mike  Harris  then  asked  questions  about  the  loading  of  the  planes . 

Mr.  Ream  said  the  airlines  are  working  on  this  problem  now;  the 
preferred  way  emerging  at  the  present  time  is  to  have  three  doors 
unload  at  once  —  two  at  one  side  and  one  of  the  other.  Presently 
passengers  can  reach  the  airplanes  under  cover,  euid  they  will  always 
be  able  to  get  into  an  airplane  under  cover.    The  desire  is  to  work 
quite  hard  on  finding  the  system  with  the  greatest  flexibility  cuid 
least  cost. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  noted  that  all  the  rotundas  were  circular  2Lnd 
asked  what  determined  this  preference,  circular  construction  being 
very  expensive. 

Mr.  Ream  explained  the  circular  rotundas  were  200  feet  accross,  made 
of  flat  segments.    An  octagon  rotunda  predetermines  the  parking 
of  the  airplane.    The  circular  allows  subtle  respacing  of  airplanes 
around  it. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  presentation  Commissioner  McDonnell  intro- 
duced several  officials  present:     San  Mateo  County  Supervisors 
Fitzgerald,  Chess,  and  Fassler;  emd  San  Francisco  Supervisors 
Mailliard,  Mendelsohn,  Pelosi,  Boas.    Joe  Beeman,  area  representative 
for  Congressman  Philip  Burton,  George  E,  Murphy,  Jr.,  district  repre- 
sentative for  Congressman  McCloskey,  Peter  Finigan,  administrative 
assistant  to  Assemblymcin  John  Foran. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  Commission  would  like  to  have  any  written  comments 
with  regard  to  the  proposed  complex  submitted  to  the  Airport  General 
Manager  within  ten  days . 

He  said  this  was  a  progress  report  in  keeping  with  the  resolution 
authorizing  the  development  of  the  design,  which  stated  the  Commission 
would  have  a  full  public  disclosure  before  freezing  the  plan  into 
final  form. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  asked  Mr.  Carr  and  his  staff  to  pursue 
the  final  concepts  and  hoped  they  would  be  ready  for  Commission 
review  by  the  first  of  March.  /

Special  Order  of  Business; 

Presentation  of  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  Traffic  Study,  prepared  by  Wilbur  Smith 
&  Associates 

Airpcrt  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  said  in  connection  with 
the  airport  development  program  it  was  essential  to  undertake  a 
comprehensive  study  of  the  ground  transportation  problems, 
particularly  relating  to  access,  parking,  internal  roadways, 
passengers,  visitors,  car- renting  people,  cargo  trucks,  employees, 
etCo     In  June  of  1967  the  Commission  authorized  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  to  engage  the  firm  of  Wilbur  Smith  &  Associates 
to  conduct  this  study. 

He  introduced  Frederick  C.  Pearson,  Principal  Associate,  and  Paul 
Bay,  Project  Engineer,  of  Wilbur  Smith  &  Associates. 

Paul  Bay  made  the  presentation,  explaining  the  objectives  of  the 
study,  the  methods  of  obtaining  the  traffic  data,  a  survey  of  the 
facts f  and  future  projections  and  recommendations. 

Highlights  are  recorded  as  follows: 
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The  basic  questions  asked  for  the  study  were:     Who  travels  to  and 
from  the  airport?    How  do  they  travel?    Where  do  they  go  when  they 
leave?    Why  are  they  at  the  airport?    What  times  of  day  are  they  at 
the  airport?     If  driving,  where  do  they  park? 

The  survey  was  designed  to  screen  each  person  leaving  the  airport 
in  a  2 4 -hour  period  on  two  different  daySo     One  week  day  and  a 
Sunday  in  July  were  used.     A  large  sample  was  obtained  and  therefore 
very  valid  answers  resulted. 

The  number  of  people  at  the  air  terminal  are  basically  in  two  main 
groups  I 

lo     a)  Air  passengers  themselves. 

b)  Serve  passengers.     (People  at  the  airport  not  to  fly 

out  but  to  see  people  off,  greet  people,  carry 
bags,  etc.) 

2.  Employees.     20,000  people  employed  in  three  shifts. 


MODE  OF  DEPARTURE  FROM  AIRPORT: 

Air  passengers;        Roughly  75%  leave  by  automobile. 
Serve  passengers:     Almost  100%  by  private  automobile. 
Employees:  Weekdays  90%  by  automobile. 

The  study  group  could  not  stop  and  survey  people  coming  into  the 
airport  because  serious  traffic  congestion  would  result.  They 
studied  other  airports  around  the  country,  and  found  a  mirror  image 
seemed  to  hold  there  will  be  about  as  many  people  arriving  at  an 
airport  as  leaving. 


TRIP  PURPOSES  BY  MODE: 

The  private  automobile  absolutely  dominates  as  a  mode  of  ground 
transportation  from  the  airport. 

Only  zone  of  destination  which  has  a  significant  number  of  trips  by 
public  transport  is  the  San  Francisco  downtov/n  area,  reflecting  the 
influence  of  Barrett  Bus  trips  to  the  downtown  terminal, 

Rent-A-Car.     Each  of  the  companies  tries  to  keep  a  reserve  of  100 

cars  available  at  all  times  to  take  care  of  peaks.    This  becomes 

important  in  terms  of  how  much  space  should  be  provided  at  the  air** 
port  for  this  service. 


WHERE  PEOPLE  ARE  GOING  FROM  THE  AIRPORT: 

There  are  more  trips  to  Marin  County  than  to  Oakland. 
6,000  out  of  66,000  person  trips  go  to  downtown  San  Francisco. 
17,000  out  of  66,000  person  trips  go  to  the  total  of  all  5  San 

Francisco  zones. 

Relation  of  serve-passenger  trip  to  passenger  trip:  On  week  days 
serve  passengers  are  one-to-one  for  air  passengers  (this  does  not 
include  employees).     On  Sundays,  l^s-to-one. 

Ratio  of  employees  to  passengers:     San  Mateo  has  highest  number  of 
employees  destined  from  the  airport.     This  is  almost  two  times  as 
high  as  to  any  other  zone.

This  is  a  difficult  thing  to  estimate  accurately.  The  best  informa- 
tion to  base  projection  on  is  what  is  happening  now. 

There  are  8,000  people  a  day  leaving  the  airport  by  all  modes  other 
than  automobile o     Approximately  3,000  of  these  go  to  downtown  San 
Francisco o     How  many  would  use  rapid  transit  is  the  $64  question » 

The  Wilbur  Smith  study  group  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  best 
one  could  hope  for  is  that  in  the  future  the  same  percentage  as  at 
present  would  continue  to  use  the  mass  transit  mode  to  downtown 
San  Francisco,  for  the  following  reasons s 

lo     Increased  dispersal  of  office  and  employment,  and  commercial 
centers,  throughout  the  Bay  Area  would  tend  to  discourage  use  of 
mass  transit. 

2o     The  increased  dependence  upon  the  private  automobile.  In 
spite  of  all  the  traffic  engineers  can  wish,  the  simple  fact  is  the 
people  still  prefer  the  automobile  to  other  modes.     This  dependence 
upon  private  automobiles  as  the  preferred  mode  of  travel  is  going 
to  continue  and  increase,     A  person  who  is  willing  to  pay  for  the 
speed  of  flight — that  type  of  person  to  whom  time  means  so  much,  is 
not  likely  to  want  any  inconvenience  in  his  personal  travel. 

In  Wilbur  Smith's  opinion,  a  good  rapid  transit  facility  mdght 
maintain  the  ratio  of  present  trips  to  downtoxTT  San  Francisco. 

It  seems  dubious  that  one  could  capitalize  the  cost  of  an  expensive 
rapid  transit  facility  for  one  purpose — downtown  San  Francisco — 
without  having  the  price  get  up  so  far  that  you  would  have  ridership 
drop  off. 


BAGGAGE  HANDLING; 

The  study  showed  an  average  of  two  pieces  of  baggage  per  air  passen 
ger.     Failure  to  allow  for  baggage  handling  in  any  transit  facility 
would  be  a  very  serious  mistake.     Baggage  would  be  a  problem  if 
there  was  a  rail  transit  facility  that  was  not  single  purpose.  If 
baggage  handling  was  not  provided  for  in  a  very  efficient  way,  then 
the  number  of  people  using  that  multiple-purpose  transportation 
would  be  affected. 


ROADWAY  CIRCULATION: 

The  number  of  cars  containing  air  passengers  per  serve-passengers 
that  can  be  expected  on  the  main  roadway  in  the  hour  immediately 
after  a  plane  arrives,  is  in  relationship  to  the  number  of  passen- 
gers getting  off  the  planes. 

For  every  three  arriving  air  passengers  in  the  peak  hour,  there 
will  be  two  automobiles  on  the  roadway  relating  to  them. 
E.g.,  2,000  air  passengers  arrive,  1,600  to  1,700  automobiles 

appear,  ^ 

When  the  Boeing  747  is  in  use,  instead  of  2,000  passengers  there 
will  be  10,000.     Instead  of  1,700  cars,  there  would  be  6,000  to 
10,000  cars  on  the  roadway  wanting  out! 
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By  adding  the  north  terminal,  the  airport  is  adding  more  curb  space 
but  not  increased  roadway. 

ROADWAY  RECOMMENDATIONS: 

The  study  recommended  strongly  that  as  much  baggage  handling  be  done 
in  the  garage  as  possible  to  get  the  people  off  the  roadway » 

Roadways  in  and  out  should  be  four  lanes  each,  with  room  for  a  fifth 
lane  to  provide  for  the  ramp  connections  and  easy  turnoff  movem.ent. 

Any  more  than  this  number  of  lanes  would  create  weaving  problems  be- 
cause of  the  short  distance  betv/een  the  ramps,  and  thus  the  effect 
of  increased  road  could  be  lost. 

Now  the  airport  is  completely  dependent  upon  Bay shore  Freeway.  The 
study  strongly  recommended  a  connection  (location  as  yet  unknown; 
this  will  take  study)   from  the  air  terminal  to  the  future  Junipero 
Serra  at  high  level  with  grade  separation  at  El  Camino  Real. 

The  State  Highway  Department  engineers  generally  feel  that  this  would 
be  desirable  and  would  look  with  favor  on  it.     The  problem  is  it 
also  involves  the  City  of  Millbrae  and  the  inevitable  problem  of  a 
major  highway  through  an  existing  community. 

Parking  demands  around  the  air  terminal  for  employees  are  also 
increasing  as  employment  increases. 

Projections  of  airport  tenants  show  an  increase  of  50  per  cent  in 
employment  for  197i  over  1967, 

The  study  recommends  an  employee  parking  area  in  the  remote  area  west 
of  the  freeway,  with  automobile  bridges  connecting  to  the  service 
roads,  and  pedestrian  bridges  to  serve  tenant  facilities.     This  pro- 
vides for  a  large  number  of  employees  to  park  and  at  shorter  walking 
distance  than  now. 

Valet  parking  v/as  not  included  in  the  study.

Mr.  Carr  asked  Mr,  Bay  if  there  were  any  areas  where  there  was  need 
for  further  analysis. 

Mr,  Bay  said  the  data  would  have  greater  utilization  if  it  v;ere 
further  analyzed,

E.g.,  Why  is  it  that  the  airport  has  more  people  going  to  Contra 
Costa  County  and  Marin  County  than  Oakland?  What  socio-economic 
status  of  population  would  generate  more  air  travel? 

The  growth  patterns  are  known.     Contra  Costa  is  certainly  growing 
in  population  faster  than  Oakland,  which  is  fairly  well  developed, 
Chairacteristics  of  people--the  fact  that  some  generate  two  to  four 
times  more  person  trips  than  people  in  a  different  socio-economic 
class — would  be  useful  information  for  projections  of  air  traffic  in 
the  future, 

CRITICAL  AREA:     To  evaluate  year-by-year  the  air  travel  itself  and 
occurring  changes.     This  will  give  a  constant  fix  on  the  changes  so 
the  airport  can  be  ready  for  the  747 's. 
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In  Wilbur  Smiths'  opinion  it  may  be  necessary  to  limit  the  number  of 
747 's  brought  in  during  a  peak  hour.     Otherwise  there  will  be  peaking 
problems  of  such  magnitude  the  airport  will  not  be  able  to  handle-?- 
Christmas  Day,  every  day! 

Mr,  Bay  estimated  the  maximum  number  of  people  that  could  be  served 
at  the  airport  insofar  as  ground  transportation  is  concerned  is 
about  24  million  annually,  plus  a  small  amount. 

Mro  Bay  thought  it  necessary  to  start  looking  at  things  such  as  the 
Bay  Front  Freeway  by  1975.     Before  completely  abandoning  it  as  a 
possibility,  he  thought  a  further  evaluation  of  trends  was  needed.

Mr.  Carr  said  that  working  through  the  Director  of  the  Market  Street 
Task  Force,  Edward  I.  Murphy,  it  was  decided  the  relocation  of  the 
Ocean  Avenue  Shops  and  Yards  was  the  critical  problem  so  far  as  the 
BARTD  construction  schedule  was  concerned.     Because  of  the  need  for 
an  immediate  decision,  Mr.  Carr  had  requested  that  John  M.  Woods,  an 
experienced  engineer  in  Municipal  Railway  affairs,  be  assigned  by 
Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  to  make  a 
report  of  the  alternatives  available  to  the  Commission. 

Mr.  Woods,  with  the  aid  of  a  rough  drawing  then  explained  to  the 
Commission  the  facilities  at  the  Ocean  Avenue  Shops  and  Yards

Reimbursement  for  property 
to  be  acquired  by  BARTD  and  for  severance  damages  has  not  been  ascer- 
tained.    The  Director  of  Property  is  currently  working  on  this. 

With  regard  to  long-range  plan  for  the  Ocean  Avenue  Bus  Yard,  Mr. 
Woods  said  there  are  too  many  unknown  factors  to  intelligently  fore- 
cast the  future  status  of  this  facility.

As  was  reported  to  you  at  the  January  9  meeting,  the  more 
critical  problem  affecting  the  Municipal  Railway  as  a  re- 
\ suit  of  construction  by  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District 
< is  the  establishment  of  a  program  for  the  relocation  of  the 
Ocean  Avenue  shops  and  yards.  ^ 

Members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  staff  have  been 
•exploring  this  problem  with  staff  of  BARTD  for  some  time. 
Because  of  the  need  for  an  immediate  decision  I  administra- 
tively requested  that  John  M.  Woods,  an  experienced  engineer 
in  Municipal  Railway  affairs,  be  assigned  by  Oral  Moore  to 
make  a  report  of  the  alternatives  available  to  the  Commission. 
The  report  of  Mr.  Woods,  dated  January  2,  is  attached. 

.'You  will  note  that  he  has  recommendations  for  an  interim 
solution  and  leaves  the  long-range  plan  for  further  study, 
because  there  are  too  many  unknown  factors. 

The  procedure  set  up  by  the  Mayor  now  requires  a  policy  de- 
cision by  this  commission  which  then  is  forwarded  to  BARTD 
through  the  Mayor's  Transit  Task  Force.    Mr.  Edward  I.  Murphy, 
'Assistant  Director  of  Planning,  City  Planning  Commission,  is 
administratively  responsible  for  that  action. 

In! view  of  the  proposed  June  1968  construction  start  I  should 
. like  to  have  you  review  Mr.  Woods'  memorandum  and  be  prepared 
to  consider  this  on  the  Utilities  Commission  agenda  of  the 
January  30  meeting.    Mr.  Moore  will  ask  Mr.  B.  R.  Stokes  of 
BARTD  to  have  his  architects  present,  together  with  any  models 
they  have  of  the  design  for  the  rapid  transit  station  at 
Balboa  Park,;

In  a.ccord3iice  with,  your  meniorandnia  of  December  1,  196?  aSa'  Mr.  OralMoore's 
ffleffioraiidToffi  of  December  6,  196? t  I  hereby  submit  recommendations  for  your 
considerEition  for  an  interim  sol'ution  for  the  Oceaji  Avenue  Shops  and  Yards. 
Tl'iis  solution  v/ill  permit  the  Bay  Area,  Hapid  Transit  District  to  proceed  x-rith. 
construction  of  the  Balboa  Park  Rapid  Transit  Station  and  still  maintain 
operations  of  the  MunicipaJ.  Hailv/ay  at  tii^;  Yard, 

On  September  29?  19^W  the  Municipal  l?ailv;ay  of  San  Francisco  acquired 
the  properties  of  the  T'hjrket  Street  Radlv/ay!. Company .    Included  in  these 
properties  Wcis  the  land  v;hich  comprised  the  Slkton  Shops,  Paint  Shop, 
frame  dwellings,  trsi.ck  storage,  pole  storage  and  other  miscellaneous 
storcige  area.    The  toted  area  acquired  at  that  time  was  approxima^tely 
-!-95?000  square  feet.    It  was  bounded  on  the  north  by  Ocean  Avenue,  on 
the  v/est  by  Southern  Pacific  Sa:ilroad  Company  right-of-way,  on  the 
south  by  lliaga^ra  Street,  and  on  the  east  by  San  Jose  Avenue,    Under  the 
19^7  Municipal  Hallway  Bond  Fund,  the  Ocean  Avenue  bus  yard  and  main-' 
tenance  facilities  v;ere  constructed,.    This  did  not  interfere  with  our 
operation  of  the  shops,  paint  shop  mid  storage  area  as  we  had  adequate 
storage  space  remaining  after  completion  of  the  yard» 

In  1953  Geneva  Avenue  Wcls  extv3nded  from  San.  d'ose  Avenue  to  Tara  Street 
and  28,000  square  feet  ox  usable  space  was  tre<.nsf erred  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works.    In  1962  the  State  of  California  acquired  approximately 
55s 000  square  feet  of  property  for  the  construction  of  the  Southei'n 
Freeway.    Now  the  Bay  Area  Hapid  Transit  District  will  undertalce  the 
construction ■ of  their  Balboa  Park  Sapid  Transit  Station  and  will  require 
approximaxely  90,000  square  feet  of  our  j)roperty.    Upon  completion  of 
the  BARTD  station,  the  Municixml  Hallway  xvdll  have  lost  3^  percent  of 
the  Elkton  property  acquired  in  l$kk^    This  large  loss  of  operating 
property,  v/ill  seriously  affect  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Ocean 
Avenue  Shops  and  Yards. 
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It  therefore  becoRies  evident  that  v/e  are  faced  v/ith  two  probleffis:'  '•'"■^ 

1)  Interim  solution  to  permit  BASTD  to  proceed  wdtii  construction  of  : 
their  station  ajid  to  maintain  Municipal  Railv/ay  opei-ating  functions 
during  the  constrxiction  period. 

2)  Long~ran.ge  plan  for  the  ultimate  use  of  the  Ocean  Avenue  properties.  "■ 

II.      FACILITIES  imsCTZ-p  BY  BAHTD'S  COKSTRUCTION 

The  following  is  a  list  of  Kuulcipal  Ra.il;v'ay  facilities,  structures  and 
functions  v^hich  wil3.  have  to  be  modified,  abandoned  or  reloca.ted  to  permit 
BARTD  to  proceed  and  Municipal  Railv/ay  to  raadntain  operations:

3)      There  xvill  be  a  loss  of  110  motor  coach  poxlcLng  spaces  during  construc- 
tion due  to  the  work  under  (2)  nnd  (3)  a.bove  and  other  minor  chaaiges  in 
retaining  v/alls. 

6)  The  compressor  house,  cooling  v/ater  taiik,  and  stoi-age  area  v;ill  have 
to  be  removed. 

7)  Blkton  Shop  v/ill  have  to  be  modified  to  provide  clearance  for  street 
cars  and  motor  coaches  at  the  southviest  corner  of  the  shop. 

8)  A  Quonset  Eut  and  the  Gil  Storage  T.aiiJ-cs  v.dll  have  to  bo  relocated, 

9)  Additional  personnel  v/ill  have  to  be  employed  to  park  aoad  ser\'ice 
vehicles  at  a  temporary  storage  aoreai., 

10)  Additional  compensat~ion  v;ill  ha-ve  to  be  paid  operators  because  of  the 
increase  in  travel  time.

3)  -i^e  existing  ladder  track  on  the  west  entrance  to  the  Hlkton  Shop 
v/ill  be  rendered  inoperative  by  3AP.TD*s  acquisition  of  property*  Ladder 
tracks  10,  11,  12  and  13  c<?ji  be  retained.    Ladder  tracks  3?        7 1  S  and  9 
v/ill  be  abandoned.    Ladder  tracks  1,  2^  5s      v/ill  be  reconstructed  so  that 
v/e  v/ill  have  left-hand  branch  of fs  instead  of  right-hand  br^inch  of fs  ■  as  at 
presents    Abandoninent  of  ladder  tracks  3?  6$  7j  S  and  9  v;ill  rob  xis  of 
access  to  the  rail  bending  arecx  using  our  v/ork  Ccir  asid  crane  car.    As  a 
substitute,  a  3~ton  rubber  tired  mobile  crane  should  be  provided  by  BARTD 
In  this  ;v'ay  we  could  retain  ou.r  rail  bending  operation  in  tiiis  area  until 
a  permanent  site  could  be  obtained, 

M-)      The  acquisition  of  oui-  property  by  the  State  of  California,  in  I963 
for  the  construction  of  the  Southern  Freev/ay  deprived  us  of  valuable 
storage  area  for  ra.i3.,  special  vork,  ties  ajid  other  track  material.  As 
a  result,  v;e  have  ha.d  to-  store  most  of  our  tr.ack  ma.terial  at  the  Uni-ver-sity 
Mound  Heservoir  Yard  of  the  San  .Francisco  Water  Department,    V/ith  BARTD ^  s 
acquisition  of  the  rest  of  our  t.raok  storage  area,  the  remainder  of  the 
materiaJ.  now  stored  at  ,Elkton  will  have  to  be  trcuisported  to  Ihiiversity 
Mound  for  storage.    There  is  a  small  area  a-djacent  to  the  incinerator 
which  can  be  utilised  for  storing  minor  quantities  of  rail,  ties  and 
scrap,  but  it  is  not  adeqiaate  for  oui'*  total  needs.    It  is  imperative  that 
we  acquire  a  permanent  site  for  the  tx'ack  department  v/here  rail  storage, 
rad.l  bending,  service  vehicle  tfcrage  and  all  other  functions  of  this 
facet  of  operation  ca,n  be  combined.

6)  The  existing  compressor  house,  cooling  v/ater  tank  and  storage  shed  vdll 
be  demolished  and  scrapped.    A  nev/  compressor  v/ill  be  required  end  can  be 
installed  in  the  Slkton  Shop.    There  is  an  existing  compressed  air  storage 
tank  in  the  shop  v;hich  can  be  connected  to  the  nev;  compressor  v/ith  a.  minimum  ; 
of  v/ork. 

7)  The  construction  of  nev;  ladder  tracks  to  tracks  1,  2,  5  and  k  will 
require  the  removal  of  roof  trusses  and  columns  to  create  a  Id  foot  setback 
betv/een  track  No.  5  and  the  south  v/all  of  the  Elkton  Shop.    This  setback  is 
required  for  clearance  for  street  cars  which  are  repaired  on  the  pits  on 
tracks  1,  2,'  3  and  k.    The  pits  v/ill  have  to  be  extended  I6  feet  and  the 
abandoned  portion  of  the  .pits  backfilled  and  resurfaced.     The  setback  v;ill 

,■  also  provide  a  more  d€;-=sirous'^  bus  path  for  movement  of  our  coaches  from  the 
storage  yard  over  the  ladder,  track.    It  could  also  result  in  a  saving  to 
3AETD  as  their  plans  -indicate  a  structural  deck  and  underpinning  which  could 
possibly  be  eliminated;  .  ;The  storekeeper  in  the  Elkton  Shop  v/ill  lose  about 
1100  square  feet  of  storage  area  for  v;hich  substitute  storage  must  be 
provided. 

8)  One  Quonset  Hut  and  the  Underground  Oil  Storage  Tank  v/hich  are  located 
in  the  area  to  be  acquired  by  B/iRTD  v;ill  have  to  be  relocated. 

9)  Additional  temporary  help  vd.ll  have  to  be  employed  for  the  duration  of 
the  construction  v/ork  to  service  and  park  the  motor  coaches  while  they  are 
parked  at  the  Balboa  Reservoir  Site. 

10)  The  travel  time  for  those  runS;,  v/hich  v/ill  be  parked  at  Balboa  Reservoir 
v;ill  be  increased  by  approximately  six  minutes.    Motor  Coach  operators  \^11 
have  to  be  compensated  for  this  additional  time.

Listed  below  is  our  cost  estimate  for  the  relocation  of  the  MunicipaJL  Railv/ay 
facilities  of  Elkton  Yard  to  permit  B/uRTD  to  proceed  with  the  station  construc- 
tion and  to  permit  the  Municipal  Railv/ay  to  continue  operations  during  the 
construction  periled.    It  should  be  definitely  understood  by  all  parties  that 
these  are  .estimated  costs,  and  the  actual  costs,  whether  liigher  or  lower, 
vdll  be  paid  for  by  3ARTD,    The  v;ork  listed  below  v/ill  be  performed  under 
formal  contracts  and  should  be  covered  by  a  utilities  agreement  to  the 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau.

Reimbursement  for  property  to  be  acquired  by  BAl^TD  and  for  severance 
damages  has  not  been  ascertained.    V/e  have  met  with  the  Real  Estate 
Department  and  are  currently  v/orldLng  with  them  on  this  problem. 

VI.      LOm  RAI.^GE  PLAN  FOR  0C5AK  AV.SI'IUS  BUS  YARD 

At  this  va-iting,  there  oxe  too  many  unknowns  to  intelligently  forecast  the 
future  status  of  the  Ocean  Avenue  Motor  Coach  Yard.    Upon  completion  of 
the  Balboa  Park  Station,  most  of  the  coach  parking  spaces  eliminated 
during  construction  v.dll  be  restored.    Additional  space  may  be  required 
to  accommodate  approximately  20  coaches.    With  this  arrangement  we  can 
continue  to  operate  motor  coaches  from  the  Ocean  Avenue  Yard  to  meet 
our  present  commitments. 

Inauguration  of  Rapid  Transit  on  the  Mission  District  Line  will  change 
the  riding  habit  of  many  people  living  in  this  transit  corridor.  There 
\d.ll  be  loss  of  patronage  on  some  lines  stored  at  Ocean  Avenue  Yard  and 
gains  on  others.    Our  coa.ch  requirements  at  Ocean  Avenue  Yard  will 
probably  change.    New  transit  studies  should  be  undertaken  to  determine 
the  role  which  the  Municipal  Railway  will  play  in  this  changing  pattern. 
The  basic  data  acquired  by  Simpson  S:  Curtin  for  the  Northern  California 
Transit  Demonstration  Project  should  be  reprocessed  to  give  us  these 
answers.    Funds  should  be  provided  for  this  study. 

The  future  of  Slkton  Shop  v/ill  depend  upon  the  adoption  of  an  Optimum  ' 
Plan  for  the  Municipal  Railway  which  vd.ll  be  passed  by  the  electorate.  - 
City  Planning  has  submitted  several  plans  for  study  which  retain  or 
delete  our  present  surface  street  car  lines.    Until  an  optimum  plan  is 
adopted,  no  decision  can  be  made  on  the  replacement  or  demolition  of 
Elkton  Shop.  -

Gentlemen; 

This  refers  to  the  personnel  and  organization  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  staff  which  we  discussed  following  your 
recent  meeting  with  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto.     In  particular  this 
concerns  the  key  personnel  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 


We  are  in  agreement  that  the  responsibilities  of  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  have  changed  and  increased 
considerably  in  very  recent  years  for  several  reasons ,  Among 
them  is  the  construction  of  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District 
facilities,  and  the  need  to  coordinate  Muni  activities  both 
during  and  after  completion  of  the  BART  subway. 

Additionally,  the  passage  of  the  Mass  Transportation  Act  by  the 
Congress  in  1964  has  placed  an  entirely  new  emphasis  on  urban 
transit.    This  emphasis  concerns  itself  in  large  part  with  chang 
ing  technology  and  emphasis  on  the  engineering  aspects  of  urban 
transit.     San  Francisco  is  feeling  the  impact  in  this  rapidly- 
changing  situation. 

As  Mayor  Alioto  has  stressed,  San  Francisco  is  a  city  which  is 
highly  dependent  on  a  Municipal  Transit  System,  and  a  flourish- 
ing economy  in  the  future  is  dependent  upon  what  kind  of  trans- 
portation systems  can  be  developed. 

With  these  problems  it  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  recommend  changes 
in  top-level  management  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Section  124  of  the  City  Charter,  in  referring  to  the  authority 
of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  states; 
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"Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  he  ^ 
shall  appoint  or  remove  the  heads  of  departments 
and  bureaus  under  the  Commission,  exclusive  of 
the  Civil  Service  provisions  of  this  Charter," 

The  City  Charter  also  states  in  Section  124  that  the  heads  of 
the  departments  and  bureaus  shall  possess  the  necessary  execu- 
tive, administrative,  and  technical  qualifications  for  their 
respective  offices. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  granted  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  under  Section  124,  and  subject  to  your  approval,  I 
hereby  appoint,  effective  February  15,  1968,  John  M.  Woods, 
Superintendent  of  Operations,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  as  the  General 
Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

I  have  asked  Vernon  W,  Anderson  to  serve  as  Assistant  to  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  in  charge  of  schedul- 
ing route  changes,  implementing  the  transit  study,  and  related 
activities . 

Mr.  Anderson,  as  you  know,  has  a  very  extensive  background  in 
the  scheduling  and  projection  of  routes  for  transit  service,  and 
occupied  that  position  prior  to  his  present  position.    With  the 
advent  of  operation  by  BART  there  will  be  numerous  changes  nec- 
essary to  develop  ani3t  adequate  feeder  system  to  the  Bay  Area  Rapid 
Transit  District  facilities,  and  also  ultimately  to  the  Muni 
rapid  transit.     Mr.  Anderson  is  especially  well  qualified  to 
assist  in  this  vital  activity. 

It  is  evident  that  in  the  final  determination  of  the  number  of 
pieces  of  equipment  and  type  of  equipment  there  must  be  addi- 
tional analyses  soon.    The  end  product  of  the  computer  data  is 
dependent  upon  the  accuracy  and  the  judgment  of  the  input  and 
the  programming  of  the  computer  studies.    That  makes  a  concen- 
trated, stepped-up  program  of  coordination  with  BART  on  future 
routes  especially  important,  and  I  believe  that  Mr.  Anderson 
will,  in  the  remaining  time  before  mandatory  retirement,  perform 
a  very  important  service  to  the  City  as  an  Assistant  to  the 
General  Manager.    Mr.  Anderson,  appointed  General  Manager  on 
May  17,  1960,  will  be  required  to  retire  under  City  retirement 
rules  in  approximately  two  and  a  half  years. 

As  you  know,  the  Municipal  Railway  faces  many  critical  decisions 
in  coming  months — and  years — and  a  great  number  of  them  will  be 
based  on  engineering  consideration.    These  decisions  will  have 
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to  be  made  with  speed  and  dispatch.     For  this  reason  the  Com- 
mission is  fortunate,  I  believe,  to  have  iVIr.  Woods  available 
for  this  important  assignment,  with  his  engineering  qualifica- 
tions and  a  solid  practical  background  in  the  Municipal  Railway 
functions . 

John  M,  Woods  is  a  30-year  career  City  employee,  a  native  of 
San  Francisco,  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  California  in 
mechanical  engineering,  and  a  Registered  Professional  Engineer 
in  the  State  of  California, 

For  twenty-four  of  his  thirty  years  of  City  service  he  has  been 
directly  engaged  in  work  of  various  kinds  relating  to  the 
Municipal  Railway.     Few  men,  if  any,  are  as  well  acquainted  with 
the  physical  properties  and  with  the  history  of  the  development 
of  the  Municipal  Railway, 

In  1948,  following  the  passage  of  the  Municipal  Railway  Bond 
Fund,  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  all  planning,  design,  and  con- 
struction for  the  overhead  and  distribution  system  of  the 
Municipal  Railway. 

Prior  to  that,  from  1938  to  1947,  he  worked  on  the  extension  of 
street  car  service  to  the  Bay  Bridge  Terminal,  the  re-railing 
of  Geary  and  Market  Streets,  the  construction  of  Howard  Street 
and  Union  Street  trolley  coach  lines,  and  many  other  projects. 

In  1951  he  was  named  office  engineer  for  the  Municipal  Railway 
succeeding  Laurence  V.  Degnan,  who  retired. 

Following  acquisition  of  the  California  Street  Railroad  Company 
he  directed  the  consolidation  of  the  two  Cable  Car  systems  under 
the  one  power  plant  and  housing  system  at  Washington  and  Mason 
Streets,     In  this  connection  he  also  worked  on  a  number  of  less 
important  changes  for  the  Cable  Car  system. 

In  1959  Mr,  Woods  was  a  member  of  the  technical  force  of  Mayor 
Christopher's  transportation  council  and  did  most  of  the  de- 
tailed work  as  a    representative  of  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  on  the  Transportation  Technical  Committee. 

This  was  Mayor  Christopher's  committee  that  worked  closely  with 
the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  District  in  the  development  of  the 
BART  plan.     In  connection  with  these  studies  he  directed  all  the 
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field  work  and  engineering  data  compilation  on  the  vehicle  and 
passenger  accounts  in  the  Metropolitan  Traffic  District  in  1959. 
He  also  participated  in  the  preparation  of  the  report  of  "fay 
1960  entitled  "A  Plan  for  Rapid  Transit  in  San  Francisco  Consonant 
with  the  Bay  Area  Rapid  Transit  System." 

Following  his  appointment  on  February  1,  1962,  as  Project 
Superintendent  of  Operations,  with  headquarters  at  Moccasin,  of 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Water  and  Power  System,  he  has  supervised  more 
than  one  hundred  men,  and  operated  facilities  valued  at  nearly 
$200  million,  producing  gross  revenues  annually  in  excess  of 
$17  million. 

Mr.  Woods  has  been  primarily  responsible  for  the  completion  of 
the  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouse  on  the  Tuolumne  River,  and 
starting  of  construction  of  the  new  Moccasin  Powerhouse  on 
Moccasin  Creek.     The  power  system  under  his  immediate  supervision 
has  a  capacity  of  about  300,000  kilowatts. 

In  addition  to  his  Hetch  Hetchy  assignments  Mr.  Woods  has  assisted 
me  on  special  assignments  relating  to  the  Municipal  Railway,  not- 
ably the  development  of  a  plan  for  the  relocation  and  remodeling 
of  facilities  at  the  Elkton  Shops,  and  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  Geneva  Car  Barn,  an  item  which  has  a  high  priority,  accord- 
ing to  BART  engineering  and  the  Mayor's  Transit  Task  Force. 

In  all  of  these  assignments  Mr.  Woods  has  demonstrated  his  ad- 
ministrative ability,  his  effective  manner  in  supervising  em- 
ployees, and  the  very  high  degree  of  technical  competence.  More, 
than  that,  Mr.  Woods  has  kept  up  his  interest  in  the  P'unicioal 
Transit  System,  the  developments  throughout  the  country,  and  has 
been  a  valuable  assistant  in  consulting  with  Oral  L.  Moore  and 
me  on  transit  matters. 

Mr.  Woods  will  be  54  years  old  on  February  21,  young  enough  to 
carry  out  an  extensive  remodeling  of  the  Muni  over  a  period  of 
years.     He  is  enthusiastic  and  technically  qualified  as  an  ad- 
ministrator, and  I  am  sure  this  change  in  management  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  will  be  most  effective  in  meeting  the  growing 
demands  on  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  staff. 

Finally,  I  feel  compelled  to  mention  that  in  this  change  I  must 
recognize  the  long  hours  of  work  that  Mr,  Anderson  has  per- 
formed--especially  in  the  last  three  years--with  considerable 
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overtime  and  long  hours,  even  on  week-ends.    He  has  been  very 
conscientious  in  his  efforts  to  cope  with  this  area  of  Public 
Utilities  Commission  responsibility  where  there  are  rapidly- 
growing  problems  and  regrettably  heavy  restrictions,  some  of 
which  grow  out  of  the  restrictions  in  the  City  Charter. 

With  this  explanation,  I  respectfully  request  your  concurrence, 
by  resolution,  of  these  recommended  appointments.

Copies  of  the  above  resolutions  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission , 
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Before  considering  the  Calendar  items,  the  Commission  heard  from 
officials  of  the  City  of  Millbrae  who  were  present  to  protest  a 
recommendation  in  the  Wilbur  Smith  &  Associates  Traffic  Study  of 
ground  transportation  and  future  circulations  needs  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport. 

Mayor  Charles  W.  Yetter  of  the  City  of  Millbrae  said  he  had  polled 
each  member  of  the  Millbrae  City  Council  and  they  wished  to  go  on 
record  as  unanimously  opposing  any  new  connection  to  the  airport 
west  of  El  Camino  Real  to  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  and  the  con- 
tinuation of  Junipero  Serra  Spur  through  the  City  of  Millbrae.  He 
said  they  do,  however,  wish  to  cooperate  with  the  Commission  in 
connecting  the  Main  Entrance  of  the  Airport  to  El  Camino  Real,  Rollins 
Road,  and  the  presently  unused  airport  lands  west  of  the  Bayshore 
Freeway . 

Mr.  Richard  Watson,  Millbrae  City  Manager,  representing  Josephine 
Waugh,  Millbrae  City  Council  member,  read  a  letter  from  her  addressed 
to  the  Commission,  protesting  any  slashing  of  Millbrae  "first,  by 
the  suggested  use  of  the  old  spur,  and  second,  west  from  the  airport 
to  the  newly  built  Junipero  Serra  Freeway." 

Mayor  Yetter  and  City  Manager  Watson  both  filed  letters  of  protest 
with  the  Commission. 

Commission  McDonnell  thanked  the  Millbrae  officials  for  their  state- 
ments concerning  this  aspect  of  the  study.     He  pointed  out  that  at 
this  point  the  Traffic  Study  was  merely  a  report.     Before  any  action 
would  be  taken  by  the  Commission  there  would  be  consultation  with 
Millbrae  and  any  of  the  other  communities  involved,  he  said. 
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When  approving  final  payment  to  Wilbur  Smith,  Commissioner  Goldman 
asked  if  there  would  be  any  effort  to  coordinate  the  differences  in 
the  findings  concerning  rapid  transit  to  the  airport. 

Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  said  the  Wilbur  Smith  firm 
was  not  commissioned  to  make  a  study  on  rapid  transit  from  San 
Francisco.     Their  conclusions  on  the  usage  that  a  rapid  transit 
system  might  get  if  it  were  put  into  operation  have  been  provided 
to  General  Electric  and  those  concerned  with  specific  studies  in 
this  area,  said  Mr.  Hansen. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  Commission  had  been  advised  of  any 
of  the  General  Electric  meetings  on  this  subject,     Mr,  Finn,  Acting 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  said  that  one  or  two  meetings 
had  been  held  in  the  Mayor's  office  with  representatives  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  staff  present,  and  the  Mayor  had  asked 
Mr.  Carr  for  recommendations. 

Adopting  Resolution  No,  68-0117,  relative  to  the  request  of  the  Park 
and  Recreation  Department  to  held  a  regatta  at  Lake  Merced  on  Sunday, 
September  8,  1968,  on  motion  by  Commissioner  Rousseau,  seconded  by

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  James  J.  Finn  reported 
that  last  Thursday,  February  1,  Airport  General  Manager  George  F, 
Hansen  appeared  before  the  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commiss- 
ion in  connection  with  submission  of  San  Francisco's  application  for 
fill  of  179  acres  at  the  Airport, 

Melvin  B.  Lane,  Chairman  of  the  BCDC,  asked  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  by  formal  action  review  the  testimony  presented  by  Mr. 
Hansen  and  convey  to  the  BCDC  a  letter  indicating  its  endorsement. 
Mr.  Hansen  then  read  a  draft  of  a  letter  to  the  BCDC  conveying  the 
Commission's  endorsement  of  his  testimony. 

Thereupon  the  Commission  approved  r4r,  Hansen's  letter,  and  unanimously 
adopted  Resolution  No.  68-0121  endorsing  his  testimony  on  February  1,

Airport  Monthly  Report:  Mr.  Finn  pointed  out  the  traffic  summary  of 
the  1967  Calendar  Year  indicates  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  has  moved  into  fourth  place  among  the  Free  World's  coiflmercial 
airports  in  passenger  volume. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  if  the  percentage  of  growth  in  passenger 
volume  is  maintained,  during  the  year  1972  the  25  million  mark  will 
be  passed. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  unless  there  is  some  way  of  compelling 
the  airlines  to  change  their  schedules,  air  traffic  concentration 
during  peak  hours  is  going  to  become  dangerous. 

Commissioner  Goldman  also  said  something  should  -be  done  about  general 
aviation  -  that  am.ong  the  airport's  concerns  and  responsibilities 
this  has  to  be  placed  on  high  priority. 

Mr.  Hansen,  said  he  was  not  convinced  the  air  traffic  problems  of 
Chicago  and  New  York  airports  apply  at  San  Francisco  International. 
Here  there  are  not  the  same  problems  in  long  delays  in  landing  and 
taking  off. 

San  Francisco  has  not  had  the  accidents  or  near  misses. 

With  regard  to  general  aviation,  Mr.  Hansen  said  any  airport  that 
receives  Federal  aid  must  be  a  public  airport.     Federal  aid  to  San 
Francisco  International  is  about  $1-1/2  million  per  year.     He  said 
the  Commission  will  eventually  have  to  take  a  firm  policy  on  general 
aviation ,

Mr.  Hansen  said  he  was  in  the  process  of  preparing  a  memorandum  setting 
forth  a  clear  picture  of  general  aviation  operations  at  the  Airport, 
He  explained  that  there  are  three  types  of  general  avaitions 

1.  Corporate  -  owned  by  large  firms  -  usually  jets,  or  larger 
planes  operating  at  the  same  or  similar  speeds  as  commercial  aircraft, 

2.  Air  Taxis  -  smaller  planes,  many  of  them  jets,  servicing  the 
commercial  airline  passengers  whose  place  of  origin  or  destination 

is  not  served  by  a  commercial  airline. 

3.  Privately  owned  aircraft  -  usually  the  smaller,  lighter  type 
of  aircraft  owned  by  individuals.     Use  of  the  Airport  by  this  type 

has  been  decreasing.  The  owners  of  these  planes  are  gradually  drifting 
away  to  smaller  airports  -  they  do  not  wish  to  mix  with  the  big  jets. 

Mr.  Hansen  stated  that  it  is  the  position  of  the  Airport  Operators 
Council  International  that  it  is  most  desirable  for  privately -owned 
aircraft  to  leave  the  large  airports  and  utilize  the  general  aviation 
airports . 

He  pointed  out  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  did  adopt  a 
policy  urging  the  Federal  and  State  Governments  provide  funds  for 
the  construction  of  these  types  of  airports.

Roll  Calls

Honorable  Members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

As  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Millbrae,  I  wish  to  go  on  record  with  your 
Commission,  that  the  City  Council  of  Millbrae  and  probably  most 
of  the  citizens  of  our  City  are  firm  exponents  of  the  "Good  Neighbor" 
policy  as  far  as  the  San  Francisco  Airport  is  concerned,  but  we  are 
appalled  at  the  callousness  of  the  parties  making  the  December,  1967 
Traffic  Study  for  your  airport. 

On  Plat  15,  they  have  proposed  a  "Skyline  Parkway"  connecting  the 
main  airport  entrance  with  Junipero  Serra  Freeway.     This  proposal 
is  made  without  any  regard  to  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  21,  000 
residents  of  Millbrae.     To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  these  Ivory 
Tower  engineers  made  no  attempt  whatsoever  to  discuss  this  "Skyline 
Parkway"  with  the  members  of  the  Millbrae  Council  or  staff. 

The  citizens  of  San  Francisco  in  no  unmistakable  form,  told  the 
Freeway  engineers  that  "people"  must  be  taken  into  consideration 
in  laying  out  Freeway  routes,  therefore,  I  am  sure  that  the  Citizens 
of  Millbrae  have  the  same  rights. 

We  note  in  the  newspapers  that  Mr.  George  Hansen  did  not  espouse 
the  proposal  of  slashing  Millbrae  in  half  by  Parkways  and  Spurs,  and 
we  commend  him  for  his  statements. 

I  have  polled  each  member  of  the  Millbrae  City  Council  and  we  wish  to 
go  on  record  as  unanimously  opposing  any  new  connection  to  the  airport 
west  of  El  Camino  Real  to  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  and  continuation 
of  the  Junipero  Serra  Spur  through  the  City  of  Millbrae.     We  do  however, 
wish  to  cooperate  with  your  Commission  and  the  San  Francisco  Airport 
in  connecting  the  Main  Entrance  to  El  Camino  Real,   Rollins  Road  and 
the  presently  unused  airport  lands  west  of  the  Bayshore  Freeway.

Gentlemen: 

The  area  that  your  consulting  firm  refers  to  as  the  "Outlying  Area" 
in  the  December,   1967  traffic  study  of  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  (identified  in  gray  on  Exhibit  No„  16)  is  considered  by  the 
City  of  Millbrae  to  be  the  "immediate  area".     When  turned  around  by 
Millbrae  therefore,  we  would  identify  the  airport  as  "gray"  and  your 
"Outlying  Area"  would  be  of  immediate  concern  to  Millbrae. 

The  governing  body  of  Millbrae  went  to  great  lengths  to  achieve 
legislation  dissolving  Joint  Highway  District  No.  10  when  it  was 
their  intent  to  build  a  spur  through  Millbrae,  dividing  our  residential 
area  in  two  parts.     Parenthetically  speaking,  we  hope  we  don't  have 
to  dissolve  the  airport.     The  tone  of  your  consultants'  long  range 
recommendations  in  their  traffic  study  report  to  you  is  to  slash 
Millbrae  twice  -  first,  by  the  suggested  use  of  the  old  spur,  and  se- 
cond, west  from  the  airport  to  the  newly  built  Junipero  Serra  Freeway. 

Gentlemen,   Millbare  has  both  short  and  long  range  plans  for  our  city's 
development.    In  no  case  do  any  of  these  plans  include  these  recom- 
mendations being  made  to  you  now. 

We  have  tried  to  aid  in  achieving  a  second  access  to  the  Bayshore 
Freeway  in  order  to  relieve  some  of  the  traffic  problems  that  every 
city  seems  to  enjoy.     We  have  offered  the  use  of  our  Hotel-Motel 
Tax  money,  and  in  fact  have  budgeted  them  so  for  the  last  two  (2) 
years,  to  amortize  a  bond  issue  to  build  such  an  access  within  the 
confines  of  certain  areas  of  our  City.    If  such  an  offer  has  been  mis- 
construed to  mean  any  thing  even  remotely  resembling  the  recom- 
mendation here  before  you,  I  can  only  recommend  to  the  Millbrae  City 
Council  that  we  proceed  with  haste  to  withdraw  any  help  toward  any 
further  access  of  anykind.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JANUARY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (196?  Calendar  Year) 

San  Francisco  International  Airport  moved  into  fourth  place  among  the 

Free  World's  commercial  airports  in  passenger  volume  during  1967*    The  12,723«Bll 

passenger  total  was  slightly  more  than  London's  Heathrow  figure  of  12, 635 » 996. 

Heathrow  has  held  the  fourth  place  for  a  number  of  years. 

Airports  ahead  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport  in  passenger  volume 
are:  0»Hare  (Chicago)  in  first  place  with  27,552,8l6,  followed  by  John  F. 

Kennedy  (New  York),  20,^^5,856,  and  Los  Angeles  International,  18,125,152. 

San  Francisco  International  Airport's  percentage  gain  in  I967  over  I966 
was  20.6  as  compared  with  I6.8  per  cent  for  O'Hare,  I6.6  per  cent  for  Kennedy, 
18.8  for  Los  Angeles,  and  5»7  per  cent  for  Heathrow. 

These  percentages  for  the  United  States  airports  are  somewhat  inflated 
due  to  a  43-day  strike  of  several  major  airlines  in  the  summer  of  I966  which 
curtailed  air  travel.    An  adjustment  for  estimated  passenger  losses  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  vrould  indicate  a  ik  per  cent  figure  as  a  more  nearly  normal 
growth  rate.    Similar  reductions  for  the  other  United  States  airports  are  probably 
justified. 

In  other  traffic  categories,  shipments  of  United  States  Mail  by  air  from 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  I967  totaled  217,719,582  pounds,  a  gain 
of  23.9  per  cent  over  I966;  air  express  increased  by  5»4  per  cent  to  17,125,293 
pounds,  and  the  air  freight  total  of  48l,l68,609  pounds  was  up  15.^  per  cent.

Planning  Progress  Report 

On  Monday,  January  29  a  comprehensive  progress  report  on  plans  for 
Airport  expansion  and  development  was  presented  to  a  capacity  audience  at  the 
Public  Utilities  Ccanmission  meeting  room  in  City  Hall.    Mayor  «Joseph  1^.  Alioto 
addressed  the  group  briefly  stating  he  recognized  the  challenges  presented  by  the 
rausht'ooming  growth  of  the  airline  industiy  but  expressed  confidence  that  these 
chaJLlenges  will  be  met. 

Representatives  of  the  architectural  team  of  John  Carl  Wamecke  and 
Associates/  Dreyfuss  and  Blackford  explained  with  detailed  drawings  and  a  model, 
the  program  to  expand  the  passenger  terminal  capacity  to  a  design  level  that  would 
accommodate  a  flow  of  up  to  25  million  air  travelers  annually. 

The  program  in  brief  would  transform  the  present  terminal  buildings  into 
an  enormous  horseshoe  with  a  huge  automobile  parking  facility  in  the  center  and 
gate  positions  for  the  current  and  future  types  of  jetliners  around  the  rim. 

Die  architects  described  their  proposal  as  a  "total  plan"  which  would 
provide  for  the  Airport's  needs  into  the  mid-1970s  or  beyond. 
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Heliport  Dedication 

Uie  new  Downtown  Heliport  was  dedicated  on  the  last  day  of  the  month 
in  preparation  for  resumption  of  helicopter  service  to  downtown  iSan  Frsincisco 
after  a  lapse  of  nearly  five  years* 

Approximately  200  City  officials  and  civic  leaders  were  on  hand  to 
welcome  the  arrival  of  the  first  helicopter  flight  which  brought  members  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  and  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  Airport  staff 
aides  to  the  ceremony. 

Bay  Fill 

Application  was  filed  with  the  Bay  Conservation  and  Developnent  Commis- 
sion for  filling  in  179  acres  for  an  Air  Cargo  Center  to  be  developed  under  the 
Airport  expansion  and  developnent  program.    A  hearing  was  set  for  February  1» 
VIPs 

Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk  landed  at  the  Airport  on  a  visit  to  San 
Francisco  and  other  Bay  Area  communities*    He  was  greeted  by  a  group  of  San  Fran- 
cisco civic  leaders  headed  by  Mayor  Alioto* 

Tori  Akiysuma,  president  of  Japan  Airport  Terminal  Co«,  Ltd.,  and  two 
aides  visited  the  Airport  for  an  inspection  of  owe  facilities  and  expressed  special 
interest  in  the  parking  garage, 

Dr«  William  R»  Hunt,  airport  commissioner  from  Allegheny  County 
(Pittsburg),  Pennsylvania,  also  was  an  Airport  visitor* 

Traffic  Report 

Wilbur  Smith  and  Associates  submitted  a  report  on  the  Airport  ground 
traffic  study  made  last  summer.    The  report  was  formally  submitted  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  through  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  James  K,  Carr  at 
its  January  30  meeting. 


Townsend  Luncheon 

A  luncheon  honoring  Capt,  William  E,  Townsend,  Trans  World  Airlines 
chief  pilot  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  was  attended  by  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  and  Airport  staff  members.    Captain  Townsend,  who  has  been  a  key 
figure  in  the  Sound  Abatement  Centfer  activities  for  several  years  is  retiring. 
His  responsibilities  as  chairman  of  the  Sound  Abatement  Committee  are  being 
assumed  by  Paul  Obney,  committee  president.

With  regard  to  the  report  of  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
on  "Municipal  Railway  Modernisation  -  Financing,"  scheduled  for 
presentation  February  13,  1968,  Commissioner  McDonnell  announced 
that  Mr.  Carr  has  requested  a  week's  delay  and  this  matter  will  be 
taken  up  on  the  February  20  meeting. 


Dale  H.  Feam,  Assistant  Airport  General  Manager,  Planning  and  Devel- 
opment, explained  that  the  supplemental  appjropriation  request  for 
$28,190,000  from  the  1967  Airport  Bond  Fund,  is  the  money  which  will 
be  needed  to  cover  all  of  the  projects  anticipated  to  start  on  con- 
struction prior  to  June  30,  1369.     It  also  includes  money  for  planning 
and  development,  architectural  design,  and  specifications,  for  those 
projects  for  which  planning  must  start  but  on  which  actual  construc- 
tion will  not  occur  until  after  June  30. 

Accounts  Bureau  Director  William  J.  Dwyer,  in  suiswer  to  questions 
from  Commissioner  Goldman,  stated  that  $8.5  million  in  bonds  will  be 
sold  initially,  which  will  be  required  to  certify  the  architectural 
contracts.    A  second  sale,  of  $16  or  $17  million  more,  will  be 
necessary  the  first  part  of  next  year,  prior  to  time  of  certifica- 
tion of  contracts  for  construction. 


Report  of  Wilsey  &  Ham  and  Metcalf  and  Eddy,  Joint  Venture,  entitled 
"Interim  Preservation  cind  Recreation  Concepts,  San  Francisco  Water 
Department,  Alameda/Santa  Clara  Counties."    Mr.  Norman  Hansen,  Vice 
President  of  Wilsey  &  Ham,  made  the  presentation.    Mr.  David  Stone 
of  Metcalf  and  Eddy,  was  also  present* 

Mr.  Hansen  said  the  report  covered  40,000  acres  of  land  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Water  Department  in  Santa  Clara  and  Alameda 
Counties.    The  goals  and  objectives  of  the  study  were: 

1.  Maintain  quality  of  San  Francisco's  water  supply. 

2.  PresejTve  natural  state  of  the  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara 
Counties'  watershed.

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3»    Foster  the  continuance  of  agricultural  uses  similar  to 
those  presently  being  conducted. 

4,    Assist  in  meeting  needs  of  residents  of  the  surrounding 
area  for  increased  recreational  facilities . 


He  reviewed  the  present  policy  regarding  use  of  the  watershed. 

Prior  to  the  time  of  the  study,  there  had  been  activities  in  the  area 
of  leases  and  development?  these  have  been  incorporated  in  the  plan 
(two  golf  courses) . 

Other  recreational  activities  are  regional  parks  in  the  area. 

(Sunol  Regional  Park,  and  one  off  Calaveras  road  which  has  the  Sunol 

Valley  Golf  Course  on  it.) 

Mr.  Hansen  then  outlined  the  plan  presented  by  the  consultants  in  the 
preliminary  report. 

Under  the  proposal,  the  land  uses  have  been  divided  into  5  categories: 

1)  Resource  management 

2)  Recreational 

3)  Urban  uses 

4)  Special  uses 

5)  Public  services 

Under  the  preliminary  plan  the  consultants  propose  six  different 
recreational  usess 

1)  Golf  course  use.    Two  champion  courses,  one  lighted  at  night. 
Equestrian  facility,  trap  shooting  facility,  perhaps  a  small 
pond  fishing  facility  to  be  included  to  give  a  family  aspect. 

2)  Because  of  the  water  quality  aspects,  a  limited  area  at  the 
South  end  of  Calavaras  Reservoir  proposed  to  be  set  aside 
for  a  boat- fishing  concession. 

3)  Pond  fishing  facility  in  the  area  presently  operated  by  the 
gravel  company. 

4)  Another  fishing  area  adjacent  to  the  diversion  dam 

5)  Equestrian  area  near  gravel  company  pond. 

6)  Some  consideration  being  given  to  locating  another  equestrian 
area  in  the  south  part  of  the  watershed  adjacent  to  Calaveras 
Reservoir. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  who  would  be  paying  the  taxes  on  the 
recreational  land.    Mr.  Hansen  said  the  consultants  are  not  proposing 
disposal  of  any  of  the  land  whatsoever.     Just  permitting  egress. 
With  regard  to  the  recreational  uses,  he  said,  these  will  have  to  be 
worked  out  with  the  local  people  to  put  them  on  an  acceptable  cost 
basis. 

Mr.  Finn  said  this  was  merely  an  interim  report.     The  conditions  under 
which  the  area  would  be  made  available  would  be  discussed  by  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  and  responsible  public  agencies 
in  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  Counties.

Thereupon  the  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  68-0138,  approving 
in  principle  the  interim  concepts  presented  in  the  preliminary  report 
of  Wilsey  &  Ham  aind  Metcalf  and  Eddy,  and  directed  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  bring  the  report  to  the  attention 
of  responsible  public  agencies  in  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  Counties, 
to  solicit  their  views  on  the  concepts  developed  to  date.  Following 
receipt  of  these  comments,  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
is  to  submit  a  more  detailed  progrsun  and  report  to  the  Commission  so 
as  to  achieve  a  sound  long-range  program  of  land  management.    Mr.  Frye 
said  the  discussions  and  completion  of  the  final  report  should  take 
about  two  months.

South  Fork  Crossing 

Final  report  was  submitted  by  the  consultants  on  the  relocation  of  this  section  of 
the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  which  is  subject  to  rockfalls  and  landslides. 

The  studies  included  four  general  types  of  protective  measures,  namely:  structural 
protection  around  the  pipe;  preventing  rock  falls  by  stabilizing  the  canyon  walls; 
deflecting  rock  falls  away  from  the  pipe;  and  replacing  the  pipe  crossing  with  a 
tunnel.    A  total  of  11  specific  schemes  were  investigated  and  rough  estimates  were 
developed  for  nine  of  the  plans.    These  ranged  from  $1^2,000  for  partial  concrete 
encasement  of  the  existing  pipe  to  $700,000  for  rock-bolting  the  canyon  walls. 

From  an  economical,  operational,  and  maintenance  standpoint,  the  best  scheme  is 
the  inverted  siphon  tunnel  alignment,  estimated  to  cost  $2^5,000,  and  the  General 
Manager  has  recommended  its  adoption,

Mr.  Carr  presented  his  recommendation  that  in  the  financing  of  a 
modernization  program  for  the  Municipal  Railway  the  "non-profit 
corporation"  approach  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of  a  new  vehicular 
fleet. 

He  said  under  date  of  February  15,  1968,  he  submitted  to  the

In  this  memorandum  he  concurred  with  the  recommendation 
of  Accounts  Bureau  Director  William  J.  Dwyer  that  non-profit  financ- 
ing with  valuable  timesaving  advantages  be  used  to  acquire  a  new 
vehicular  fleet, 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  in  order  to  get  some  idea  of  the  amount  of  money 
involved  and  to  discuss  financing,  Mr,  Dwyer  and  John  M,  Woods,  newly 
appointed  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  working  with 
Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  have 
estimated  the  probable  number  and  type  of  vehicles  that  should  com- 
prise the  Municipal  Railway  fleet. 

Mr.  Woods  then  outlined  for  the  Commission  the  present  rolling  stock 
of  the  Municipal  Railway,  and  the  date  of  acquisition  of  each  of  the 
different  types  of  equipment,  and  average  mileage.    He  said  for  the 
basis  of  the  financial  report  alternative  transit  plan  4  was  selected 
i.e.  lines  "L",   "M"  and  "N"  under  Market  Street. 

Mr.  Dwyer  then  explained  the  "Dwyer  Plan"  for  financing  the  Municipal 
Railway  modernization  program. 

With  the  aid  of  wall  charts,  Mr.  Dwyer  then  outlined  a  tentative 
schedule  of  financing  under  the  recommended  $51,500,000  "non-profit 
corporation  proposal"  for  acquiring  new  rolling  stock. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  for  any  comments  from  the  audience. 

Miss  Marguerite  Warren  of  1746  -  32nd  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  referred 
to  previous  statements  she  said  were  made  by  former  Commissioners 
Stack  and  White  indicating  at  one  time  they  had  negotiated  a  lease 
contract  and  it  was  in  the  palm  of  their  hands.     She  said  she  prac- 
ticulars  were  not  indicated,  but  she  wondered  if  it  involved  a  third 
party  or  if  it  was  an  individual  lease  with  the  City. 
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Commissioner  McDonnell  said  he  would  take  this  up  with  both  gentleman 
and  find  out  if  there  was  a  third  party  involved. 

Nathan  B.  Cooper,  Controller,  said  he  concurred  in  Mr.  Dwyer's  pre- 
sentation, and  that  he  and  Mr.  Dwyer  had  worked  closely  together  on 
this  package. 

Mr.  Cooper  said  he  generally  was  for  a  general  obligation  bond 
approach,  but  that  method  in  this  particular  case  would  probably 
take  too  long  —  to  get  the  bond  approval  and  the  design,  particularly, 
of  the  transit  cars  for  the  BARTD  tunnel.     From  the  time  factor,  the 
additional  cost  of  non-profit  corporation  financing  is  warranted, 
he  said. 

He  explained  with  regard  to  the  previous  motor  coach  lease,  that 
the  lease  with  Mack  Trucks,  Inc.  provided  for  a  renewal.     It  was 
under  that  renewal  clause  a  lease  was  drafted  and  was  accepted  by 
the  Mack  people;  they  were  going  into  the  bus  construction  business 
again,  just  for  this  particular  lease.     At  the  time  it  was  ready  to 
go,  the  Federal  Government  came  out  with  the  ability  to  apply  far 
grants  by  local  agencies  and  it  was  felt  by  the  then  Mayor  that  San 
Francisco  could  not  afford  to  throw  this  possible  50%  away.    As  a 
result  the  Renewal  of  the  lease  was  not  approved. 

Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager  James  J.  Finn,  then  read  the 
proposed  resolution  approving  the  non-profit  method  of  financing  a 
new  vehicular  fleet  for  the  Municipal  Railway  and  directing  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  submit  a  specific  proposal 
or  proposals  on  said  method  as  soon  as  possible  so  the  Commission 
may  make  a  determination  at  an  early  date. 

Commissioner  Diviny  moved  adoption.  Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded 
the  motion,  and  Resolution  No.  68-0141  was  adopted  unanimously. 
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Resolution  No.  68-0160,  Mr.  Carr  explained,  was  a  request  for 
supplemental  appropriation  of  1961  Municipal  Water  System  Bond  Funds 
in  amount  of  $4,032,000,  to  move  ahead  on  the  tunnel  connection  and 
pipeline  to  bring  the  Hetch  Hetchy  water  directly  to  the  City.  The 
contractor  for  building  the  tunnel  has  proceeded  so  well,  the  Water 
Department  is  almost  a  year  ahead  of  schedule  on  the  project.  This 
requested  money  is  required  for  the  connection  of  the  tunnel  with 
the  existing  pipelines,  and  Crystal    Springs  pipeline  number  3. 
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Communications ; 

Letter  to  the  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  from  Mayor 
Joseph  L.  Alioto,  dated  February  14,  1968,  on  the  subject  of  higher 
use  of  City  property  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission. 

Mr,  Carr  said  this  subject  had  been  before  the  Commission  before,  and 
that  last  year  the  Commission  had  put  aside  $35,000  for  financing 
professional  services  to  review  certain  proposals  made  to  the 
Commission  for  the  utilization  of  air  rights  at  certain  locations,  etc. 

Mr.  Finn  then  read  a  draft  of  a  resolution  prepared  by  Mr,  Carr. 
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For  discussion  purposes,  Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  adoption. 
Commissioner  Diviny  seconded. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  in  his  opinion  the  next  to  last  paragraph 
was  confusing  —  he  felt  there  should  be  no  reference  to  sale.  He 
said  the  Mayor's  letter  mentioned  "lease"  only.     So  as  to  eliminate 
future  misunderstanding,  Commissioner  Goldman  recommended  that  the 
words  following  "adequate  financing"  be  deleted  from  that  paragraph. 

"RESOLVED,  That  it  shall  be  the  policy 
of  this  Commission  to  make  land  avail- 
able only  on  such  long-term  leases  as 
may  be  necessary  for  adequate  financing 
( (and  any  sale  of  property  shall  be 
considered  only  where  it  is  absolutely 
clear  that  long-term  leasing  is  not 
possible,  and  then  preference  for  sale 
shall  go  to  other  public  agencies)); 
and,  be  it  further" 

( (double  parenthesis  indicates  deletion) ) 

Following  discussion  by  the  Commission,  Commissioner  Diviny  seconded 
Commissioner  Goldman's  amendment.     The  amendment  was  unanimously 
approved  on  roll  call. 

Thereupon  Resolution  No.  68-0163  was  adopted  as  amended.

Attached  is  a  memorandum  report  from  William  J.  Dwyer,  Director 
of  the  Bureau  of  Accounts,  recommending  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  proceed  to  actively  explore  with  interested  groups  the 
financing  of  a  modernized  Muni,  utilizing  the  "non-profit  corpor- 
ation" approach. 

I  concur  that  every  effort  should  be  made  now  to  finance  acquisi- 
tion of  new  vehicles  for  the  Muni  by  this  means.     City  Controller 
Nathan  B.  Cooper  concurs  that  this  is  the  most  practicable  ap- 
proach. 

You  are  respectfully  requested,  therefore,  to  authorize  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  proceed  to  specific  proposals  using 
this  method  of  financing,     A  resolution  with  such  authorization 
will  be  submitted  for  your  consideration  at  the  Commission  meet- 
ing of  February  20 « 

In  accordance  with  Section  121  of  the  Charter,  I  will  submit  to 
the  Commission  in  a  short  time  a  proposed  general  obligation  bond 
issue  program  for  the  November  ballot  to  finance  structures, 
trackage,   and  other  improvements  to  the  Muni  system  not  covered 
by  separate  financing. 

The  amount  of  the  proposed  bond  issue  has  not  yet  been  firmly 
fixed. 

The  Commission's  staff  believes  that  the  wealth  of  data  collected 
during  preparation  of  the  recently-published  Northern  California 
Transit  Demonstration  Project  report  will  serve  us  well  in  formu- 
lating the  new  Muni  program-

Again  let  me  refer  to  the  matter  of  non-profit  corporation  fin- 
anci:ig  of  a  new  Muni  vehicular  fleets 

This  method  of  financing  has  been  used  very  successfully  in  meet- 
ing the  needs  for  structures  at  the  Airport.     If  approved,  it 
would  foe  the  first  time  this  method  of  financing  will  have  been 
used  for  vehicles?  and  the  saving  in  time  in  getting  the  job  done 
is,  of  course,  of  utmost  importance. 

At  the  February  20  meeting  Mr.  Dwyer  and  Mr.  John  M.  Woods,  newly- 
appointed  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  will  be  avail- 
able to  explain  the  program. 

Mr.  Dwyer 's  report  recommends  a  program  totaling  $51,500,000.  A 
proposal  in  this  amount  for  vehicles  will  not  preclude  an  addi- 
tional non-profit  corporation  program  for  shops  and  garages  at  a 
later  date.     These  structures  would  cost  approximately  $20,000,000. 

The  volume  of  the  program  advanced  by  Mr.  Dwyer  would,  of  course, 
result  in  corresponding  decreases  in  the  amount  of  the  general  obli 
gation  bond  issue  on  the  November  ballot. 

Mr.  Dwyer  and  Mr.  Woods,  working  with  Mr.  Oral  L.  Moore,  have 
estimated  the  probable  number  and  type  of  vehicles  that  should 
comprise  the  Muni  fleet.     It  should  be  emphasized  that  although 
the  exact  numbers  may  change  as  a  result  of  more  detailed  engin- 
eering studies,  these  changes  should  not  in  any  way  restrict  the 
Commisr.ion  from  proceeding  with  the  first  orders  on  equipment. 
The  dollar  amounts  will  remain  about  the  same  overall  in  any 
event. 

According  to  Mr.  Dwyer,  the  City  would  probably  be  eligible  under 
this  program  for  financial  assistance  within  the  terras  of  the 
Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act  of  1964,  which,  if  funds  are  avail- 
able, usually  provides  for  allocation  on  a  matching  basis.  This 
will  be  checked  with  federal  officials  as  soon  as  specific  pro- 
posals are  formulated. 

The  fees  of  the  legal  and  financial  counsels  would  have  to  be  de- 
termined in  the  negotiations  with  groups  which  may  be  interested 
in  participating.     Presently  an  estimate  of  $300,000  is  used  in 
Mr e  Dwyer ' s  computations « 

The  Commission  will  have  an  opportunity  to  determine  the  reason- 
ableness of  the  fees  before  giving  final  approval  to  any  plan. 

If  this  recommendation  is  approved,  we  will  pursue  the  matter  vig- 
orously and  report  back  to  the  Commission  on  more  specific  pro- 
posals as  soon  as  practicable.

According  to  modern  transit  standards,  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
have  one  of  the  best  transit  coverage  and  service  forms  in  the 
nation — but  we  have  reached  the  time  when  it  can  no  longer  be 
maintained  without  major  programs  of  improvements  to  plant  and 
equipment . 

Experts  state  that  transit  is  particularly  vigorous  in  the  San 
Francisco  area.     During  the  1960's,  while  transit  riding  through- 
out the  nation  continued  to  decline   (llo4  per  cent  between  1960 
and  1966),  the  Municipal  Railway  had  a  stable  level  of  patronage, 
in  fact,  monthly  riding  gains  have  consistently  ranged  from  2  to 
3„5  per  cent. 

Muni's  riding  habit  is  one  of  the  nation's  highest,  second  only  to 
New  York  City,  which  has  an  extensive  rapid  transit  system, 

A  basic  measure  of  relative  transit  use  is  the  percentage  of 
workers  using  public  transportation  for  home-to-work  travel. 
New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  and  Chicago  top  this  list- — but 
San  Francisco  is  moving  close  to  the  40  per  cent  level  in  the 
latter  three  cities  with  37  per  cent  of  its  workers  using  public 
transit. 

The  Muni  carries  more  than  half  a  million  passengers  over  700 
miles  of  routes  on  62  lines  each  day.     During  the  peak  travel  time 
of  4s 30  to  5; 30  p.m.,  the  Muni,  with  2  per  cent  of  the  vehicles 
on  downtown  streets,  carries  nearly  50  per  cent  of  the  people  who 
are  moving.     More  than  200,000  persons  enter  and  leave  downtown 
San  Francisco  by  transit  daily. 

The  Northern  California  Transit  Demonstration  Project  study  re- 
vealed that  the  San  Francisco  central  business  district  attracts 
more  East  Bay  riders  daily  than  does  central  Oakland — 27,040,  com- 
pared to  23,200, 

As  you  know,  a  flourishing  San  Francisco  economy  depends  upon  the 
best  possible  Muni  service.     Modernizing  the  vehicular  fleet  is 
the  first  step  toward  improving  Muni  service.

This  is  an  interim  report  on  plans  for  financing 
the  modernization  and  remodeling  of  the  Muni. 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  various 
ways  of  financing  a  modernized  Muni  have  been  reviewed. 
As  you  will  recall.  Controller  Nathan  B.  Cooper  and 
City  Attorney  Thomas  M.  O'Connor  took  part  in  many  of  these 
discussions . 

It  has  been  determined  that  there  are  four 
possible  ways  of  financing:     1)  straight  lease      2)  purchas 
through  budget  procedure      3)  general  obligation  bond  fund 
and    H)  non-profit  corporation. 

Mr.  O'Connor  has  stated  that  in  his  opinion  all 
the  above  types  of  financing  are  legal  under  the  provisions 
of  the  City  Charter. 

After  reviewing  these  four  financing  alternatives 
I  recommend  approval  of  the  non-profit  corporation  program 
for  the  purchase  of  rolling  stock  for  the  Muni .     The  use 
of  a  "non-profit  corporation"  has  one  important  advantage 
over  the  others — the  immense  saving  in  time  in  getting  the 
job  done. 

A  complete  program  for  acquiring  rolling  stock 
equipment  could  be  approved  within  six  months  under  this 
type  of  financing.     Within  a  year  after  approval  as  to 
policy  the  first  of  the  new  motor  coaches  could  be  on  the 
streets  of  San  Francisco.

Adjustm.ents 
have  also  been  made  to  provide  for  possible  inflation  and 
contingencies .

The  estimated  annual  cost  for  the  financing  of 
the  above  equipment  is  detailed  in  the  attached  schedule 
"Tentative  Schedule  of  Financing  -  Rolling  Stock." 

A  separate  and  possible  additional  program  for 
non-profit  corporation  financing  of  shops  and  yards  in  the 
neighborhood  of  $20,000,000  may  be  desirable. 

The  actual  requirements  for  the  shops  and  yards 
part  of  the  modernization  of  the  Muni  can  be  defined  more 
accurately  after  the  technical  review  of  the  engineering 
studies  are  completed. 

The  reasons  for  my  recommendation  on  the  rolling 
stock  financing's  are  apparent  from  a  review  of  the  following 
paragraphs : 

Alternatives 

Straight  Lease: 

The  straight  lease  program  was  discarded  because 
it  is  by  far  the  most  expensive  way  of  obtaining  the 
equipment,  inasmuch  as  the  City  cannot  lease  directly  from 
a  manufacturer  and,  therefore,  would  have  to  pay  a  10  per 
cent  excise  tax.     Furthermore,  there  would  be  no  possibility 
of  receiving  federal  assistance  under  the  provisions  of 
the  1964  Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act.

Purchase  From  Budgeted  Funds : 

Mitigating  against  budget  purchase  procedure 
is  the  absence  of  assurance  that  funds  would  be  regularly 
appropriated  each  year.     There  is  the  further  disadvantage 
that  only  replacement  items  can  be  purchased  because  of 
Charter  Section  74  which  limits  the  purchase  of  capital  items 
to  a  maximum  of  about  $17  5,000  each  year. 

General  Obligation  Bond  Fund: 

General  obligation  bond  financing  would  be  the 
least  expensive  method  of  all.     There  is  no  assurance, 
however,  that  a  bond  program  would  receive  the  necessary 
two-thirds  majority  vote.     If  this  method  is  pursued,  and 
it  failed  at  the  November  196  8  election,  we  would  be 
another  year  behind  in  our  replacement  program  and  coordina- 
tion with  BARTD. 

It  is  because  of  the  foregoing  factors  that  I  am 
recommending  the  non-profit  corporation  program. 

As  you  know,  there  have  been  many  meetings  with 
the  City  Attorney  and  the  Controller  on  this  method  of 
financing.     Recently  the  City  Attorney,  at  our  request, 
submitted  an  opinion  in  which  he  stated  that  the  non-profit 
corporation  type  of  financing  for  the  Muni  was  legal. 
(Copy  of  City  Attorney's  opinion  is  attached.) 

Since  that  ruling  City  Controller  Cooper,  yourself, 
and  I  have  met  several  times  to  make  sure  that  we  are 
all  agreed  on  the  best  possible  approach.     This  is  the  first 
time  non-profit  corporation  financing  has  been  considered 
by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  other  than  real 
property . 

Prior  to  the  ruling  of  December  11,  1967,  from 
the  City  Attorney,  inquiries  were  made  with  a  few  San 
Francisco  banking  representatives.     They  expressed  a 
willingness  to  participate  in  the  non-profit  corporation 
type  of  financing. 

There  are,  of  course,  several  advantages  to  this 
type  of  financing.     The  time  element  is  by  far  the  most 
important.     New  motor  coaches  could  be  ordered  as  soon  as 
the  financing  arrangements  have  been  completed. 
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If  the  "non-profit"  proposal  is  approved,  transit 
cars  could  be  ordered  as  soon  as  a  transit  plan  is  adopted. 
Inasmuch  as  there  is  a  minimum  of  a  two  to  three-year  period 
between  ordering  and  delivery,  the  time  element  becomes  very 
significant.     We  must  strive  towards  operating  in  the  Market 
Street  tunnel  by  1971  or  sooner. 

Another  obvious  advantage  is  that  the  Commission 
would  have  the  ability  to  acquire  new  equipment  and  additions 
without  the  restrictions  of  Charter  Section  74. 


There  are  several  essential  points  that  have  to 


be  given  careful  consideration.  Failure  to  accom.plish  any 
one  of  them  could  very  seriously  jeopardize  the  advantages 
of  "non-profit  type"  financing.     These  points  are: 


1.  The  purchase  of  the  equipment  must  be 
exempt  from  the  excise  tax. 

2.  A  "tax-free"  ruling  on  the  sale  of  bonds 
must  be  obtained  from  the  United  States 
Internal  Revenue  Service. 

3 .  Purchase  of  the  equipment  through  the 
program  must  meet  the  provisions  of  the 
Urban  Mass  Transportation  Act  of  1964. 

The  federal  excise  tax  is  a  10  per  cent  manu- 


facturer's tax;  and  the  only  way  that  it  can  be  avoided 
is  for  the  purchaser  to  act  as  an  agent  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco.     Therefore,  it  is  essential  that 
a  ruling  from  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  be  obtained 
prior  to  the  commitment  of  any  funds  under  this  proposed 
program. 


A  ruling  also  must  be  obtained  from  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service  as  to  non-taxable  income  from  the  interest 
on  sale  of  the  bonds . 
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At  the  same  time  the  non-profit  corporation  is 
presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  we  must  be  prepared 
to  present  an  application  for  grant  under  the  Mass  Trans- 
portation Act  of  19 6H  so  that  whatever  equipment  is  ordered 
will  be  eligible  for  federal  matching  funds.     In  this  regard 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  papers  be  reviewed  by 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  before  being 
finalized.     I  talked  about  this  with  Mr.  John  Gibson  of  HUD 
recently  and  he  agreed  that  this  should  be  done.     I  believe 
there  should  be  personal  representation  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
to  obtain  approval  from  HUD  prior  to  the  time  that  this 
method  of  financing  is  presented  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

It  is  expected  that  the  interest  cost  will  be 
favorable — probably  within  1  or  2  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
general  obligation  bonds  based  on  the  experience  at  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  on  this  type  of 
financing. 

This  financing  program  for  rolling  stock  would, 
of  course,  substantially  reduce  the  amount  of  a  general 
obligation  bond  issue  necessary  to  complete  the  moderni- 
zation of  the  Muni. 

Again  I  would  like  to  emphasize  the  great  advantage 
this  type  of  financing  has  over  the  other  methods  available 
to  us  -  time.     Upon  approval  we  can  start  inimediately  on^ 
the  necessary  paper  work  and  if  all  goes  well  have  a  definite 
program  of  equipment  replacement  under  way  before  the  end 
of  the  year.

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REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  seven  months  of  fiscal  year  1967-1968 
was  1.21%  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last  year.    Total  revenues  for 
the  period  from  July  1,  1967,  through  January    31,  1968,  were  $387,333  more  than 
budget  estimates,  and  total  expenditures  during  the  same  period  x^ere  approxi- 
mately equal  to  the  departmental  allotments.

"M"  LINE  FENCE  PROJECT 


The  new  fence  on  the  "M"  Line  right-of-way  in  the  vicinity  of  the  St.  Francis 
Circle  and  extending  approximately  500  feet  in  a  southerly  direction  along  the 
right-of-way  has  been  completed.    Considerable  difficulty  was  encountered  in 
constructing  this  fence  due  to  juveniles  pulling  the  posts  out  of  their  founda- 
tions before  the  concrete  set.    The  fence  was  finally  installed  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

TRACK  PROJeCT 


The  project  of  installing  a  new  guard  on  the  outside  rail  of  the  outbound  track 
for  the  cable  lines  on  Mason  Street  between  Union  and  Greenwich  has  been  com- 
pleted.   Certain  difficulty  with  derailments  had  been  experienced  at  that  loca- 
tion. 
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MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  GENERAL  OFFICE  BUILDING 

Repairs  have  been  completed  on  the  hot  water  heating  boiler  for  serving  the 
middle  section  of  the  west  wing  of  the  building  at  949  Presidio  Avenue.  This 
boHer  suffered  serious  damage  due  to  the  fact  that  the  existing  automatic  con- 
trols did  not  function  properly.    All  new  automatic  controls  were  installed  to 
comply  with  the  latest  recommendations  of  the  State  Industrial  Accident  Com- 
mission and  the  City  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  for  Control  of  Boilers. 
This  boiler  unit  is  now  operating  satisfactorily.  , 

WEST  PORTAL  SUBSTATION 

On  February  2,  1968,  West  Portal  Substation  was  shut  down  from  5-10  a.m.  to 
5°45  p.m.,  a  period  of  12  hours  and  35  minutes.    Trolley  feeder  interruption 
was  from  SrlO  a.m.  to  6:20  a.m.,  a  period  of  one  hour  and  10  minutes.  The 
Geneva  Substation  was  activated  to  take  over  part  of  the  load  and  connections 
were  made  with  the  P.G.^E.  to  carry  the  remainder  of  the  load  of  the  substation. 
There  was  considerable  difficulty  in  locating  the  trouble  which  was  finally 
found  to  be  a  defective  lead  wire  on  an  auxiliary  transformer  in  the  excita- 
tion cubicle.    No  trouble  has  been  encountered  with  this  substation  since  the 
repairs  were  made. 

TROLLEY  LINES  PROJECT 

Work  was  started  on  the  temporary  relocation  of  8  trolley  poles,  together  with 
the  necessary  transfer  of  span  wires,  in  the  vicinity  of  Mission,  Main,  and 
Beale  Streets  to  accommodate  the  construction  work  now  in  progress  for  the 
P.G.^E.  Company  building  to  be  constructed  at  this  location.    At  a  later  date 
trolley  poles  will  be  relocated  to  their  original  position  and  span  wires 
transferred  onto  these  poles.    This  work  is  being  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
contractor. 


TWIN  PEAKS  TUNNEL  50TH  ANNIVERSARY --HISTORICAL  STREETCAR  NO.  1 

On  Saturday,  February  3,  1968,  in  commemoration  of  the  Golden  Anniversary  of 
the  opening  of  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel,  Streetcar  No.  1,  one  of  the  original 
Muni  cars,  was  operated  from  Eleventh  §  Market  Streets  outbound  through  the 
Tunnel  to  St.  Francis  Circle  where  it  switched  back  and  returned  to  Eleventh  §

For  this  reason  he  recommended  Commission  support 
granting  of  authority  by  the  FAA  to  Wally  Hobson,  Sanitary  Fill 
Company,  to  establish  the  proposed  Brisbane  Airpark,  providing  the 
FAA  finds  the  operation  of  an  airport  in  this  location  will  not  con- 
flict with  the  operation  of  other  airports  and  the  existing  use  of 
airspace  for  other  airports  located  in  the  Bay  Area. 

Mr.  Carr  concurred  and  said  Mr.  Hansen's  recommendation  was  in  line 
with  previous  policy.    Thereupon  the  Commission  adopted  Resolution

HIGHLIGHTS 

Work  on  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct  ahead  of  schedule  shortens 
total  shutdown  time. 

San  Antonio  reservoir  accomplishes  its  design  functions  at 
an  early  age. 

Water  conditions  predicted  to  be  75%  of  normal  following 
last  year's  record  204%  normal  water  production  for  this 
Department. 

AQUEDUCT  SHUTDOWN  / 

Carry-over  storage  in  local  reservoirs  has  provided  all  the 
water  being  used  since  the  shutdov/n  of  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct  on 
January  2nd  for  construction  work  at  tunnel  portals  for  the  47-mile 
third  pipeline  across  San  Joaquin  Valley.    This  work  was  completed 
ahead  of  schedule  and  flushing  of  Foothill  tunnel  was  started  on 
February  20th.     Coast  Range  tunnel  flushing  started  February  21st. 
Flushing  of  tunnels  and  pipelines  and  testing  of  chlorination 
equipment  are  expected  to  be  completed  by  February  26th,  following 
which  normal  delivery  of  water  through  the  aqueduct  will  be  resumed 
The  additional  capacity  of  Hetch  Hetchy  aqueduct  will  permit 
recovery  of  desired  storage  levels  in  what  probably  will  be  a  dry 
year. 

SAN  ANTONIO  RESERVOIR 

San  Antonio  reservoir,  created  by  the  construction  of  James 
H.  Turner  dam,  started  impounding  runoff  from  the  watershed  in 
December  1964  to  accumulate  a  usable  supply  of  water  for  municipal 
and  industrial  consumption. 

In  the  spring  of  1967,  continuing  heavy  rainfall  threatened 
to  fill  and  spill  Calaveras  reservoir.    Upon  completion  of  the 
connecting  pipeline  to  San  Antonio  reservoir  the  transfer  of  water 
from  Calaveras  was  started  on  April  13  and  continued  to  May  26, 
1967,  with  a  total  of  3,428  million  gallons  thus  stored  for  future 
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use  that  otherwise  would  have  been  wasted.    At  the  minimum  rate  at 
which  our  water  is  used  this  represents  a  saving  of  over  half  a 
million  dollars. 

On  January  9,  1968,  the  consumption  of  water  stored  in  San 
Antonio  reservoir  was  started  through  Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant 
to  consumers  of  the  Department. 

On  February  21,  1968,  Hetch  Hetchy  water  flowing  through  the 
Coast  Range  tunnel  for  flushing  purposes  was  picked  up  at  Sunol 
filter  galleries  and  delivered  to  San  Antonio  reservoir  through 
recently  completed  Sunol  pumping  station;  the  water  thus  stored 
would  otherwise  have  been  wasted. 

In  just  over  three  years  and  three  months  this  latest  addi- 
tion to  the  reservoir  system  has  accomplished  each  of  the  purposes 
for  which  it  was  designed  and  constructed.     Each  of  these  functions 
contributes  to  the  ability  of  the  Department  to  maintain  normal 
service  to  consumers  under  unusual  operating  conditions  due  to 
construction,  maintenance  or  repair  shutdowns,  even  under  unusual 
seasonal  conditions, 

WATER  QUALITY 

During  the  month  of  January,  Calaveras  reservoir  and  Lower 
Crystal  Springs  reservoir  were  each  treated  with  copper  sulfate  to 
control  the  growth  of  algae«     A  total  of  4  8,700  pounds  of  copper 
sulfate  was  required  to  effect  control. 

Rainfall  during  January  generated  moderate  runoff?  however, 
high  turbidity  resulted  from  the  construction  areas  of  Crystal 
Springs-San  Andreas  pipeline  and  a  relative  lesser  amount  of  tur- 
bidity came  from  Junipero  Serra  construction,  particularly  on  the 
night  of  January  30th  when  pumps  at  Skyview  and  Trousdale  failed 
during  a  period  of  heavy  runoff. 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  water  in  Peninsula  reservoirs 
remained  essentially  unchanged  during  January.     No  changes  in 
chlorine  dosage  were  required  and  all  treated  water  remained  well 
within  the  limits  of  U.S.  Public  Health  Service  standards. 

During  the  month  of  January,  17  individual  flushing  opera- 
tions were  carried  out  to  prevent  or  overcome  dirty  water  conditions. 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

Rainfall  for  the  current  water  year  to  February  21st  ranged 
from  60%  to  88%  of  normal  at  gaging  stations  operated  by  this 
Department.     The  Department  of  Water  Resources  report  for  February  1, 
1968  predicts  only  75%  normal  water  production. 

A  year  ago  this  Department  experienced  an  all  time  record 
for  water  production  at  204%  of  average.

Letter  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission  informing  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  has  under  con- 
sideration for  adoption  a  proposed  new  rule  establishing  the  Transport 
Workers  Union  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Trust  Fund. 

Mr,  Finn  explained  the  fund  was  established  at  the  last  general  elec- 
tion, under  Charter  Section  151,3.1,  which  places  the  responsibility 
for  adoption  of  the  rules  for  administration  under  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mr.  Finn  said  the  rule  has  been  reviewed  by  himself;  Personnel  and 
Safety  Director  William  A.  McRobbie  who  has  worked  along  with  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  and  representatives  of  the  Union;   as  well 
as  a  representative  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  FEBRUARY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (January): 

Air  passenger  traffic  in  I968  got  off  to  a  good  start  with  a  total  of 

992,493,  or  9.8  per  cent  more  than  for  the  first  month  of  last  year.  Shipments 

of  U,  S.  mail  by  air  gained  21.7  per  cent  to  19,580,112  pounds;  air  express 

registered  a  slight  ,9  per  cent  decline  to  1,269,569  pounds,  and  air  freight  volume 

of  34»752,380  pounds  reflected  an  increase  of  2,9  per  cent. 

The  marked  increase  in  air  mail  volume  was  due  principally  to  shipments 
to  military  installations  in  the  Far  East  and  to  increased  amounts  of  first  class 
mail  by  air.  The  latter  category  showed  a  l4l.5  per  cent  gain  over  January  I966, 
following  adoption  of  a  new  Post  Office  Department  policy  giving  high  priority  to 
first  class  mail  when  aircraft  space  is  available. 

The  low  growth  rate  of  air  freight  was  due  primarily  to:    a)    a  continua- 
tion of  the  "softness"  in  domestic  air  cargo  shipments  which  has  been  experienced 
in  recent  months;  b)  stepped  up  competition  by  truck  and  rail  lines  which  has 
diverted  considerable  amounts  of  perishable  cargoes  from  air  to  land  transporta- 
tion, and  c)  inclement  weather  in  Southern  California  which  last  year  resulted  in 
routing  of  perishable  shipments  via  San  Francisco  did  not  repeat  this  year.  Also, 
on  a  number  of  outbound  trans-Pacific  flights,  space  normally  utilized  for  cargo 
was  preempted  for  higher  priority  mail  shipments.

Traffic  Summary  (January),  cont'd:  , 

January  aircraft  movements  —  landings  and  take-offs  —  totaled  26,9^^ 
as  follows:    Scheduled  carrier,  23,150;  military,  366,  and  non-scheduled  carrier 
and  itinerant  or  locally-based  private  and/or  corporate  aircraft,  3»^26;  scheduled 
movements  were  up  10.2  per  cent  over  a  year  ago;  military  dropped  almost  10  per 
cent,  and  other  classifications  gained  a  slight  1.8  per  cent. 

Bay  Fill 

The  final  obstacle  to  the  development  of  air  cargo  and  operational 
facilities  under  the  Airport  Master  Plan  was  cleared  with  approval  by  the  Bay 
Conservation  and  Development  Commission  for  filling  in  179  acres  of  tideland  area 
in  the  northeast  quadrant  of  the  Airport. 

Regional  Airport  Study 

A  Board  of  Control  was  organized  to  direct  a  study  of  Bay  Area  regional 
aviation  requirements . in  cooperation  with  the  cities  of  Oakland  and  San  Jose, 
Board  Chairman  is  Ben  E.  Nutter,  Oakland;  vice  chairman,  George  F,  Hansen,  San 
Francisco;  James  E,  Nissen,  San  Jose,  secretary;  Walter  A,  Abemathy,  Oakland, 
controller-treasurer,  and  Dale  H,  Fearn,  San  Francisco,  assistant  secretary  and 
assistant  controller-treasurer.    V/alter  Gillfillan  of  the  Institute  of  Traffic  and 
Transport  Engineering,  University  of  California  at  Berkeley,  was  named  acting 
project  director.

Municipal  Railway  vehicles;     Mr,  Carr  reported 
that  Accounts  Bureau  Director  William  J,  Dwyer,  and  Deputy  City 
Attorney  Jerome  Cohen  were  going  to  Washington,  D.  C.  to  check  with 
Federal  officials  regarding  applicability  of  Federal  assistance  to  the 
proposed  non-profit  financing  for  Municipal  Railway  vehicles?  and  to 
New  York  to  meet  with  Eastern  investment  bankers  and  other  interested 
parties.     At  the  same  time,  he  said,  Mr.  Woods  is  putting  together  the 
main  features  of  a  bond  issue,  subject  to  what  is  accomplished  with 
respect  to  the  vehicles.

Junipero  Serra  Freeways    A  decision  is  expected  any  day  from  Transpor- 
tation Secretary  Alan  S,  Boyd  on  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  matter, 
Mr.  Carr  said  Secretary  Boyd  told  Mayor  Alioto  last  week  in  Washington 
that  he  would  have  a  decision  in  about  a  week. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  Mayor  must  be  complimented  for  taking 
such  a  strong  position  in  advocating  the  ridge  route.     The  water's 
edge  route  would  sever  around  2,500  acres  from  the  watershed  prop- 
erties, while  if  the  City's  recommended  ridge  route  were  adopted  there 
would  be  only  about  400  acres  severed,  he  pointed  out.     Any  acreage 
that  is  cut  off  for  the  freeway  will  be  cut  off  so  far  as  natural 
environment  is  concerned  and  probably  will  be  used  for  other  purposes, 
he  said. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  was  curious  to  know  the  plan  of  procedure 
if  City  does  not  receive  a  favorable  opinion,  and  whether  the  legal 
department  was  ready  to  take  this  into  court. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  would  be  up  to  the  Commission  and  Mayor  Alioto 
but  that  he  was  still  hopeful  Secretary  Boyd  would  support  City's 
position.

Roll  Call; 

Commissioner  Goldman  referred  to  a  letter  request  received  by  the 
Municipal  Railway  from  the  Associated  Students  of  City  College 
relative  to  improved  service. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  what  might  be  done  by  the  Municipal  Railway 
to  make  a  complete  review  of  the  routes  of  the  various  vehicles  to 
determine  where  the  oversupply  and  undersupply  exist.     He  said  that 
particularly  now  that  the  Municipal  Railway  is  going  to  acquire  new 
equipment,  he  felt  the  tvio  should  go  hand  in  hand. 

Mr.  Woods  said  with  regard  to  the  City  College  request,  a  meeting  was 
scheduled  for  the  next  afternoon  with  the  president  of  the  student 
association  and  the  Municipal  Railway  staff. 

With  regard  to  scheduling  of  equipment,  Mr,  Woods  said  this  was 
accomplished  through  the  Transportation  Section,     There  are  seven 
full-time  traffic  checkers  going  about  the  City  at  pll  times,  setting 
up  schedules  according  to  the  needs. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  whether  at  some  juncture  a  complete  review 
should  be  made,  at  a  higher  level,  of  the  population  changes  in 
sections  of  the  community. 

Mr.  Woods  said  this  was  done  through  the  employment  census.  Also, 
the  Origin  &  Destination  studies  by  Simpson  &  Curtin  in  the  Northern 
California  Transit  Demonstration  Study  are  available  and  should  be 
re-processed  under  the  Muni  financing  plan,  provision  for  re-evalua- 
tion of  data  collected  by  Simpson  &  Curtin  is  included. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  could  understand  how  a  concentrated 
group  like  the  City  College  students  can  demand  improved  service, 
but  he  was  concerned  about  others  living  in  other  areas. 

Mr.  Woods  said  various  organizations  have  written  in  protesting  the 
adequacy  of  service,  and  every  attempt  is  made  by  the  Municipal 
Railway  staff  to  answer  their  questions  and  determine  whether  there 
is  merit  to  the  complaint. 
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Commissioner  Goldman  said  there  were  reactions  to  complaints,  and 
that  the  Commission,  as  agents,  should  take  it  upon  itself  to 
determine  "the  whole  picture." 


At  this  point  Mro  Leonard  H.  Airriess,  International  Representative 
of  the  Transport  Workers  Union,  addressed  the  Commission, 

He  wished  to  have  a  meeting  with  the  staff  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,     He  said  he  wrote  the  Commission  on  February  12,  1968, 
stating  they  were  engaged  in  negotiations  with  BARTD  on  the  question 
of  hiring  transit  employees.     He  said  in  their  negotiations  with 
BARTD  they  have  been  told  the  effect  on  the  Municipal  Railway  will 
be  very  slight.     He  said  they  would  be  delinquent  in  their  respon- 
sibilities if  they  went  into  negotiations  with  BARTD,  assuming  this 
and  then  found  that  a  great  number  would  be  affected. 

Mr.  Airriess  said  the  matter  goes  into  arbitration  on  March  20,  1968, 
and  by  that  time  they  must  have  some  intelligent  answers , 

Commissioner  Diviny  asked  Mr.  Woods  to  arrange  a  meeting. 

Mr.  Woods  said  the  Municipal  Railway  would  be  happy  to  sit  down  and 
meet  with  Mr.  Airriess,  but  at  this  time  they  do  not  know  the  answers — 
these  depend  upon  many  factors,  what  the  fare  will  be,  discount  trans- 
fers, etc. 

Commissioner  Diviny  suggested  that  Mr.  Carr  and  Mr.  Woods  meet  with 
the  union  officials  and  see  what  their  ideas  are.  Mr.  Carr  said  he 
would  arrange  this. 

Mr.  Airriess  said  he  did  not  believe  the  question  of  transfer  and 
fares  will  be  settled  this  year,  and  the  TWU  cannot  wait  a  year  for 
information  necessary  to  arbitration  that  takes  place  March  20  of 
tnis  year.     He  said  he  was  extremely  reluctant  to  believe  that  there 
is  no  answer  at  all  at  this  time. 


****** 


Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  presumed  April  1  was  still  the  date  to 
come  up  with  certain  answers  for  BARTD,     He  asked  Mr.  Woods  when 
he  planned  to  present  the  Commission  with  the  plan  for  approval. 

Mr.  i^Joods  said  that  a  decision  has  to  be  made  as  to  the  vehicle,  which 
will  have  to  go  through  the  Sunset  and  Twin  Peaks  tunnels.  There 
are  technical  points  that  must  be  answered.     Mr.  Woods  said  they  have 
to  proceed  on  the  assumption  the  non-profit  financing  will  be  success- 
ful and  they  will  be  able  to  secure  the  type  of  vehicle  they  desire. 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  referred  to  the  May  15,  1966,  letter  to  BARTD 
regarding  PCC  cars.     Mr.  Woods  said  this  has  been  discussed  with  BARTD 
and  that  the  PCC  car  would  be  the  last  resort.     Commissioner  Goldman 
then  asked  if  the  letter  should  not  be  withdrawn  inasmuch  as  the 
Municipal  Railway  is  looking  toward  a  more  modern  type  of  car. 
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Conunissioner  iVicDonnell  pointed  out  that  in  order  to  meet  the  April  1 
deadline  the  staff  only  needs  certain  special  technical  answers,  not 
the  complete  answer . 

Mr.  Woods  said  he  had  been  in  touch  with  the  St.  Louis  Car  Company- 
earlier  today  and  he  hopes  to  have  some  answers  by  tomorrow. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  still  felt  the  letter  should  be  with- 
drawn, and  made  a  motion  to  the  effect  that  a  letter  be  written 
BARTD  to  withdraw  the  letter  of  May  15,  1966,  and  to  withdraw  the 
PCC  car.

During  the  month  of  February,  Moccasin,  Dion  R.  Holm  and  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Power- 
houses generated  1^1,685,000,  70,986,000,  and  i^6, 861,000  kilowatt-hours  respectively, 
for  a  total  of  159>532,000  kilowatt-hours,  having  a  value  in  excess  of  $l,ll6,000. 
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On  February  26,  I968  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was  returned  to  service  after  a 
shutdown  of  almost  two  months.    The  shutdown  was  necessitated  "by  construction 
work  at  Tesla  Portal  and  Oakdale  Portal  to  connect  the  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  #3  and 
provided  the  opportunity  to  inspect  the  Coast  Range  Tunnel,    Previous  inspections 
had  been  made  in  19^6,  1952  and  196O.    The  tunnel  inspection  party  consisted  of 
Hetch  Hetchy  and  Water  Department  personnel  and  the  25-mile  trip  by  battery-operated 
tunnel  car  was  made  in  8-1/2  hours.    The  tunnel  lining  is  in  excellent  condition  and 
no  evidence  of  deterioration  was  noted. 

Delivery  of  water  to  the  Water  Department  will  be  further  increased  later  this  month 
when  the  entire  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  #3  is  placed  in  service.    This  will  increase 
the  delivery  capacity  of  the  Aqueduct  to  approximately  300  million  gallons  per  day,

A  professional  engineering  service  contract  for  the  design  of  the  tunnel  siphon 
alternate  for  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  at  this  location  was  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sion and  has  been  sent  to  Woodward,  Clyde,  Sherard  and  Associates,  Consulting  Soils 
Engineers  and  Geologists, 

Under  the  contract  agreement,  which  has  a  maximum  fee  of  $U8,500,  Consultant  will 
prepare  contract  plans  and  specifications  for  construction  of  the  tunnel  siphon; 
take  additional  borings  as  necessary  to  determine  character  of  the  rock;  prepare  a 
detailed  topographic  map  of  the  area;  and  submit  a  cost  estimate  for  construction 
of  the  pro^ject.

The  Project  Application,  in  the  estimated  total  cost  of  $2,950,000,  for  Federal  aid 
for  improvements  to  San  Francisco  International  Airport  for  fiscal  year  I967-68  was 
submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval  and  formal  authorization  to  file 
with  the  FAA, 

Work  contemplated  under  this  project  is  as  follows:

The  FAA  has  tentatively  allocated  $1,06T,^07  as  the  Federal  Share  for  the  allowable 
project  costs. 

Industrial  Waste  and  Sewage 

During  the  rain  storm  in  the  early  part  of  Febiruary,  the  stop  logs  were  removed  from 
the  drainage  canal  so  that  the  storm  water  would  by-pass  the  North  Oxidation  Canal, 
This  was  necessary  so  that  the  Pond  would  not  be  diluted.    The  monthly  sampling 
checks  this  time,  however,  were  taken  before  the  stop  logs  were  replaced  and  hence 
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showed  higher  deleterious  contents  than  usual,  although  still  meeting  Water  Quality 
Control  Board  requirements.    This  again  emphasizes  the  fact  that  replacement  of  the 
stop  logs  is  a  very  critical  step  in  the  proper  operation  of  the  pond  for  good 
pollution  abatement. 

Airborne  Freight  and  United  Air  Lines  were  checked  this  period  with  satisfactory 
results,  ' 

The  proposed  contract  with  South  San  Francisco  and  San  Bruno  for  the  treatment  of 
Airport  sewage  at  the  South  San  Francisco  Plant  was  reviewed  by  Staff,    The  proposal 
is  for  City  to  participate  as  an  industrial  customer  instead  of  as  Joint  partner 
and  was  recommended  by  our  consultants.    .The  rate  proposed  to  be  charged  for  treating 
sewage  appears  to  be  higher  than  for  other  similar  plants  in  the  Bay  Area,  Airport 
management  will  arrange  for  further  meetings  with  South  San  Francisco  and  San  Bruno, 

Paving  Program 

A  meeting  was  held  with  Airport  management  to  set  up  a  priority  program  on  the 
repaving  of  runways,  taxiways,  aprons,  roads,  etc,  \mder  operating  funds  and  to 
coordinate  with  the  PAA-sponsored  paving  program. 

Cargo  Building  No,  6 

We  are  working  with  Airport  management  in  developing  a  time  schedule  for  this 
project.    Work  will  consist  of  a  new  building  similar  to  Cargo  Building  No,  5. 
Paving,  access  roads,  and  utilities  will  also  be  required  and  will  be  done  under 
separate  contracts. 

Cargo  Area  Fill 

Conferences  have  been  held  with  Airport  management  as  to  procedures  for  filling  the 
area  at  the  north  end  of  the  Airport,  The  UEB  is  proceeding  to  obtain  the  required 
mapping  for  the  design  of  this  fill  and  with  soil  surveys  to  evaluate  the  suitability 


of  fill  material  available  on  San  Francisco  Water  Department  lands.    The  City  of 
South  San  Francisco  requires  a  soils  report  as  a  condition  of  issuing  a  grading 
permit.    Conferences  are  being  arranged  vith  the  Corps  of  Engineers  relative  to 
the  filling  of  the  seaplane  harbor. 

Uniform  Design  Standards  and  Regulations  Covering  Tenant  Construction 
The  manual  setting  forth  uniform  design  standards  and  regulations  governing  tenant 
construction  and  alterations  at  the  Airport  was  submitted  to  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  for  approval  and  adoption  after  review  and  approval  as  to  form 
and  legality  by  the  City  Attorney's  Office.    The  effective  date  recommended  by  the 
UEB  is  April  1,  1968,

Presentation  of  "San  Francisco  International  Airport 
Definitive  Plan"  prepared  by  San  Francisco  Airport 
Consulting  Architects  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates 
and  Drey fuss  and  Blackford,  a  joint  venture 


John  Carl  Warnecke  reviewed    accomplisimients     since  September  of  1967 
when  joint  venture  began  working  with  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities  James  Kc  Carr,  Airport  General  Manager  George  Fo  Hansen, 
and  Assistant  Airport  Manager,  Planning  &  Development,  Dale  He  Fearn, 
on  the  design  for  the  expansion  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport 
terminal  facilities — the  review  of  the  1966  Master  Plan,  research  as 
to  technological  and  operational  developments  in  the  airline  industry, 
visits  to  Boeing  Company  in  Seattle  and  to  major  airports  throughout 
the  country,  discussions  with  airport  managers  and  airport  architects, 
working  with  the  Airline  Technical  Committee,  and  discussions  and 
research  with  other  type  of  airline  companies « 

He  said  they  have  now  arrived  at  a  definitive  (or  working)  plan.  This 
plan  allows  for  growth  from  the  present  54  to  88  or  94  aircraft  load- 
ing positions,  depending  upon  size  of  aircraft  served.     The  Airport 
under  this  arrangement  will  be  able  to  accommodate  25  million  passen- 
gers a  year  and  all  the  supporting  facilities  outside  the  gate  area 
itself.     Construction  will  be  phased  to  proceed  even  when  the  Airport 
is  operating  at  peak  levels. 

Mr.  Warnecke  said  that  since  the  public  presentation  to  the  Commission 
on  January  26,  1968,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  received  a  detailed  pre- 
sentation.    Additionally,  Airline  Technical  Committee  unanimously 
adopted  the  design  on  February  21,  1968,  as  the  definitive  plan  that 
would  be  acceptable  to  the  airlines . 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  McDonnell's  question,  Mr.  Warnecke  said 
there  have  been  no  major  changes  from  the  plan  as  presented  in  January, 

Mr.  Fearn  said  the  plan  was  taken  to  the  Boeing  Company  in  Seattle 
for  review,  and  there  were  no  major  changes.     He  said  he  was  primarily 
interested  in  meeting  with  the  staff  of  the  Boeing  airport  analysis 
group  to  make  sure  the  plan  developed  will  accommodate  growth  variances 
of  the  747.     He  was  assured  that  under  the  plan  San  Francisco  Airport 
would  have  a  sufficient  number  of  positions  to  accept  the  growth 
changes  of  that  airplane. 
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Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  for  questions  from  the  floor. 

Miss  Marguerite  Warren,  1746-32nd  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  asked  when 
it  was  expected  to  have  the  North  Terminal  in  operation  so  as  to 
derive  additional  income. 

Mro  Hansen  said  City  will  be  deriving  additional  income  long  before 
the  North  Terminal  is  completed.     Four  passenger  rotundas  v/ill  be 
built  in  1969,  the  first  year  of  construction,  and  as  each  becomes 
available,  new  rental  opportunities  will  present  themselves — in  the 
Central  Terminal,  connecting  terminals  and  South  Terminals — and  then 
they  will  progress  to  the  North  Terminal. 

Commissioner  Diviny  asked  if  another  pier  and  rotunda  could  be  added 
if  needed,  in  the  area  United  Air  Lines'  facilities  now  occupy  to  the 
left  of  the  roadway  entering  the  airport. 

I«lr.  V^arnecke  answered  affirmatively.     This  has  been  discussed,  he  said. 
It  would  be  a  matter  of  negotiation  with  the  airline  for  exchange  of 
land. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  25  million  passengers  per  year  is  the 
plan's  design  level.     Mr.  Drey fuss  answered  affirmatively. 

Mr.  Warnecke  said  there  is  some  flexibility  within  the  plan  itself. 
There  are  a  number  of  safeguards  and  expandabilities  built  into 
various  areas. 

Mr,  Warnecke  said  while  there  is  some  flexibility  within  the  plan 
itself,  basically  there  is  the  question  of  saturation.     He  said  to 
go  on  and  beyond  becomes  a  matter  of  Commission  policy;  that  it  is 
really  beyond  their  assignment  as  to  how  the  Commission  goes  beyond. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  it  was  felt  the  facilities  could  be 
expanded,  if  the  air  space  could  accommodate  more  than  25  million 
people. 

Mr.  Carr  said  air  space  was  not  the  problem,  but  rather  it  was  a 
vehicular  problem,  as  in  Los  Angeles;  and  that  according  to  the  FAA 
and  consultant  Robert  Horonjeff ,  the  air  space  over  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  is  not  now  a  problem. 

Mr.  Carr  said  it  has  been  said  right  along  that  the  area,  with  its 
vehicular  traffic,  is  limited  to  25-30  million  passengers  a  year. 
The  same  as  Los  Angeles  will  be  limited  to  50  million,  instead  of  the 
75  million  they  have  been  talking  about.    Mr.  Carr  said  he  expected, 
beginning  with  1973,  that  the  overflow  from  San  Francisco  will  go  to 
Oakland  and  San  Jose. 

Thereupon  the  Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  No.  68-0228, 
modifying  the  existing  Airport  Master  Plan,  adopted  at  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  July  28,  1966,  to 
include  the  Definitive  Plan  both  for  new  construction  and  future 
development  not  now  financed,  and  that  this  Definitive  Plan  shall 
substitute  for  the  terminal  complex  that  was  included  in  the  1966 
Master  Plan.

This  memorandum  transmits  for  the  approval  of  the  Public  utilities 
Commission  a  plan  entitled  "San  Francisco  International  Airport 
Definitive  Plan  Prepared  by  the  San  Francisco  Airport  Architects  - 
John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates  and  Dreyfuss  and  Blackford,  San 
Francisco, "  which  plan  was  submitted  to  the  General  Manager  of  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  as  of  March  7. 

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
adopt  the  attached  Definitive  Plan  for  the  terminal  complex  at  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport,  and  that  the  adoption  of  the 
Definitive  Plan  shall  amend  the  Master  Plan  for  the  terminal  com- 
plex which  was  adopted  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Public  Utili- 
ties Commission  on  July  28,  1966. 

Section  121  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
states  with  respect  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commissions 

"The  Commission  shall  locate  and  determine  the  character 
and  type  of  all  construction  and  additions,  betterments 
and  extensions  to  utilities  under  its  control,  and  shall 
determine  the  policy  for  such  construction  or  the  making 
of  such  additions,  betterments  and  extensions  from  the 
public  funds  under  its  jurisdiction?  provided  that  in

with  the  funds  made  available  by  the  passage  of  the  bond  issue  in 
the  amount  of  $98  million  on  November  8,  1967,  the  accumulated 
unallocated  revenues  of  approximately  $5  million,  and  the  pro- 
jected revenues  in  the  amount  of  approximately  $7  million,  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  is  in  a  position  to  proceed  with  an 
expansion  of  facilities  at  the  San  Frcincisco  International  Air- 
port in  the  amount  of  $110  million.     Such  a  program  will  complete 
the  scheduled  construction  of  needed  facilities  through  December, 
1973,     In  general  the  construction  would  be  in  accordance  with  the 
"Ground  Level  Plan"  shown  on  page  11  of  the  Definitive  Plan  and 
indicated  in  dark  blue  coloring.    You  will  note  that  it  includes 
all  but  one  of  the  proposed  200-foot  diameter  rotundas;  the  comple- 
tion of  the  central  structure,  which  includes  the  garage;  the  con- 
struction of  a  north  terminal;  and  other  facilities  necessary  to 
connect  the  rotundas  which  will  provide  approximately  90  gate  pos- 
itions as  shown  on  the  plan  outlined  on  page  11. 

The  construction  proposed  also  includes  at  a  second  level  and  a 
mezzanine  level,  the  new  construction  shown  on  pages  13  and  15, 
respectively,  of  the  Definitive  Plan, 

The  annual  cost  of  this  proposed  construction,  including  debt  serv- 
ice on  bonds  that  are  sold,  has  been  compared  against  the  estimated 
revenues  during  the  15-year  period  of  pay  out.    Although  the  fin- 
ancial demand  will  be  increasing  for  the  next  few  years,  and  reach 
a  peak  about  five  years  from  now,  the  projected  revenues  conserva- 
tively estimated  will  at  all  times  exceed  the  annual  costs. 

The  projected  revenues  were  based  on  a  growth  of  passenger  traffic 
of  12%  annually.    As  an  indication  of  actual  growth,  here  are  the 
increases  for  the  past  three  years  in  percentage: 


The  percentage  increase  of  20.5%  for  1967  compared  to  1966  is  in- 
flated because  in  1966  there  was  a  42-day  partial  strike  which  af- 
fected considerably  total  traffic,  therefore  a  better  weighted 
percentage  would  probably  be  about  16%. 

In  light  of  this  experience  it  is  believed  that  the  12%  figure  used 
to  estimate  revenues  over  a  15-year  pay  out  is  conservative.  Also 
the  financial  estimates  assume  that  annual  revenues  will  be  about 
equal  for  the  years  following  1973.    Mr.  William  J.  Dwyer,  Accounts 
Bureau  Director,  and  Nathan  B.  Cooper,  City  Controller,  agree  that 
the  estimates  are  conservative  and  they  believe  that  the  project 
is  entirely  feasible.

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Additionally,  it  should  be  noted  that  at  all  times  the  Public  Util- 
ities Commission  will  retain  the  power  of  periodic  review,  both  as 
to  estimated  construction  cost  and  actual  revenues,  therefore, 
financially  the  program  as  outlined,  involving  capital  cost  of 
approximately  $110  million,  is  feasible. 

The  service  that  would  be  provided  is  far  greater  than  is  possible 
with  the  existing  facilities  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport.     Passenger  capability,  for  example,  can  be  developed  from 
the  1967  traffic  of  12,700,000  to  approximately  25,000,000  pass- 
engers annually  in  and  out  of  the  airport.    With  larger  waiting 
rooms  and  holding  areas,  moving  sidewalks,  baggage  conveyors,  and 
a  much  greater  automobile  parking  area,  to  mention  a  few  items,  the 
service  to  the  traveling  public  will  be  greatly  enhanced  by  this 
program  of  expansion. 

Beginning  in  1965  various  alternatives  to  this  Definitive  Plan  were 
examined,  one  of  which  was  the  possibility  of  building  a  completely 
new  terminal  complex  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  After 
engineering  and  architectural  studies  it  was  determined  that  the 
best  interest  of  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  in  fact,  of  the  United  States,  would  be  better  served  by  making 
optimum  use  of  the  expenditures  that  have  been  made  in  the  present 
terminal  facilities. 

When  that  decision  was  made  then  a  number  of  different  detailed 
designs  for  the  terminal  complex  were  examined.     These  were  re- 
viewed in  the  light  of  the  king-sized  jet  planes  that  will  be  land- 
ing in  San  Francisco  in  about  two  years;  the  prospect  of  a  super- 
sonic transport  in  the  mid-1970 's?  and  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
character  of  traffic,  particularly  commuter  traffic  from  southern 
California,  which  produces  a  large  number  of  the  passengers  at  the 
San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

Dozens  of  possibilities  were  explored.     Meetings  were  frequently 
held  with  the  Assistant  Manager  for  Planning  and  Development  of 
this  airport,  representatives  of  air  carriers,  and  others  who  had 
a  legitimate  interest  in  the  City's  plans. 

It  is  my  opinion,  after  this  complete  review,  and  a  public  meeting 
to  consider  the  Definitive  Plan  for  the  terminal  complex,  that  no 
feasible  alternatives  exist  which  would  serve  better  the  needs  of 
the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

The  members  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  certain  staff 
members  visited  other  airports  in  the  United  States,  and  conducted 
numerous  meetings  with  airport  managers  and  architects  and  engin- 
eers designing  airports  in  other  parts  of  the  world.

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Again,  in  conclusion,   I  respectfully  request  that  the  existing 
Airport  Master  Plan,  adopted  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  on  July  28,   1966,  be  modified  to  include  the 
Definitive  Plan  both  for  new  construction  and  future  development 
not  now  financed,  and  that  this  Definitive  Plan  shall  substitute 
for  the  terminal  complex  that  was  included  in  the  1966  Master 
Piano 

A  suggested  resolution  to  accomplish  that  objective  is  attached.

GENEVA  AVENUE  EXTENSION 

New  poles  were  installed  at  Geneva  Avenue  Extension  and  Ocean  Avenue  opposite 
Phelan  Avenue.     Feeders  and  span  wires  were  transferred  to  new  poles  and  old 
poles  removed.    This  work  was  done  in  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  project  for  the  extension  of  Geneva  Avenue. 

TWIN  PEAKS  TUNNEL  ,  :/ 

Two  hundred  feet  of  drain  tile  was  installed  in  the  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  approx- 
imately 1000  feet  east  of  the  Forest  Hill  Station.    This  drain  tile  will  effec- 
tively control  water  which  was  seeping  into  the  tunnel  and  collecting  in  the 
ballast.    Ties  were  retamped  to  correct  unstable  condition. 

SPRING  SIGN-UP 

Schedules  were  prepared  and  distributed  for  the  regular  quarterly  sign-up  to 
become  effective  at  Street  Car  and  Coach  divisions  on  Sunday,  April  7,  1968. 

Provisions  were  made  in  new  schedules  for  service  to  Candlestick  Park  for  all 
Giants'  games.    There  will  be  provided  three  e^qjress  lines,  three  local  lines, 
and  one  shuttle  line.

Sunday. 

FARE  COLLECTION  AND  SECURITY 

Installation  of  front  locks  on  the  fare  boxes  has  begun.  Approximately  200  locks 
have  been  changed. 

A  prototype  operator's  money  security  box  is  being  made  to  Municipal  Railway 
specifications  by  a  private  manufacturer.     If  it  meets  with  our  approval,  we  will 
issue  a  purchase  order  for  enough  boxes  to  equip  all  of  our  vehicles. 
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WASHINGTON'S  BIRTHDAY  EXTRA  SERVICE 

Nearly  all  of  the  department  stores  in  Stones town  and  Downtown  remained  open  on 
February  22,  1968,  Washington's  Birthday.    Saturday  schedules  were  losed  on  all 
lines  to  take  care  of  this  added  riding.    Experience  proved  that  the  regular 
holiday  schedule  would  have  been  inadequate. 

CIVIL  DISTURBANCES  AND  STREET  CLOSED  TO  TRAFFIC  - 

Haight  Street  was  closed  to  traffic  by  the  Police  Department  on  Sunday,  Febru- 
ary 18,  1968,  from  4:45  p.m.  to  9:37  p.m.  due  to  a  civil  disturbance.    All  Haight 
Street  coaches  were  rerouted  around  the  area  during  this  time.    Haight  Street  was 
also  closed  to  traffic  by  the  Police  on  Sunday,  February  25,  1968;  Sunday,  March  3 
1968;  and  on  Saturday,  March  9,  1968,  when  a  Peace  Parade  also  closed  Haight 
Street  between  11:40  a.m.  and  12:15  p.m. 


COMPLIMENTARY  TRANSPORTATION  FOR  FRENCH  NAVY 

As  a  good  will  measure,  free  transportation  was  provided  on  February  21,  22, 
and  23,  1968,  for  personnel  aboard  two  French  Navy  training  ships  which  were 
berthed  in  San  Francisco  Harbor  during  this  time.

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  explained,  in  answer  to 
Commissioner  Goldman's  request  that,  the  $200,000  requirement  under 
Passenger  &  Damage  Claims  appropriation  was  to  take  care  of  Municipal 
Railway  claims  presently  under  investigation  by  the  City  Attorney's 
Office, 
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He  reported  that  so  far  this  year  the  Railway  has  settled  40  more 
cases  in  the  under-$500  category  than  in  comparable  period  last  year^, 
and  the  City  Attorney's  office  has  settled  20  more  cases  and  7  more 
j  udgments , 

Commissioner  Chase  said  this  all  points  up  to  age  and  condition  of 
the  Municipal  Railway  equipment  and  the  need  for  new  and  more  modern 
rolling  stock. 

Commissioner  Goldman  added  that  lack  of  care  on  the  part  of  drivers 
which  lead  to  some  of  these  claims  was  also  an  important  matter.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Items; 

Mr.  Carr  presented  for  the  Commission's  approval  a  letter  addressed 
by  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  the  Project  Director 
of  the  Mayor's  Transit  Task  Force,  containing  a  general  outline  of 
the  type  of  subway- surface  streetcar  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
plans  to  operate.     He  said  the  information  is  being  submitted  in 
answer  to  BARTD's  4/1/68  deadline  for  receipt  of  certain  technical 
data  on  the  City's  new  cars  so  that  the  transit  engineers  can  design 
the  Municipal  Railway  portion  of  the  Market  Street  subway. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  latest  determination  regarding  the  general  type 
of  vehicle  was  being  submitted  following  extensive  study  by  John  M. 
Woods,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager;  Oral  L.  Moore  and  Wesley  F. 
Getts,  General  Manager  and  Principal  Civil  Engineer,  respectively, 
of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau?  and  conversations  with  Simpson  & 
Curtin  and  the  BARTD  staff. 

There  is  still  room  for  final  design,  Mr.  Carr  said,  but  he  wished  to 
present  the  letter  to  the  Comraission  as  of  today  because  in  sending 
it  to  the  Task  Force  he  was  rescinding  the  May  15,  1967,  letter 
relative  to  PCC  equipment, 

Mr.  Getts  then  described  in  greater  detail  the  proposed  type  of 
articulated  car  -  3  sections,  total  98'  long?  with  a  capacity  of 
carrying  approximately  300  passengers  seated  and  standing,  peak  load? 
with  the  maximum  number  of  cars  to  a  train  set  at  four. 

He  answered  questions  from  the  Commission,  regarding  height  of  plat- 
form? reversibility  of  cars  and  loading  sides?  location  of  doors? 
the  type  of  power — overhead  trolley  system  v.  third  rail?  flexibility 
as  to  the  manufacturer?  estimated  cost?  etc. 

iyir.  Carr  said  the  St.  Louis  Car  Company  has  brought  the  rights  to 
manufacture  the  German  car  on  which  this  parameter  design  was  based. 
Mr.  Getts  said  various  companies  including  foreign  manutacturers , 
will  bid. 
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Mro  Goldman  asked  what  types  of  car  had  been  considered  before  coming 
to  the  conclusion  the  car  with  the  overhead  trolley  was  best. 

Mr*  Getts  said  the  overhead  trolley  was  a  minor  consideration »  Major 
factors  included  ability  to  operate  within  subway  and  on  the  surface, 
with  right-side  on-ground  loading.     The  recommendation  of  a  three- 
unit  articulated  car  was  based  on  studies  of  a  number  of  cities,  and 
the  amount  of  room  available  to  move  the  load  in  peak  hours.  An 
influence  on  the  decision  was  the  Simpson  &  Curtin  study  which  indi- 
cated what  the  loads  would  be. 

Mr.  Getts  said  with  the  proposed  type  of  car  the  running  time  between 
San  Francisco  State  College  and  downtown,  for  instance,  would  be 
faster  than  the  present  equipment  on  the  surface,  but  underground 
it  would  be  comparable  to  BART's  underground  car. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  as  to  when  a  decision  will  be  reached 
as  to  one  of  the  six  alternative  plans  for  the  Municipal  Railway 
system. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  staff  is  working  on  this,  and  has  fairly  well 
agreed  on  two  of  the  plans.     He  said  it  is  Mr.  Wood's  opinion  it 
would  be  desirable  to  have  a  three-man  consulting  board  review 
what  they  have  put  together. 

Commissioner  Goldman  expressed  concern  about  being  placed  in  a 
position  where,  on  a  problem  that  has  been  before  the  Commission 
for  many  years,  the  Commissioners  must  act  on  a  major  decision 
one  week  before  the  deadline.     He  said  he  was  hesitant  in  this  matter 
and  would  feel  better  if  he  heard  from  BARTD. 

Mr,  Getts  said  the  original  recommendation  for  an  articulated  car 
came  from  the  BARTD  personnel — that  they  saw  the  answer  to  the 
Municipal  Railway  problem — 2  1/2  years  ago. 

Mr.  Moore  said  the  letter  contained  the  specific  parameters  BARTD 
required  to  move  ahead  with  its  design  as  of  April  1, 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Chase,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Goldman, 
the  Commission  authorized  the  sending  of  the  letter,  as  presented, 
to  the    Mayor's  Transit  Task  Force,  containing  the  latest  determina- 
tion with  regard  to  the  Municipal  Railway  subway  requirements.  The 
Commission  directed  that  the  letter  be  dated  March  28,  1968. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  he  would  like  within  the  next  two  weeks 
further  information  as  to  the  possibility  of  using  a  third  rail 
in  the  Municipal  Railway  subway.

HIGHLIGHTS  ^ 

Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  resumed  delivery  of  water  after  55 
days  of  a  planned  60~day  shutdown  for  construction  work. 

Crystal  Springs  Bypass  Tunnel  was  "holed  through"  on 
February  18,  approximately  a  year  ahead  of  schedule.     Related  work 
to  permit  delivery  of  Hetch  Hetchy  water  and  filtered  water  from 
Alameda  sources  directly  to  San  Francisco  and  northern  San  Mateo 
is  being  scheduled  to  take  advantage  of  this  early  construction 
progress. 

Continued  sub-normal  precipitation  has  reduced  the  predicted 
runoff  of  the  Tuolumne  River  to  70%  of  normal  for  this  year  accord- 
ing to  the  State  Department  of  Water  Resources  -  March  1  Report. 

WATER  QUANTITY 

Rainfall  for  the  season  on  Peninsula  watersheds  averaged 
from  64%  to  69%  of  normal  on  March  1st.     Rainfall  on  Alameda  water- 
sheds averaged  80%,  and  Hetch  Hetchy  averaged  70%  for  the  same 
period. 

Carryover  storage  in  local  reservoirs  was  used  to  furnish 
all  water  consumed  during  55  days  of  construction  work  on  the 
Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  plus  the  consumption  used  in  San  Francisco  and 
northern  San  Mateo  County  during  45  days  of  construction  work  for 
connecting  Crystal  Springs  Bypass  Tunnel  to  Pulgas  Tunnel.     Both  of 
these  projects  were  planned  for  construction  during  winter  months 
while  water  consumption  is  lower  and  can  be  successfully  met  with 
portions  of  the  system  out  of  service.     The  increased  capacity  of 
Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  will  permit  a  gain  in  local  storage  in  time 
to  meet  the  higher  demand  for  water  during  summer  months. 

Throughout  both  the  above  periods,  totaling  over  a  hundred 
days,  operations  were  carried  out  under  conditions  similar  to  an 
emergency  loss  of  the  major  source  of  water.    All  department 
personnel  concerned  with  the  successful  accomplishment  of  these 
major  projects  are  to  be  congratulated.

Operation  of  Iletch  Iletchy  aqueduct  i/as  resumed  on  February 
26  upon  completion  of  construction  v/ork  on  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  #3. 
Water  delivered  during  four  days  was  equivalent  to  20  mgd  average 
for  the  month  of  February,  and  the  draft  of  Calaveras  water 
through  Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  averaged  71.8  mgd. 
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WATER  QUALITY 

During  the  shutdown  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  (January  2  to 
February  26)  an  inspection  of  the  Coast  Range  Tunnel  was  made  to 
determine  its  condition,  to  sample  growths  that  occur  and  to  sample 
infiltration  water  for  chemical  analysis.    The  tunnel  was  remarkably 
clean  and  apparently  in  good  structural  condition. 

Plans  were  made  for  flushing  Foothill  Tunnel,  San  Joaquin 
Pipeline,  Coast  Range  Tunnel,  and  the  newest  Alameda  siphon  prior 
to  resumption  of  service  upon  completion  of  construction  work  at 
Oakdale  Portal  and  Tesla  Portal  of  the  aqueduct.     Delivery  of  Hetch 
Hetchy  water  was  resumed  on  February  26. 

During  the  55-day  shutdown  all  consumption  by  customers 
served  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was  supplied  through  Sunol  Valley 
Filtration  Plant.     During  February  an  average  of  73.4  mgd  was 
treated    with  27  million  gallons  used  from  San  Antonio  Reservoir 
through  the  newly  completed  San  Antonio  Pumping  Station;  the  remain- 
der was  used  from  Calaveras  Reservoir. 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  water  in  the  Peninsula 
reservoirs  remained  essentially  unchanged  during  February.  All 
dechlorination  stations  operated  throughout  the  month. 

A  total  of  35  individual  flushing  operations  were  carried 
out  to  correct  objectionable  water  conditions  during  February. 
This  is  an    increase  over  last  month  (8)  and  is  above  the  average 
of  20  per  month. 

BOND  FUND  PROJECTS 

Construction  of  Crystal  Springs  Bypass  Tunnel  was  77%  com- 
plete within  51%  of  the  scheduled  time.     On  March  18  this  tunnel  was 
"holed  through"  when  the  boring  machine  used  cut  through  into  the 
excavation  accomplished  from  the  other  end.     This  portion  of  the 
construction  is  approximately  one  year  ahead  of  schedule. 

Construction  of  Crystal  Springs  to  San  Andreas  Pipeline  was 
reported  75%  completed  within  71%  of  the  scheduled  time. 

San  Antonio  and  Sunol  Pumping  Stations  have  been  undergoing 
test  operations.     During  February,  San  Antonio  pumps  were  used  to 
deliver  27  million  gallons  of  water  from  San  Antonio  Reservoir  to 
Sunol  Valley   nitration  Plant.     During  flushing  of  the  Coast  Range 
Tunnel,  approximately  62  million  gallons  of  Hetch  Hetchy  water  was 
collected  at  the  Sunol  Filter  Galleries  and  delivered  through  Sunol 
pumps  to  San  Antonio  Reservoir  for  future  use  that  otherwise  would 
have  been  wasted. 
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SAFETY 

At  the  February  meeting  of  the  Central  Safety  Meeting,  Mr. 
Larson  of  the  San  Francisco  Safety  Council  emphasized  the  necessity 
of  using  hard  hats  on  construction  jobs.     He  complimented  the  Water 
Department  for  its  compliance  with  the  "hard  hat  rule"  and  com- 
mented that  Water  Department  employees  are  suspended  for  up  to  four 
days  for  non-compliance.    He  stated  that  this  rule  should  be 
enforced  by  all  affected  departments. 

BAY  AREA  RAPID  TRANSIT 

Lower  Market  Street.    Field  work,  including  laying  of  tempo- 
rary water  main,  was  started  by  the  contractor  in  connection  with 
construction  of  the  ventilation  shaft  in  Spear  Street. 


Mission  Line  (Modoc  to  Colonial  Way) .     Plans  showing  revi- 
sions to  the  contract  were  reviewed,  and  an  estimate    made  of 
additional  work  to  be  done  by  S.F»W,D.  forces  as  a  result  of  the 
revisions. 

Diamond  Street  Vault.    Preliminary  plans  and  an  estimate 
were  submitted  involving  relocation  of  the  Diamond  Street  vault  to 
Arlington  and  Roanoke  Streets.    Negotiation  of  this  relocation  is 
still  pending. 

SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  February,  405  old,  corroded  or  undersized  service 
pipes  were  replaced.  The  total  number  replaced  during  the  first 
eight  months  of  this  fiscal  year  is  4,052. 

METER  REPAIRS 

During  February,  607  meters  were  repaired  by  the  Department's 
meter  shop?  an  additional  402  meters  were  repaired  under  contract. 


FINANCE 

Collections  for  the  sale  of  water  during  the  first  eight 
months  of  this  fiscal  year  totaled  $13,904,182  which  is  $382,378. 
more  than  collected  during  the  same  period  of  the  prior  year.

In  discussing  Resolution  No.  68-0282,  approving  Water  Department 
request  for  transfer  of  funds  to  cover  estimated  deficiency  in 
Compensation  Insurance  appropriation.  Commissioner  Goldman  requested 
that  the  Commissioners  be  furnished  with  periodic  statistical  reports 
showing  the  amount  of  money  appropriated  and  spent,  by  departments, 
on  employee  industrial  accidents.     He  wished  a  total  scheduled  by 
departments ,  comparing  the  costs  during  the  past  years  with  the  current 
expenditures,  so  as  to  be  in  position  to  correlate  the  information 
with  regard  to  employee  accidents  and  costs  when  requests  for  funds 
are  presented  to  tne  Commission  for  approval.

In  adopting  Resolution  No.  68-0286,  the  Commission  accepted  as 
completed  the  professional  services  by  Development  Planning  Associates, 
Inc.,  for  a  feasibility  study  for  Pleasanton  Industrial  Park  on  Water 
Department  land  in  Alameda  County, 

Stuatt  Parry  Walsh,  President,  and  Hartold  V.  Pederson,  of  Develop- 
ment Planning  Associates,  Inc.,  made  a  brief  presentation  of  the 
recommended  Site  and  Engineering  Plan  for  the  proposed  development. 

The  Site  and  Engineering  Plan  report  is  the  third  of  a  series  of 
reports  submitted  by  the  firm  in  connection  with  the  proposed  de- 
velopment of  the  area.     The  first  report  on  Economic  and  Market 
Analysis  was  submitted  in  January,  1967?  the  second  report  on  Prelim- 
inary Soil  Investigation  was  submitted  in  November,  1967. 
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Mr.  Walsh  explained  that  it  is  the  City's  policy  to  lease — and 
not  to  sell — the  land.     Developers  will  have  to  incur  the  cost  of 
development.     Mr.  Pederson  said  the  plan  has  been  left  highly  flexible 
because  there  is  a  total  development  cost  of  $3,100,000  for  streets, 
sewers,  water,  etc,  which  amounts  to  approximately  $7,200  per  acre 
for  the  industrial  area. 

Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.,  General  Manager,  San  Francisco  Water  Department, 
said  he  was  recommending  the  Commission  accept  the  report  with  the 
full  unaerstanding  that,  as  the  development  proceeds,  each  specific 
program  would  be  subject  to  Commission  approval.     The  plan  is  flex- 
ible enough  so  there  can  be  changes  in  roads,  lot  sizes,  etc.  The 
site  is  going  to  develop  slowly,  he  said.     Revenues  expected  by  1969 
will  be  about  $5,000.     At  the  end  of  ten  years,  revenues  should  be 
over  $50,000;  and  by  1985  City  should  be  receiving  lease  payments 
resulting  in  an  estimated  $400,000  net  revenue  to  the  City  annually. 

Mr.  Frye  said  the  type  of  lessee  the  City  is  interested  in  is  smoke- 
less industrial;  such  as,  publishing,  research  and  development, 
service  centers  like  IBM,  offices,  light  food  processing,  etc.,  with 
lease  terms  ranging  from  40/50  years  to  99  years. 
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The  Commission  approved  entering  into  a  professional  services  agree- 
ment with  Harry  D.  Ross,  business  consultant,  to  serve  as  an  expert 
witness  in  presentations  of  a  $51  million  program  for  financing  a 
modernized  Municipal  Railway  fleet  through  the  non-profit  corporation 
method,     i^ir.  Carr  stated  Nathan  B.  Cooper,  Controller,  concurred 
that  this  service  would  be  most  desirable. 

Accounts  Bureau  Director  William  J.  Dwyer  then  outlined  the  schedule 
for  development  of  the  non-profit  corporation  financing: 

Since  February  20,  advertisements  have  been  carried 
in  the  Wall  Street  Journal  and  local  papers. 

Everyone  with  prior  interest  in  non-profit  corporation 

financing  projects  with  the  City  has  been  contacted. 

Interviews  have  been  held  with  12  to  15  banks  and  investment 
houses . 

All  people  interested  are  being  asked  to  submit  proposal  by 
April  30. 

When  the  proposals  are  received,  they  will  be  reviewed  with 
Mr.  Ross  for  his  expert  advice  and  he  will  be  available 
at  any  time  for  expert  testimony  in  regard  thereto.

Donald  C.  Hyde;  former  General  Manager  of  Cleveland  Transit 
System;  presently  transit  consultant  for  PBQ&D,  Inc., 
engineers  for  BARTD — at  the  usual  fee  for  this  type  of 
consulting  service,  $200  per  day  plus  expenses;  $22,500 
(Consulting  fees  in  the  amount  of  $18,000  and  $4,500  for 
expenses)  would  cover  the  work  to  be  performed  by  the  three 
consultants,  according  to  estimates  provided  by  Mr.  Dwyer 
and  Mr.  Woods.

Commissioner  Goldman  then  stated  that  it  was  not  quite  clear  to  him 
as  to  why  the  consultants  should  be  advisors  to  Mr.  Woods  and  Mr. 
Moore  and  not  advisors  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

They  are  in  a  sense,  replied  Mr.  Carr,  the  Commission  has  a  staff — 
they  advise  me  and  I  nave  to  recommend  to  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  still  thought  the  consultants  should 
report  to  the  Commission — after  all  they  are  providing  the  service. 
He  said  he  was  all  for  retaining  consultants  if  he  knew  what  was  going 
to  be  obtained. 

He  then  asked  if  Mr.  Curtin  was  going  to  be  asked  to  reconsider  his 
position . 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Curtin  was  a  competent  engineer.  His 
previous  report  was  based  on  a  policy  of  20-rainutes  from  downtown  to 
home.     If  given  the  criteria  under  which  to  work;  he  can  obtain  the 
answers , 

Commissioner  Goldman  continued  his  questions ,. .he  suggested  asking 
the  consultants  if  the  equipment  recommended  by  staff  was  the  best 
obtainable  for  this  particular  usage.     He  was  concerned  that  if  the 
consultants  arrived  at  different  recommendations  for  the  vehicle, 
interference  v/ith  BARTD  deadlines  might  result . 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked  if  it  would  be  fair  to  ask  that  the 
Commission  get  opinions  from  the  consultants  on  the  specific  question 
of  vehicle  design  by  April  23rd. 

Mr.  Carr  answered  that  he  would  rather  talk  to  Dave  Hammond,   (BARTD' s 
Chief  Engineer)  and  ask  what  his  design  date  is  and  then  find  out 
when  the  consultants  could  meet.     He  said  he  did  not  want  to  commit 
staff  to  any  arbitrary  deadline. 

Mr.  Woods  said  that  the  details  of  the  Municipal  Railway  equipment 
to  be  operated  in  the  subway  would  not  interfere  with  BARTD' s  design. 
The  main  concern  of  the  BARTD  design  team  was  the  height  and  width  of 
the  vehicle.     In  his  opinion  the  consultants  couldn't  change  the 
overall  dimensions.     The  vehicles  must  also  fit  into  the  existing  Twin 
Peaks  and  Duboce  Tunnels . 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Diviny,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Chase,  the 
Commission  adopted  Resolution  68-0294,  authorizing  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  to  negotiate  and  execute  said  contracts.

At  that  time  there 
will  be  further  discussion  of  law  enforcement  personnel  at  the  Airport. 
San  Mateo  is  interested  in  having  all  law  enforcement  at  the  Airport 
under  their  jurisdiction  and  auspices.

This  section  deals 
with  the  matter  of  non-interference  of  members  of  commissions,  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  others,  in  the  administra- 
tive work  of  the  departments  which  they  manage ,  and  leaves  the 
general  managerial  control  to  the  chief  executive.     It  sets  up  a 
channeled  process  under  which  it  is  required  that  the  commission  is 
forbidden  to  go  in  to  departments  and  deal  with  staff  on  an  individual 
basis  c

Air  passengers  for  the  month  of  February  totaled  921,925?  compared  with 
811, 400  for  the  corresponding  month  in  196??  this  being  an  increase  of  13.6^,  - 

Shipments  of  mail  increased  3^.2^  with  a  volume  of  20,321,000  , pounds. 
Express  shipments  showed  no  increase.    Air  Freight  volume  totaled  36,810,000  pounds, 
reflecting  an  increase  of  1^,8%  over  February,  1967.

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Meeting  v/ith  Millbrae  on  Roadway  Problems: 

A  meeting  was  held  with  city  officials  and  the  school  board  of  the  City 
of  Millbrae  to  discuss  mutual  problems  concerning  roadway  construction  from  the 
Airport  Interchange  to  El  Camino  Seal,    The  meeting  was  attended  by  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and  the  Airport  General  Manager. 

Sewage  Treatment  Plant: 

A  meeting  was  held  with  representatives  of  the  cities  of  San  Bruno  and 
South  San  Francisco  v/ith  respect  to  the  proposed  use  of  their  sewage  treatment 
plant  by  the  Airport.

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  Commissioners  are  all  aware  of  the 
excellent  work  the  Bureau  has  done  over  the  years ,  and  commended 
Mr.  Moore  for  supporting  the  recommendations  in  McKinsey 's  interim 
report.     He  said  that  actually  this  is  the  proper  move  at  this  time 
so  as  to  have  a  closer  tie  with  the  engineering  group  at  the  Airport 
in  order  to  work  on  the  first  phase  of  the  expansion  program  and 
keep  better  control.

under  the  Definitive  Plan  of  the  Airport  Termin- 
al Complex  as  adopted  by  the  Commission  on 
March  19,  1968. 


Commissioner  McDonnell  explained  that  the  special  meeting  was  called 
to  consider  the  contract  for  further  architectural  work  at  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport. 


The  item  before  the  Commission  was  a  resolution  authorizing  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  extend  the  existing  agreement 
with  the  joint  venture,  John  Carl  Warnecke  &  Associates  and  Dreyfuss 
and  Blackford,  for  professional  services  through  June  30,  1969,  to 
provide  supplementary  services  for  overall  architectural  coordina- 
tion of  all  design  and  construction,  both  public  and  private,  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport;  and  further  authorizing  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  execute  a  contract  with  said 
joint  venture  for  architectural  and  engineering  services  required 
for  the  first  pnase  of  construction  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  as  set  forth  under  the  "Definitive  Plan"  approved  by  the 
Commission  by  Resolution  68-022  8,  adopted  March  19,  196  8. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  described  formation  of  the  special  committee 
in  June,  1967,  to  select  architects  for  the  initial  stage  of  the 
Airport  expansion  program,  and  after  approval  of  that  first-phase 
to  select  the  firm  for  the  continuation  of  the  work. 

The  committee  consists  of:     Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager,  Utilities 
Engineering  Bureau,  Chairman;  George  F.  Hansen,  Airport  General 
Manager;  Dale  H.  Fearn,  Assistant  Airport  General  Manager  for 
Planning  &  Development;  Wesley  F.  Getts,  Principal  Civil  Engineer, 
Utilities  Engineering  Bureau;  and  Stanley  Fuller  Davis,  Utilities 
Chief  Architect. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  adoption  of  the  resolution,  for  discussion 
purposes.     Commissioner  Diviny  seconded. 

Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  James  J.  Finn  called 
attention  to  his  memorandum  of  April  8  to  the  Commission.     He  stated 
that  Mr.  Carr  had  reviewed  and  concurred  in  the  findings  of  the 
committee  and  recommended  adoption  of  the  proposed  contract  and 
extension  of  the  existing  contract  with  the  joint  venture  of  John 
Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates  and  Dreyfuss  and  Blackford. 

Discussions  between  the  staff  and  the  architectural  firms,  Mr,  Finn 
added,  resulted  in  an  amendment  to  the  contract  which  read  as  follows: 
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"Commission  may  at  its  discretion  require  the  assignment  of 
work  in  the  preparation  of  final  plans  and  specifications 
for  each  project  to  other  architectural  firms  of  Commission's 
selection.     Such  assignment  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  a  sub- 
contract with  Airport  architects,  approved  by  Commission, 
and  will  not  alter  any  provisions  of  this  agreement." 

Commissioner  Diviny  moved  adoption  of  the  amendment;  Commissioner 
Rousseau  seconded. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  did  not  understand.     He  interpreted 
it  that  the  basic  designs  have  been  drawn  and  it  is  proposed  that 
another  architect  be  brought  in.     What  function  will  he  perform? 

I4r„  Stanley  F.  Davis  explained  that  there  are  three  steps  in  the 
architectural  process — schematics,  preliminary  design,  and  the  "more 
or  less"  mechanical  job  of  carrying  out  the  design  in  the  prelimin- 
aries after  all  basic  decisions  for  design,  size,  and  shape  of  the 
building  have  been  made.     Commission  approval  must  follow  each  of  the 
first  two  steps.     After  the  third  step,  it  is  "safe"  to  call  in  other 
architects . 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  did  not  think  this  was  in  line  with  the 
intent  as  he  interpreted  it.     He  said  he  didn't  think  it  unusual  for 
any  architectural  firm  to  farm  out  work  to  others.     He  said  the 
amendment  was  superfluous. 

He  said  he  thought  the  purpose  of  adding  a  paragraph  was  that  in  the 
event  the  Commission  desired  to  delete  a  specific,  or  specific 
projects,  independent  of  others,  or  other  firms,  that  could  be  done, 
although  they  have  not  been  approved  in  general  design  with  the 
established  architects ...  certainly  not  to  approve  the  working  draw- 
ings.    He  asked  what  was  to  be  gained. 

Commissioner  Rousgct.u  ra..i.d  the  amendment  would  enable  the  Commission 
to  hire  other  architects,  if  its  original  architects  fell  behind  in 
their  work. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  Mr.  Warnecke  if  it  were  customary  for  an 
architectural  firm  overburdened  with  work  to  distribute  some  of  its 
load  to  another  firm. 

Mr.  Warnecke  said  you  see  major  buildings  at  times  when,   for  one 
reason  or  anotner,  two  firms  have  joined  forces  when  great  manpower 
is  needed  to  do  very  complex  technical  aspects  and  drawings  within 
a  given  t.ime.     This  happened  in  the  Federal  Government  Building — 
and  in  private  construction  (Bank  of  America,   for  example).     It  is 
not  unusual,  he  said.     He  stated  what  the  joint  venture  was  seeking 
is  one  integrated  total  design. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  it  were  necessary  for  the  Commission 
to  pass  a  resolution  regarding  the  fact.  If  Warnecke-Dreyf uss  and 
Blackford  are  doing  the  work  and  find  their  offices  are  filled  and 
they  can't  keep  on  schedule,  are  they  not  going  to  do  on  their  own 
what  the  resolution  says? 

Mr.  Finn  said  there  are  two  points  about  which  the  Conmiission  should 
be  concerned.     As  Mr.  Warnecke  pointed  out,  and  as  pointed  out  in 
Mr.  Carr's  memorandum  to  the  Commission  earlier  and  in  the  release 
made  today,  we  are  striving  for  excellence  and  unity  of  design  plus 
architectural  control  of  construction  at  the  Airport. 
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Commissioner  Diviny  asked  if  it  were  more  or  less  a  protective  amend-  I 
ment  for  the  benefit  of  the  Commission,  Mr,  Finn  answered  affirmative-  I 
ly.  : 

I^o  Warnecke  said  it  could  be  made  mutually  acceptable  to  both.

At  this  point  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  said  he  saw  j 

a  great  deal  of  ambiguity  in  the  provision  and  said  it  would  be  better  j 

if  he  reviewed  it  before  the  Commission  acted.     He  said  he  did  not  j 

think  it  would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  City  if  the  Commission  \ 

acted  on  it  in  its  present  form.    As  the  Commission's  legal  advisor,  j 

he  said  the  language  should  be  clarified.  | 

Mr.  Bourne  said  the  Commission  could  adopt  a  resolution  with  an 

amendment  along  that  line  and  then  would  have  to  see  whether  the  } 

architects  were  willing  to  accept  it. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  actual  approval  for  moving  ahead  on  | 

this  should  be  cleared  up  prior  to  this  being  completed.     He  asked  I 

Mr.  Bourne  if  this  could  be  done  by  Tuesday.    Mr.  Bourne  answered  1 

affirmatively.  1 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  still  thought  this  superfluous,  that 
the  control  of  the  architect  is  related  to  his  time  schedule.  They 
nave  provided  a  schedule    for  completion  of  certain  work. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  a  motion  and    second  had  been  made,  and 
suggested  amending  the  motion  to  read  that  it  would  be  as  worked  out  i 
with  the  City  Attorney  and  the  attorney  for  the  firm.  | 

Commissioner  Diviny  suggested  approval  in  principle  and  reference  to 

the  City  Attorney.  ij

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  did  not  think  this  should  be  done,  *  j

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  asked  for  roll  call  on  approval  of  the

Speaking  on  the  motion  for  adoption  of  the  resolution.  Commissioner  ' 
Goldman  said  he  wished  to  add  to  what  Mr.  Finn  said.     He  said  when 
the  Commission  made  a  tour  of  the  various  airports  last  spring  to  i 
make    determination  as  to  how  to  proceed,  it  came  to  their  attention 
in  several  instances — and  he  thought  it  was  generally  felt — that  if  j 
it  were  practicable  to  extend  the  architectural  design  function  to  I 
others,  that  the  Commission  should  consider  it.     It  was  never  intend- 
ed that  this  work  would  be  split  up  for  a  contiguous  functioning 
part  of  the  Airport;  they  realized  that  would  lead  to  chaos.  The 
things  they  were  thinking  of — one  example,  the  overpass — a  unit  | 
unto  itself — whether  it  would  be  practical  to  give  others  an  opportun- 
ity to  participate,  knowing  that  this  is  a  civic  effort.

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he  did  not  know  how  many  factors  of  the  design  would  lend  themselves 
to  independent  treatment,  but  said  he  thought  that  was  the  original 
idea  of  the  original  resolution. 

Mr,  Hansen  then  s^id  that  what  the  Commission  had  before  it  was 
approval  of  a  two-point  program.     One  is  to  extend  the  contract  with 
the  joint  venture  group  to  provide  supplementary  services  until 
June  30,  1969.     These  provide  for  the  overall  architectural  coordin- 
ation of  all  design  and  construction  of  the  Airport  development  and 
also  gives  continuity  to  the  Airport  architectural  design. 

The  second  point  is  to  approve  the  agreement  before  the  Commission 
as  amended.     That  totals  some  $40  million  improvements  to  the 
Airport,  including  interior  road  system,  present  passenger  terminal 
facilities  and  piers,  north  terminal,  etc.     This  phase  #1  involves 
some  seven  interrelated  aspects  for  which  there  must  be  an  overall 
design  in  order  to  maintain  the  continuity  for  which  we  are  looking. 
Commissioner  Goldman,  he  went  on  to  say,  speaks  of  a  separate  archi- 
tect for  tne  overpass.     That  really  couldn't  be  separated  out  because 
of  the  construction  of  the  overpass,  the  relation  to  the  north  ter- 
minal, the  location  of  the  service  roads,  the  various  rotundas,  etc. 
This  is  the  first  phase  for  which  this  joint  venture  group  is  to  be 
employed.     There  are  still  remaining  projects  such  as  the  garage 
structure.     There  are  other  structures  and  projects  that  can  be  given 
to  other  firms  and  architects,  if  that  is  the  ultimate  decision  of 
the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Diviny  moved  adoption  of  the  resolution  as  amended  and 
Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  his  point  was  being  missed.     He  was  not 
saying  that  a  single  architect  should  come  in  to  design  a  single 
overpass.     He  said  he  was  not  suggesting  that  they  do  anything  differ- 
ent, but  would  defy  them  to  tell  him  they  couldn't  have  another 
architect  do  the  design  work,  appealing  to  the  eye,  recognizing  that 
the  basic  design  has  to  fit  the  scheme. 

iVlr.  Warnecke  said  his  firm  has  retained  T,  Y.  Lin,  an  architect  who 
did  two  overpasses  with  them.     On  that  project  most  of  the  design 
work  is  engineering.     What  is  really  needed  at  the  Airport,  he  said, 
is  an  overall  one-design  look  as  against  the  campus-type  design  of 
Kennedy  Airport,  or  the  University  of  California,,  where  different 
designers  really  don't  work  together.     Continuity  is  as  important 
as  design. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  point  he  was  looking  for  could  very 
well  be  answered.     Certain  people  have  certain  techniques  that  apply 
to  certain  types  of  structures.     If  Warnecke  has  already  taken  steps 
to  add  persons  to  his  staff  who  have  expertise  in  design  that  was 
the  only  thing  he  was  talking  about,  said  Commissioner  Goldman. 
He  had  no  further  comment. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  Commission  and  staff  have  all  felt — 
and  San  Franciscans  in  general  are  very  conscious  of  the  City's 
International  Airport,  and  he  felt  the  Commission  should  compliment 
the  selection  committee  in  this  choice.     He  said  San  Francisco  is  in 
a  race  for  time — this  must  be  finished  for  the  arrival  of  the  new 
jets. 
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Miss  Marguerite  Warren  asked  if,  in  authorizing  this  contract,  the 
Commission  considered  the  recommendation  by  McKinsey  for  the  trans- 
fer of  30  men  from  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  staff  to  the 
Airport.     What  is  the  intention?    Will  the  architectural  firm  supply 
its  own  men,  or  is  it  proposed  to  use  the  City's  architects? 


Mr.  Hansen  explained  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  presently 
provides  engineering  and  architectural  services  for  the  Airport,  as 
well  as  the  Municipal  Railway  and  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  This 
program  that  has  been  developed  is  not  directed  just  to  this  Airport 
expansion  program  but  rather  to  move  to  the  Airport  the  group  that 
has  been  working  on  the  day-to-day  projects.     It  includes  review  of 
plans  and  specifications  to  make  certain  of  compliance  with  codes 
and  other  requirements.     In  addition  to  that,  the  architects  of  the 
joint  venture  group  will  employ  engineering  firms, — mechanical 
engineers,  electrical  engineers,  accoustical  engineers.     These  are 
two  different  things. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  had  one  other  condition  he  would  like 
explained,  because  there  is  always  concern  that  necessary  steps  have 
been  taken  to  protect  the  community.     He  said  he  would  like  to  suggest 
that  since  this  is  a  joint  venture,  that  the  errors  and  omissions, 
in  protection  for  the  City,  be  jointly  and  separately  so  that  the 
individuals,  either/or,  will  be  prepared  to  assume  that  responsibility 
in  the  eventuality  of  a  split. 


Mr.  Drey fuss  said  this  would  be  no  probelm;  both  firms  are  insured 
by  the  same  company. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  approval  of  Commissioner  Goldman's  pro- 
posed amendment.  Commissioner  Diviny  seconded.  On  roll  call,  this 
amendment  to  the  contract  was  unanimously  adopted.

Compared  to  other  airports,  San  Francisco  is  out  in  front  in  this 
regard,  Mr,  Hansen  said.     New  York  has  no  taxicab  agreement — any 
cab  can  come  up;  neither  has  Chicago.     Revenue  from  the  taxicab 
agreement  is  bringing  1/4  million  dollars  per  year  in  revenue  to  San 
Francisco  International  Airport.

Resolution  Wo.  68-0332   (Setting  date  for  public  hearing  on  helicopter 
rates  and  charges) z     Two  years  ago  the  Commission  gave  its  approval 
to  a  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  applicable  to  helicopter  opera- 
tions ,°  but  the  Board  of  Supervisors  rejected  the  schedule  on  the 
basis  the  rates  and  charges  could  not  be  justified  until  a  heliport 
was  in  operation  in  downtown  San  Francisco.     The  downtown  heliport 
Decame  operative  February  1,  1968,  and  this  matter  is  now  being 
resuDmitted  for  consideration  by  the  Commission.     Mr.  Hansen  said 
the  proposal  is  the  same  as  that  made  two  years  ago. 


In  discussing  Resolution  i^o.  68-0442,  authorizing  the  Water  Department 
to  waive  the  connection  charge  for  installation  of  water  services 
to  "Mini  Parks"  for  landscaping  and  irrigation.  Commissioner  Goldman 
questioned  whether  the  Commission  was  not  putting  itself  in  an  em- 
barrassing position  with  the  Park  &  Recreation  Department.  Water 
Department  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr., 
said  this  is  a  special  project  and  fully  within  the  power  of  the 
Commission.     The  creation  of  various  Mini  Parks  throughout  the  City 
is  a  special  project  of  Mayor  Alioto  and  favorable  action  by  the 
Commission  would  be  consistent  with  the  desire  to  beautify  San  Fran- 
cisco at  the  least  burden  to  the  taxpayers. 

Accounts  Bureau  Director  William  J.  Dwyer  said  charges  had  been  waived 
where  there  has  been  sufficient  community  interests  involved.

Ratification  of  Resolution  No.  68-0316,  authorizing  bid  call  for 
MR  Contract  No.  538 — Two-Way  Radios  on  Motor  Coaches. 

Mr.  Finn  said  at  a  meeting  called  on  April  10,  Mayor  Alioto  requested 
the  two-way  radios  be  installed  in  the  Municipal  Railway  motor  coaches 
as  quickly  as  possible.     Following  the  meeting,  Mr.  Finn  polled  the 
Commission  by  telephone  and  received  verbal  approval  from  all 
Commissioners,   (with  the  exception  of  Commissioner  Goldman  who  was 
out  of  town) ,  to  advertise  MR  Contract  No.  538  for  bid  call» 

Mr.  Woods  estimated  the  installation  in  225  coaches  should  be  com- 
pleted in  six  months. 

It  is  the  intention  in  the  progrsim  for  acquisition  of  new  motor 
coaches  that  each  new  coach  be  equipped  with  a  two-way  radio. 

Mr.  Woods  said  those  equipped  with  two-way  radios  will  be  used  where 
they  are  needed  and  not  necessarily  confined  to  a  particular  line.

Resolution  No.  68-0348  approving  submission  of  application  for 
federal  funds  to  partially  finance  the  Municipal  Railway  vehicle 
equipment  program,     Mr.  Dwyer  said  this  proposed  program  was  dis- 
cussed by  him  and  Deputy  City  Attorney  Jerome  Cohen  during  two 
sessions  with  the  Department  of  Housing  &  Urban  Development  (HUD) 
in  Washington  last  month. 

HUD,  which  administers  the  grants  under  the  Mass  Transit  Act  of  1964, 
reviewed  the  program  and  said  there  was  no  conflict  with  any  Federal 
laws;  in  fact,  they  said  it  was  just  this  type  of  program  the  Act 
was  instituted  for.    While  HUD  said  the  program  was  good,  at  the 
same  time  they  said  they  have  no  money,  that  applications  by  the 
State  and  BARTD  had  already  used  up  allocations  for  the  Bay  Area, 
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They  suggested  this  should  not  deter  City  from  applying — the  applica- 
tion could  be  processed  administratively  and  when  Federal  funds  be- 
come available  City  would  be  right  in  line.     It  takes  approximately 
six  to  seven  months  to  process  an  application.     Under  the  Act,  the 
$51  million  Municipal  Railway  equipment  program  should  be  eligible 
for  approximately  50%,  Mr.  Dwyer  said. 

Mr.  Dwyer  said  he  has  talked  to  seven  or  eight  different  banking 
institutions  and  financing  houses  on  the  proposed  non-profit  corpora- 
tion financing.    Everyone  expressed  a  desire  to  participate  and 
April  30  has  been  set  as  the  closing  date  to  receive  proposals  for 
the  financing.    He  anticipated  that,  following  review  of  the  propos- 
als, he  should  be  before  the  Commission  with  a  financing  package  the 
second  meeting  in  May. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  Mr,  Dwyer  had  any  idea  of  the  differ- 
ence in  interest  rate  between  the  non-profit  corporation  approach 
and  general  obligation  bonds . 

Mr,  Dwyer  said  that  with  one  exception,  they  all  would  be  within  1/2 
of  1%  of  the  general  obligation  bond  rate.     It  would  be  in  the 
neighborhood  of  5%.    This  would  be  spread  over  a  period.     Some  are 
for  7  years,  15  years,  20  years.    A  dollar  figure  over  a  period  of 
20  years  would  be  $1,500,000. 


In  the  matter  of  the  award  of  MR  Contract  No.  540  -  "No.  47  Trolley 
Coach  Detour  from  Army  Street  to  25th  Street",  Commissioner  Goldman 
moved  approval,  eind  Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded,  for  discussion 
purposes  only. 

Mr.  Finn  then  read  the  proposed  resolution,  recommended  by  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities,  awarding  the  contract  to  the  low 
bidder.  Metropolitan  Electric  Company  of  Castro  Valley,  and  waiving 
as  technical  defect  the  absence  of  a  certificate  of  non-collusion. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  called  upon  Public  Utilities  Counsel  William 
F,  Bourne,  to  give  his  legal  opinion  as  to  the  positions  the 
Commission  can  take  in  this  matter. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  the  matter  was  reviewed  by  him  at  Mr.  Finn's  request 
shortly  after  the  bids  were  opened.    As  expressed  in  his  later  memor- 
andum to  the  Commission,  Mr.  Bourne  said  the  City  Attorney's  Office's 
legal  viewpoint  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Commission  was  free  in  the 
exercise  of  its  discretion  to  accept  the  late  bid  of  Metropolitan 
Electric,  waiving  the  technical  defeat,  and  was  also  free  to  accept 
the  bid  notwithstanding  that  it  was  opened  late  in  light  of  the 
others.     The  Commission,  he  said,  was  also  free  to  reject  all  bids 
and  go  out  once  again  to  call  for  bids  on  the  contract. 

Raymond  Levy,  attorney,  representing  the  San  Francisco  Electrical 
Contractors  Association  (a  member  of  the  National  Electrical  Associa- 
tion) ,  disagreed  that  the  resolution  could  be  approved  because  the 
City  Charter  provides  that  all  bids  shall  be  publicly  opened.  He 
said  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  late  filing  was  not  publicly  opened^ 
the  bid  was  invalid.    He  said  he  wished  it  understood  that  he  was  not 
going  to  suggest  or  imply  there  was  any  fraud  in  the  late  filing. 
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The  City  Cnarter,  the  State  of  California,  the  Public  Works  Code — 
all  state  that  bids  have  to  be  opened  publicly.     This  bid  was  opened 
the  following  day  and  in  private,  he  said.     Clearly  the  Charter 
permits  a  rejection  which  the  Commission  can  do,  and  start  over  again, 
but  to  permit  the  possibility  of  criticism  or  the  suggestion  of  fraud 
by  allowing  a  person  to  put  in  a  late  bid  is  a  very  serious  thing,  he 
said, 

Mr,  Bourne  pointed  out  that  the  bid  was  not  late. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  asked  Mr.  Bourne  if  the  statement  were  correct 
that  we  have  to  open  the  bid  publicly. 

Mr.  Bourne  replied  that  every  charter  or  law  dealing  with  bidding 
says  they  have  to  be  opened  publicly. 

Commissioner  Goldman  moved  an  amendment  to  the  resolution,  declaring 
all  bids  rejected,  and  that  the  contract  be  readvertised  for  bid 
call. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded  for  discussion  purposes. 

Dale  Kirkland,  executive  director  of  the  Northern  California  Chapter 
of  the  National  Electrical  Contractors  Association,  said  he  would 
agree  with  Mr.  Levy  that  anything  that  could  be  done  to  strengthen 
or  enhance  the  bidding  procedure  would  be  welcome  to  the  industry; 
but  there  is  no  procedure  that  will  not  have  errors.    He  said  he  did 
not  think  anyone  present  was  inferring  that  there  has  been  collusion^ 
or  that  this  bid  was  not  in  the  hands  of  the  Commission  at  the  time 
stated  prior  to  opening.     Although  there  was  a  clerical  error,  it 
would  not  have  materially  changed  the  bid  results.     The  specifica- 
tions put  out  were  met  by  the  contractor.     He  conformed  in  good 
faith  to  all  aspects.     He  has  the  low  bid.     If  the  Commission  wishes 
to  change  bid  procedures,  that  would  be  OK  but  it  would  be  erroneous 
to  throw  out  bids  and  rebid  now  that  the  prices  are  public  informa- 
tion„     He  asked  that  the  award  be  made  as  recommended;  that  he  con- 
curred with  the  PUC  staff  and  the  Utilities  Counsel.     To  ask  that 
bids  be  thrown  out  results  in  additional  expense,  he  said. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  there  were  any  precedent  for  this  type 
of  situation  where  an  obvious  oversight  has  led  to  a  confused  state 
of  affairs. 

Mr.  Bourne  said  he  knew  of  nothing  within  our  operation  and  knew  of 
no  jurisdictional  precedent. 

Mr.  Finn  then  explained  the  facts  pertaining  to  the  Metropolitan 
Electric  bid, 

Mr.  Kirkland  said  it  was  mailed  special  delivery  at  11:30  a.m.  on 
April  3. 

Sometime  during  that  night  it  was  delivered  to  the  PUC  office. 
It  was  in  the  office  before  the  2:00  p.m.  bid  opening  date  set  for 
April  4,     Through  clerical  error  it  was  not  in  Mr.  Finn's  hands  in 
the  bid-opening  room  at  the  time  the  bids  were  opened.     The  bid  was 
subsequently  opened  by  a  clerk  in  the  office  the  next  morning  at 
approximately  8s 30  a.m.,  April  5. 

The  Commission  then  unanimously  voted  to  adopt  the  amended  resolution 
rejecting  all  bids  and  authorizing  readvertising . 
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Commissioner  McDonnell  said  he  hoped  everyone  present  realized  the 
Commission  actually  had  the  bid  in  hand  but  that  just  through  a 
clerical  error  in  the  office  it  was  not  opened.

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  the  General  Manager  of  Municipal  Rail- 
way John  M.  Woods  for  a  report  on  the  status  of  the  improvement 
plans  for  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Woods  stated  that  on  February  15  of  this  year  a  memo  was  received 
from  Robert  J.  Dolan,  Clerk,  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  schedule  of 
dates  for  submission  of  bond  issues.     May  6  was  the  last  date  for 
submission. 

With  the  limited  staff  available  for  Municipal  Railway  studies, 
efforts  have  been  concentrated  on  the  lease-purchase  plan  for  new 
rolling  stock.     Resolution  68-0141,  was  passed  February  20,  1968, 
approving  this  lease  purchase.     At  that  time  it  was  felt  it  would  be 
more  prudent  to  obtain  new  equipment  in  this  manner  than  to  present 
a  bond  issue  to  the  electorate  in  November,  1968, 

On  April  8  and  again  on  April  17  Mr.  Woods  attended  meetings  with 
Parsons,  Brinckerhoff  and  received  the  following  information  with 
regard  to  completion  dates  for  various  sections  of  Market  Street. 

1.  If  BARTD  obtains  additional  financing  by  July  1,  1968,  and 
the  Davis  Street  Station  is  not  built,  the  completion  date 
for  Section  IS0051  between  the  Montgomery  Street  Station 
and  Spear  Street  would  be  mid  1971.     If  the  regional  station 
is  built  at  Davis  Street,  it  would  defer  this  completion 
until  early  1972. 

2.  If  BARTD  obtains  additional  financing  by  July  1,  1968,  and 
no  mezzanine  extension  is  constructed  on  the  west  end  of 
the  Civic  Center  Station,  construction  could  be  completed 
on  a  temporary  ramp  at  this  location  by  December  1970. 

If  the  mezzanine  extension  is  built,  which  in  all  probability 
it  will  be  because  a  HUD  grant  has  been  given  for  this  pur- 
pose, the  completion  date  of  the  ramp  will  be  May  1971. 
Construction  of  this  temporary  ramp  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$4,664,000  would  permit  the  Municipal  Railway  to  operate  in 
the  upper  level  of  the  Market  Street  Station  between  the 
Civic  Center  Station  and  the  Montgomery  Street  Station, 
as  soon  as  a  permanent  crossover  is  constructed  east  of  the 
Montgomery  Street  Station  in  the  box  section  under  (1.)  above. 
This  completion  date  is  estimated  at  mid  1971. 

3.  If  BARTD  receives  additional  financing  by  July  1,  1968,  and 
the  temporary  ramp  is  not  built  at  the  Civic  Center  Station, 
the  Municipal  Railway  would  not  be  able  to  operate  in  the 
upper  level  until  mid  1972  when  the  permanent  Duboce 
Avenue  ramp  would  be  completed. 
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In  view  of  the  above  completion  dates  Mr.  Woods  felt  a  bond  issue 
for  the  Municipal  Railway  could  be  deferred  until  November  1969. 
If  the  lease-purchase  plan  is  approved  by  July  1,  1968,  the  speci- 
fications could  be  prepared  and  bids  received  for  subway  surface 
cars  by  1969  spring. 

At  today's  meeting  a  resolution  has  been  passed  for  federal  funds. 
If  these  are  available  July  1,  1969,  a  purchase  order  can  be  issued 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year.     It  will  take  18  to  24  months, 
which  means  the  vehicles  will  be  here  by  mid  1971,  which  would  meet 
BARTD's  schedule. 

Mr.  Woods  said  the  bidders  can  prepare  bids  in  three  weeks.  Delivery 
depends  upon  what  the  manufacturer  has  on  the  assembly  line.     If  they 
didn't  have  anything  on  the  line,  they  could  turn  out  ten  vehicles  a 
day. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  Commission  was  getting  too  far  ahead. 
At  this  time  it  does  not  have  any  specific  recommendation,  as  to 
vehicle  specifications. 

Mr.  Woods  said  the  first  important  function  right  now  is  replacement 
of  the  motor  coach  fleet. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked,  regardless  of  what  plan  is  adopted,  when 
are  they  going  to  be  produced. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  Railway  is  presently  preparing  the 
actual  specifications  for  the  bus  itself. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  on  what  authority  Mr.  Woods  was  proceeding 
on  diesel  buses. 


i;4r.  Woods  replied  on  authority  as  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal 
Railway . 

Mr.  Finn  pointed  out  this  was  authorized  in  the  Commission's  approval 
of  the  financing  program. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  Commission  discussed  financing;  it  did 
not  approve  equipment. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  as  far  as  coaches  are  concerned,  when 
the  specifications  are  ready  as  to  the  recommended  type  of  coach  to 
be  put  out  to  bid,  these  will  be  brought  before  the  Commission  for 
approval . 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  a  matter  of  this  importance  deserves  some- 
tiiing  more  than  submission  by  the  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr,  Finn  explained  this  has  been  the  pattern  in  past  years  in  drawing 
up  specifications,  particularly  motor  coaches.     The  Railway  Manager 
and  his  engineering  staff  draw  up  preliminary  specifications.  Under 
the  Commission's  bidding  procedure,  it  is  necessary  that  the  speci- 
fications be  open  to  public  bid.     The  specifications  at  the  present 
stage  have  been  sui:<mitted  to  interested  nanu^acturers  for  comment. 
They  are  returned  then  by  the  interestea  msmuf acturers ,  who  apprise 
staff  of  recent  improvements.     These  comments  can  be  taken  into 
consideration  and  added  to  the  specifications. 
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MTo  Woods  and  Oral  L,  Moore,  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  General 
Manager,  and  staff  will  go  over  the  specifications  again.    At  that 
time  they  will  have  a  more  specific  idea  as  to  the,' type  of  diesel 
coach  they  are  going  to  recommend  for  bid.    Then  the  Commission  will 
be  fully  apprised  of  the  specifications. 

Mr.  Finn  stated  the  Commission  has  hired  outstanding  experts  to  assist 
Mr.  Woods  and  the  staff  of  the  Municipal  Railway  in  making  these 
determinations . 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  objected  to  that,  and  wanted  to  go  on 
record  that  the  report  by  the  experts  should  be  made  to  the  Commission. 
The  Commission  has  requested  that  the  work  be  done  and  it  is  only 
prudent  that  the  report  come  to  the  Commission,  he  said. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  Commission  has  chosen  three  of  the 
most  outstanding  men  in  the  United  States  as  consultcmts,  and  that 
he  was  sure  Mr.  Woods  had  every  intention  of  going  over  the  type  of 
buses  with  these  consultants.    He  said  he  was  sure  that  the  Commission 
will  be  in  contact  with  them  and  that  any  report  that  these  gentle- 
men would  have — either  as  a  group  or  singly — the  Commission  would 
see.    He  asked  Commissioner  Goldman  if  he  were  saying  that  they 
should  report  to  the  Commission  and  not  to  the  staff. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  was  happy  to  have  them  report  to  the 
Commission.    He  thought  the  Commission  should  meet  them  face-to-face 
to  ask  questions. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  he  was  sure  that  the  Commission  could  see 
them  either  singly  or  as  a  group. 

Mr.  Finn  pointed  out  in  past  the  history  of  the  Commission  in  the 
case  of  airport  architects  and  consultants,  the  consultants  reports 
Ijave  been  presented  to  the  Cc»nmission,  and  the  Commissioners  have 
had  the  opportunity  to  meet  the  consultants,  ask  questions  and  discuss 
their  recommendations. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  that  was  all  he  was  asking — he  wished  to 
make  certain  that  he  has  aui  opportunity  to  talk  to  these  people  and 
that  the  Commission  be  notified.    Commissioner  Goldman  then  added 
that  at  the  last  Commission  meeting  he  attended  the  General  Manager 
made  comment  that  these  consul tcints  were  being  paid  $200  per  day  and 
did  not  have  the  time  to  meet  with  the  Commission. 

CcHiunissioner  McDonnell  said  he  attended  that  meeting,  and  his  response 
was  that  the  Commission  as  a  whole  or  individually  could  talk  with 
them  during  this  period  of  time. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  wished  only  to  make  it  clear.  There 
will  be  difficult  decisions  to  be  made  by  the  Commission,  and  that 
they  as  Commissioners  will  have  to  stand  behind  the  decisions.  He 
wanted  to  be  prepared. 

iylr.  Woods  said  he  has  notified  the  Chief  Adrainistrative  Officer  that 
the  Municipal  Railway  will  not  be  occupying  a  spot  on  the  capital 
improvements  bond  issue  on  the  November  election. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  that  it  is  hoped  that  the  Commission 
will  have  a  coordinated  plan  for  submission  to  the  people  at  the 
November,  1969,  election.    He  congratulated  Mr.  Woods  for  the  way 
in  which  he  has  "taken  the  bull  by  the  horns." 
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Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  consultcints  were  advised  that  they 
were  hired  to  consult  on  the  overall  system  or  just  in  relation  to 
subway  trains. 

Mr.  Woods  replied,  "the  entire  system.. .any  problems  in  regard  to  the 
Municijpal  Railway."  The  contracts  should  be  certified  next  week,  and 
he  anticipated  meeting  with  the  consultants  any  time  thereafter, 
depending  upon  their  commitments.     The  men  are  hired  on  per  diem 
basis. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  BARTD  has  seen  the  specifications, 
and  if  City  will  get  a  report  from  BARTD. 

Mr.  Woods  said  they  have  met  with  BARTD,  but  he  did  not  think  a  report 
will  be  received  from  BARTD  condemning  or  approving  the  plan.  The 
feeling  is  that  it  is  a  good  choice  but  he  doubted  an  official 
approval  will  be  sent  by  them. 

Mr.  Finn  pointed  out  the  consultants  are  not  being  hired  as  a  board 
of  consultants.    They  are  being  hired  individually.     It  is  Mr.  Woods 
intention  to  consult  with  them  as  they  are  available  and  evaluate 
advice    given  by  them.    We  are  not  attempting  at  any  time  to  assemble 
the  people  to  present  an  idea  and  then  vote  on  it.    We  are  having  the 
individual  expertise,  Mr.  Finn  said. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  Mr.  Woods  about  the  exit  at  Duboce  Avenue, 
and  if  a  determination  has  yet  been  made  on  the  five  potential  tran- 
sit plans  for  the  City. 

Mr.  Woods  said  BARTD  is  in  the  design  stage  now  with  regard  to  the 
Duboce  exit;  they  have  submitted  a  list  of  questions  on  which  they 
desire  an  answer  within  the  next  two  months .    With  regard  to  the 
five  transit  plans,  Mr.  Woods  said  there  has  been  no  formal  approval 
on  this.     It  is  one  of  the  things  they  want  to  discuss  with  the 
consultants.     They  are  going  to  discuss  routes,  storage  areas,  the 
leasing  of  air  rights  over  Municipal  Railway  property,  etc. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  if  that  is  the  intent,  is  it  practical  to 
have  three  different  individuals  independently  present  opinions  on 
a  variety  of  subjects? 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  his  feeling  at  the  time  this  was  being 
discussed  was  these  three  gentlemen  have  different  types  of  back- 
ground in  transit,  each  with  much  training  and  knowledge.     If  it 
were  not  discussed  in  the  formal  Commission  meeting,  it  was  mentioned 
in  informal  discussion.    These  gentlemen  were  hired  to  give  assis- 
tance to  the  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  in  all  facets 
of  the  Railway  operations. 

It  was  his  understanding,  he  said,  by  having  them  separate  that  they 
would  be  able  to  more  intelligently  approach  a  particular  subject 
and  present  recommendations  and  not  have  to  agree  on  any  one  point. 
They  would  be  able  to  give  many  ideas  without  the  restricting  require- 
ments normally  imposed  upon  a  panel  or  board. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  did  not  disagree  with  Commissioner 
McDonnell,  but  that  he  was  not  involved  in  any  of  these  discussions. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  said  their  reports  will  be  given  to  the  General 
Manager  and  then  they  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Commission. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  that  is  where  he  disagreed.     In  his  opinion 
the  report  should  be  to  the  Commission.

MURDER  OF  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  MOTOR  COACH  OPERATOR 

On  April  9,  1968,  at  7:30  p. in.  Martin  J.  l\Tiitted,  while  operating  on  the  No.  42 
Evans  Avenue  line,  was  shot  and  killed  in  a  holdup  at  Evans  Avenue  and  Innes 
Street.    Mr.  Whitted  had  been  employed  with  the  Municipal  Railway  since  1962.  He 
leaves  a  wife  and  three  children.    This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Municipal  Railway  that  an  employee  has  been  fatally  injured  in  the  course  of  a 
robbery . 

On  Monday,  April  14,  1968,  funeral  services  were  held  for  Martin  J.  Whitted,  which 
were  attended  by  Mayor  Alioto  and  Mrs.  Alioto  and  other  City  representatives. 
Over  200  men  reported  sick  on  the  morning  of  the  funeral,  with  a  resulting  defic- 
iency of  over  211  runs.

WATER  QUALITY 

Area  flushing  of  distribution  mains  was  resumed  during  March 
in  the  Sutro  pressure  zone  in  the  Presidio  Heights  area  as  a  part  of 
the  normal  program. 

Flushing  of  the  Sunset  pressure  zone  in  the  Pine  Lake  area 
was  undertaken  as  an  aftermath  of  the  16-inch  cast  iron  main  break 
which  produced  an  abnormal  number  of  localized  dirty  water  complaints. 

A  total  of  52,000  feet  of  4-inch  to  12-inch  diameter  mains 
were  flushed  in  these  two  areas.     In  addition,  28  individual  flush- 
ing operations  were  carried  out  to  overcome  or  prevent  the 
occurrence  of  objectionable  water  conditions. 

Bacteriological  quality  of  water  from  San  Andreas  Reservoir 
deteriorated  during  March,  requiring  increased  chlorine  dosage 
followed  by  increased  dechlorination.     Investigation  of  possible 
causes  of  this  condition  is  continuing. 


WATER  CONDITIONS 


Rainfall  for  the  season  on  Peninsula  watersheds  averaged 
from  72%  to  78%  of  normal  for  the  season  to  April  1st.     On  Alameda 
watersheds,  rainfall  averaged  86%  for  the  same  period.  However, 
this  season's  storms  were  not  of  sufficient  intensity  or  duration 
to  produce  equivalent  percentage  of  seasonal  runoff  into  reservoirs. 
Total  production  from  local  watersheds  vias  just  50%  of  the  total 
average  runoff  for  the  water  year. 

Importation  of  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sources  was  resumed 
February  26th  when  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  was  restored  to  service 
following  55  days  of  construction  shutdown.     From  that  date  to 
April  12th,  storage  in  Crystal  Springs  has  increased  approximately 
three  billion  gallons,  raising  the  water  surface  12,5  feet  from  its 
low  level. 


Concurrently,  test  pumping  at  San  Antonio  pump  station 
directly  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  and  at  Sunol  pump  station  of 
Hetch  Hetchy  water  dumped  during  flushing  of  the  aqueduct  and 
spilled  during  test  operations  has  increased  the  storage  in  San 
Antonio  Reservoir  approximately  470  million  gallons. 

The  present  aqueduct  capacity  will  permit  increasing  local 
storage  even  if  no  additional  rainfall  occurs  during  the  remainder 
of  this  season.

Water  was  transported  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sources  at  an  aver- 
age rate  of  153.0  ftgd  during  March,  and  the  draft  of  Calaveras 
water  through  Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  averaged  53.7  mgd. 
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MEETINGS 


During  the  past  month,  Mr.  Frye  has  attended  several  meet- 
ings with  consultants  on  water  needs  and  land  use  studies. 

On  March  22,  a  demonstration  of  audio-visual  instructional 
and  training  materials  was  given  at  the  Bureau  of  Personnel  and 
Safety.    Mr.  John  Curto  attended  this  meeting  for  the  Department  and 
reported  on  the  methods  and  materials  used  for  this  demonstration. 

The  Water  Department  was  invited  to  participate  in  a  seminar 
sponsored  by  the  Association  of  Plumbing,  Heating,  Cooling  Contrac- 
tors of  San  Francisco  on  the  layout  design  and  installation  of  fire 
sprinkling  systems  in  this  city. 

On  March  25th,  Mr.  Boyd,  Mr.  Cooper  and  Mr.  Kenck  attended 
a  session  of  this  seminar  to  discuss  the  subject  of  water  supply, 
distribution  and  departmental  policy  covering  service  for  fire  pro- 
tection.    Fifty  contractors  were  in  attendance  at  this  session  and 
the  presentation  made  was  well  received. 

PERMITS 

During  March,  two  domestic  gardening  permits  were  executed 
by  the  Department. 

FINANCE 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  during  the  first  nine 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  totaled  $14,819,955  which  is  $300,203  more 
than  was  collected  for  the  same  period  of  the  prior  fiscal  year. 

SERVICE  RENEWAL 

During  March,  501  old,  corroded  or  undersized  service  pipes 
were  replaced.     The  total  number  replaced  during  the  first  nine 
months  of  this  fiscal  year  is  4,553. 

METER  REPAIRS 

During  March,  511  meters  were  repaired  by  the  Department's 
meter  shop.    An  additional  402  were  repaired  under  contract  and 
returned  to  the  Department, 

BAY  AREA  RAPID  TRANSIT 

Lower  Market  Street.     Preliminary  plans,  specifications  and 
an  estimate  of  connection  and  pipe  line  installation  costs  in  the 
section  between  Beale  and  First  Streets  were  completed  and  submitted 
to  BARTD. 
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Plans,  specifications  and  an  estimate  for  relocation  of 
Water  Department  facilities  in  connection  with  extension  of  the 
crossover  structure  at  lower  Market  Street,  including  the  proposed 
Municipal  Railway  turnaround  structure,  were  started. 

An  estimate  was  prepared  for  materials  and  services  by  Water 
Department  forces  in  connection  with  the  temporary  relocation  of  our 
16-inch  and  18-inch  mains  around  the  Spear  Street  ventilation  shaft 
on  Market  Street. 

Diamond  Street  Vault.     Preliminary  working  drawings  showing 
the  design  of  the  proposed  relocation  of  this  vault  to  Roanoke  and 
Arlington  Streets  were  approved  by  the  Art  Commission. 

Santa  Rosa  Street  Station.     A  drawing  of  the  utilities 
support  structure  was  reviewed  and  returned  with  the  Department ' s 
comments . 

Montgomery  Street  Station.    A  more  detailed  breakdown  of  a 
cost  estimate  previously  submitted  in  connection  with  installation  of 
the  permanent  22-inch  and  30-inch  steel  mains  around  this  structure 
was  prepared  and  submitted  to  BARTD  along  with  a  request  for  addi- 
tional funds  needed. 

Mission  Line  -  Modoc  to  Colonial  Way.     Specifications  involv- 
ing a  revision  to  this  project  were  reviewed  and  an  estimate  for 
additional  work  on  Water  Department  facilities  was  submitted. 

BOND  FUND  PROJECTS 

Construction  of  Crystal  Springs  Bypass  Tunnel  was  79%  com- 
pleted within  54%  of  the  scheduled  time. 

Construction  of  Crystal  Springs  to  San  Andreas  pipeline  was 
80%  completed  in  79%  of  the  scheduled  time. 

DAM  SAFETY 

The  East  Basin  of  Stanford  Heights  Reservoir  was  returned  to 
service  following  conclusion  of  test  borings  performed  by  consulting 
engineers. 
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
